In terms of juices only, citrus is the name that encompasses 
oranges, grapefruit, tangerines, lemons. The frozen concen- 
trates include orange. grapefruit, grapefruit and orange, and 
tangerine.

Built into the south face of an Aspen, Colorado slope, 
this year-round house is undeniable proof that a limit- 
ed budget is no deterrent to good design. Architect John 
Rosolack, in association with Architect Frederic Benedict 
of Aspen, planned the 1,250-square-foot home for his own 
family of five. Finished several years ago, the house could 
be reproduced today in the high-cost Aspen area for 
around $25,000 (and in, say, the northern suburbs of Chi- 
cago, quite possibly for under $30,000). How was it 
done? By limiting the size of the house; building two 
stories to keep the foundation small; employing a four- 
foot module to keep material costs low; laying out a mar- 
velously economical floor plan with easy-flowing 
trafic patterns and, finally, by leaving as finished surfaces 
many of the materials used in construction. 

Because a spectacular view stretches down the slope to 
the south, Rosolack oriented the main living areas and the 


decks in that direction. In doing so. he put 


to good use the steep site on which the house rests. Lower- 
level rooms were planned so that two windowless walls 
back up to natural contours in the land. minimizing 

the need for excavation. Rough-sawn. natural cedar 
siding covers the exterior. and the house is built over 

a simple, painted. concrete-block foundation. Decks and

Buying oranges 


All oranges, as required by law, 
are picked mature. With that in 
mind, slightly green fruit is as 
ripe as golden fruit and often 
sweeter. Sometimes golden fruit 
picked all golden turns 
Known by the growers as “re- 
ereening.” Florida oranges may 
have color added. If so, the fruit 
is stamped “color added.” Like 
erapefruit, “russeted” oranges are 
every bit as good as the bright- 
colored fruit of the same variety.

Tangerine-Mandarin. Vhe words 
tangerine and mandarin are often 
used interchangeably, — which 
makes things confusing.

In buying tangerines look for 
those that are heavy for their 
size, with the characteristic deep- 
orange, almost red skin.

Tangelo. Looking like an orange. 
it is actually a hybrid, a cross be- 
tween the Dancy—the sweet. best- 
known of the tangerines—and a 
tart grapefruit.

Faraway vacation for less 


Would you enjoy spending your 
next vacation in a private home 
on the Spanish seacoast? How 
about a suburban house near Dub- 
lin? Or would you rather try a 
few weeks in a New York City, 
Los Angeles, or London apart- 
ment? All of this is quite possible 
if you’re willing to offer your own 
home or apartment in a tempo- 
rary exchange for the lodging you 
seek. But how do you locate the 
right homeowner in the right 
place?

Semipermanent partitions 


Are your children at an age when 
one big bedroom isn’t private 
enough? Do you need to block off 
space quickly for extra storage? 
Or put up a decorative room di- 
vider? Here’s a simple means for 
erecting an interior wall, a parti- 
tion, or a divider that you can 
(1) assemble yourself, and (2) 
disassemble at a later date. More- 
over, you can reapply the parts 
you disassembled to a permanent 
partition. 

This idea was dreamed up by 
Designer Jens Risom and put to 
use in his own Block Island vaca- 
tion home to partition off sleep- 
ing space. 

First, he halved 4’-by-8’ sheets 
of Weldwood Ranchero paneling. 
Two 2/’-wide lengths. back to 
back, finished faces out, became 
the wall. The sheets were held in 
2" by-A”

The 4”-by-4” lumber can handle 
a right-angle turn in the wall, or 
serve as a door jamb. Jens Risom 
grooved the lumber and cut the 
plywood with his own power tools. 
Without this equipment, you 
could simply ask the lumber yard 
to do your cutting. For slightly 
more permanent assembly, spread- 
some standard paneling adhesive 
between the sheets. 


More low-upkeep doors 


Since we published news about 
the Pease steel-faced entry door 
(House Berautirut, November 
1967), another company began 
producing metal-faced doors— 
this time with aluminum. The ad- 
vantages, as before, are low-main- 
tenance, high thermal qualities 
(there’s really no need to add a 
storm door), and an absence of 
warpage. National Aluminum 
Thermal Doors (you can reach 
them at P.O. Box 680, Lafayette, 
Indiana 47902) turns out a 134” 
thick door with a heart-cut.red- 
wood frame, expanded polysty- 
rene core, and faced with factory- 
primed aluminum. Normal stock 
sizes and a reasonable variety of 
styles are offered in a price range 
from about $90 to $120 for single 
doors. 


Home values going up 


You didn’t paint your house last 
year? Add a room? Or remodel 


in any way? Your house, un- 
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changed, is worth approximately 
$1,000 more than it was last year 
at this time. So concludes a recent 
survey by the National Associa- 
tion of Real Estate Boards. The 
group bases its estimate on price 
movements in the market. More 
specifically, it notes that the aver- 
age price of houses rose from 
$19,630 to $20,630 during a year’s 
period ending August 1968. 

Further confirmation of higher 
values for homes comes from the 
Hartford Insurance Group, which 
puts the rate of rise at four per- 
cent a year. Hartford’s observa- 
tions go on to point out that the 
standard homeowner insurance 
policy falls short of full coverage 
within a few months after it has 
gone into effect. This is particu- 
larly true if the policy is based on 
cash value instead of on replace- 
ment cost. 

What to do? Hartford has de- 
vised a solution. The company 
now offers, on an optional basis. 
a policy that automatically in- 
creases coverage one percent ey- 
ery three months, or twelve per- 
cent over the ordinary three-year 
period. Labeled “Inflation Guard” 
by the firm, the policy carries

darken again, simply reapply the 
bleach to these areas. 

A pigmented stain protects the 
surface of the wood. imparts col- 
or to the deck, and still permits 
the swirls and figures of the grain 
to show through. This is a good 
finish and one that is now avail- 
able in a full range of colors. A 
new coat is required about once a 
year, but may last longer. 

If you want to paint the deck. 
buy a paint specifically made for 
outdoor use. It’s usually called 
a porch-and-deck or porch-and- 
floor enamel. The alkyds are rea- 
sonably good. and the new poly- 
urethane and epoxy paints are 
better. Paint provides the best 
protection for wood. but also 
shows wear faster than stains or 
sealers. A new coat will be needed 
at least once a year. 

Varnishes. lacquers, and shel- 
lacs aren’t recommended for the 
demanding wear on a deck ex- 
posed to weather. It is possible to 
derive service from marine var- 
nish and the new _ polyurethane 
varnishes. But you have to remove 
the base coat to apply a new one, 
and a deck is often a big surface. 

On the subject of footings. it’s 
good to know that poured concrete 
piers are excellent, adaptable. 


and used by most contractors. 


slightly higher premiums than 
standard coverage, and is pres- 
ently available in 32 states. 

Does the policy automatically 
adjust downward in the wake of a 
recession? No, says the company, 
but a serious downward trend in 
the economy would wash out this 
option for the simple reason that 
there would no longer be any de- 
mand for it. 


New safety for sliding doors 


Sliding glass doors planned for a 
new home or an addition to your 
present home? You'll be pleased 
to know that after January Ist, 
safety glass will be used in all 
doors showing the Quality Certifi- 
cation label of the Architectural 
Aluminum Manufacturers Assn. 
Members of this group account 
for 80 percent of all sliding glass 
doors manufactured each year in 
the U.S. This was a move to wipe 
out the more than 100,000 in- 
juries that occurred yearly be- 
cause people—mostly children— 
walked through doors having 
ordinary glass. Adding safety 
glass will push up the price of 
the doors slightly, but it seems 
worthwhile to me. ele lalle

Three other possibilities are open 
to you. Many building-supply out- 
lets now sell precast concrete 
piers, a convenience if you're do- 
ing the project yourself. Another 
thought: pressure-treated —con- 
struction poles in place of con- 
crete piers. The last method— 
building the deck over pressure- 
treated or decay-resistant timbers 
laid on a gravel bed—is a debat- 
able practice. Where drainage is 
good and decay isn’t a strong 
threat, this is acceptable. Other- 
wise, stick with conventional foot- 
ings. 

How about fasteners? The im- 
portant point is to specify alumi- 
num or _ hot-dipped galvanized 
nails and screws. so deterioration 
of the metal doesn’t 
wood. Sizes and conformation of 
fasteners (and where to use bolts 
and other connectors) is informa- 
tion readily available from local 
suppliers. if you intend to build 
the deck on your own. 

A final tip: While 2”-by-4” and 
2”-by-6” planks are excellent for 
the deck surface, it isn’t neces- 
sary to use that thickness. Many 
successful decks have been built 
with 5/4” boards. A few more 
joists are required. but you'll save 
money on the overall purchase of 
wood.

—island-bride of 
the sun god Apollo. 
Its past wonders 


and present delights

Long, long ago Apollo, the sun god, asked his father Zeus for the hand of the 
loveliest nymph who lived in the depths of the Aegean. Her name was Rhodon— 
rock rose—and she came out of the sea to become the bride of Apollo and incidentally 
turn into the blossoming Dodecanese island that bears her name. The sun god, who of 
necessity travels a lot, still loves this lady so much that over the eons never 
a day passed that he has not paid her a visit. 
That's the legend of Rhodes, and vacationers begin to believe it as they sunbathe 
on the beaches or stroll in the noon dazzle at Mandraki, the old city port of 
Rhodes where the yachts and cruise ships tie up. Honest Rhodians say that Apollo 
sometimes misses his daily date in December and January. Even at that, Rhodes has 
always been sunlovers’ country in all its 3,000-year history—an eminently easy 
place to relax in. As of this era, it has some of the best hotels in Greece. To 
swim in the clear Aegean or sail on it or simply watch the sea, the skyscape—and 
he pelicans—is rare refreshment. There are yachts and lesser craft to be hired, 
ree-pr ypping and intriguingly Eastern-flavored shops to do it in. (Rhodians 
rs, shoemakers, and tailors—and mink is a bargain.) Local tavernas

Rhodes is a fabulous overlayer- 
ing of cultural influences from 
First Century e.c. Doric Greek to 
20th-century Italian—all the re- 
sults of the invasions and occupa- 
tions that this little place has 
heir to. Arriving by ship, 
you may be surprised to find your- 
self not in a marble Greek city 
of antiquity. but entering a 14th- 
century medieval fortress town, 
massively walled and romantical- 
ly dominated by a turreted Gothic 
castle—this the legacy of the 
Knights of St. John of Jerusalem 
who ruled here for two centuries. 
This was an international coterie 
of hospitalers dedicated to heal- 
ing battered crusaders on their 
way home from the Holy Land, 
but they were equally if not more 
concerned with the elimination of 
the Ottoman Turks, whose home- 
land is clearly visible twelve 
miles away across the sea. The 
knights’ triple-moated  fortifica- 
tions finally fell to the Turks in 
1503. You can hear—and almost 
believe you see—the story of the 
knights versus the Turks in a 
smashingly good Son et Lumiére 
spectacle presented evenings, 
April through October. The set- 
ting is the illuminated medieval 
Palace of the Grand Master of 
the Knights of St. John. the the- 
atre its delightful jasmine-scented 
rose garden. 

A yisit to the restored palace 
with its alabaster windows is on 
every sightseer’s docket, and there 
are guided walking tours around 
the ramparts. The great moats 
are dry now, turned into gardens 
and, a sudden delight, romping 
grounds for several families of 
deer, who are protected in Rhodes 
because their ancestors literally 
stamped out the island’s snakes. 
Everyone walks the old town, 
which is enclosed within these 
walls. This is where the most 
amusing shopping is. Best bar- 
gains are in sandals, long-haired 
sheep rugs called flokati, distinc- 


been 





tively woven wool bedspreads, 
tinselly jewelry of the Near 
Eastern genre, enameled tiles. 


and decorated pottery for which 
Rhodes has long been famous. 
Rhodians are clever stone cutters, 
so this is the place for bibelots 
in alabaster, onyx, quartz 
and lapis—not inexpensive but 
bargains of their kind. which is 
also true of fine jewelry. The fur

The Turks, who occupied Rhodes 
until 1912, added minarets to the 
scene and the Near Eastern flavor 
of the old town bazaar. Ital- 
ilans, who were in command from 
1912 to 1945, concentrated on re- 
storing the Gothic and building a 
modern Italianate city. But in the 


Museum, which was the knights’ 
hospital in the 14th Century, 
there’s a lovely cache of salvaged 
antiquity. Best known: a smoky 
gray, almost ephemeral marble 
“Venus Drying Her Hair” and a 
touching funerary “Crito 
and Tararista,” recalling an an- 
cient Greek girl’s grief at her 
mother’s death.

To Lindos 


Excursions out from the city, 
none of them very time-consum- 
ing. take you back to antiquity 
to Monte Smith. a peculiar name 
for the old acropolis of Rhodes 
where there are Second Century 
B.C. ruins—a stadium, a theatre. 
temples to Apollo and Athena. 
Camiros on the west coast gives a 
good idea of what a Doric Greek 
city looked like. But by far the 
most memorable, strikingly beau- 
tiful experience of the very old is 
a visit to the acropolis of Lindos 
where on a steep. steep cliff ris- 
ing from the sea the ancients 
built a magnificent complex sa- 
cred to Athena. The ruins remain, 
majestic silhouetted 
against the sky in beautiful, lone- 
ly dignity. To reach the acropolis 
climb, on a _wood-saddled 
burro, through the narrow. cob- 
bled streets of Lindos. a white- 
washed, charmingly Rhodian town 
that makes you want to return to 
stay. (Anthony Quinn returned to 
settle nearby, after making The 
Guns of which used 
Rhodes as its setting.) You are 
also climbing up through layers 
of civilizations that built upon 
the old. Make your Lindos excur- 
sion in late afternoon, when the 
crowds have thinned out and you 
and the wild flowers have the 
acropolis virtually to yourself in 
the gold quiet of sunset. From 
here you may look down into a 
small cove where St. Paul is said 
to have landed—and on the other 
side of this great escarpment see 
the that entombs 
Cleobolus. considered in the 6th 
Century B.C. the seven 
sages of Greece.

BUILDING A GOOD DECK: THE Wrivs AND 


A deck (or a balcony) can add immeasurably to the 
appearance of a property, as the photographs on the 
preceding pages and below stunningly illustrate. But 
while beauty is a highly desirable—even necessary— 
element in deck design, there are other more practical 
explanations for the present popularity of decks. Here 
are three: 

Level outdoor space. A level lawn is a rarity on the 
order of alligators in Lake Michigan. A deck evens 
out the natural bumps and dips in a relatively smooth 
lawn, and rescues a sloping lot from being little more 
than a view. In addition, the deck goes up with little 
or no earth-moving and a minimum of underpinnings. 

Adaptability. Curves, polygons, rectangles—almost 
any shape is possible. Decks at two or more levels, 
connected by steps—a simple matter. Is there a lovely 
old tree you want to save? Build your deck around it.

Or add plantings, as in the scene below. And more: 
Consider a deck around a pool, a dec) with a sunken 
fish pond, a deck with a fire pit, a deck with a built-in 
sandbox for preschoolers. All this has been done be- 
fore with a minimum of fuss. 

Moderate cost. Adding interior space to your home 
at today’s rates will cost you between $15 and $25 a 
square foot. Rarely would the cutdoor space you gain 
with a deck cost more than $5 a square foot. And there 
are more than a few cases when that price is below 
$2. Striking an average price in each case, a 15’ by 20’ 
family room would cost $6,000; a 15’ by 20’ wood

It would appear so far that on the subject of decks, 
“everything is for the best in this best of all possible 
worlds.’ Not altogether. Deck construction has in- 
creased at such a rapid pace that deck technology is 
oceasionally left behind. Not that deck technology is 
so complicated, but like anything custom built, there 
are poor, good, better, and best ways for doing the job. 

Perhaps one of your first questions is “Can I be 
sure the deck is safe?”’ Assuming you've taken the 
trouble to learn about the capabilites and reputation 
of the contractor, the answer is yes. Stress limits for 
construction lumber have long ago been detailed in 
manuals. For example, an experienced architect or 
builder would know without referring to the tables 
that Douglas fir can span a greater distance than 
Eastern white pine (which is used more often in finish 
work). And he would also know the requirements for 
fastenings and footings.

surprising number of homeowners do), the chances 
for underdesigning the structure are small. Lumber 
yards give away, or sell at a moderate charge, clear, 
eminently safe plans for constructing a variety of 
decks, raised or at ground level. One note: Before 
happily attacking the project, call the local building 
department and find out if decks and balconies are 
included in the building code—assuming there is one 
in your community. If decks are listed, learn what the 
requirements are, and meet them. 

If safety isn’t a serious concern, what can go wrong? 
Unfortunately, it’s quite possible for a safe deck to 
look sloppy. The use of green lumber (lumber not 
seasoned or kiln-dried) could start warpage that might 
eventually make the planking look like an army of 
snakes. Or poor workmanship might produce planking 
annoyingly askew, or uneven spacing between planks. 
Not serious problems; just nettling. All the more 
reason to select a contractor you can depend on, or 
take pains to be careful yourself. 

Since construction plans are readily available, 
there’s no reason to elaborate here on the precise 
techniques for assembling a deck or balcony. But 
there are some points that may (1) save you money, 
or (2) help you get a better deck. 


First, there is the choice of wood. Starting at the 
bottom, any wood that will be in contact with the 
ground, or rest directly on concrete piers in the soil, 
should be decay-resistant. That means you should buy 
construction-grade heartwood of redwood, cedar, or 
cypress—three species that are naturally resistant to 
decay. Or you buy construction-grade lumber of any 
species that has been pressure-treated with a preserva- 
tive. 

Structural members—the beams and joists below 





the deck, not in contact with piers or the soil—can be 
any construction-grade lumber. But keep in mind that 
the stronger species are somewhat less costly as the 
deck size increases (since you need less members). 
Two of the strongest are Douglas fir and Southern 
yellow pine. Less readily available, but equally 
strong, is Western larch, and Western hemlock isn’t 
far behind. 

Decking, railings, benches, and other topside ele- 
ments are serviceable when built with any of these 


woods, with some qualifications. In a natural state, 
and unfinished, the decay-resistant woods—redwood, 
cedar, and cypress—are best. Moisture and resin con- 
tent is low in these woods, which means less warping, 
and very little, if any, bleeding (more about that 
below). The grain is relatively close, and these species 
are resistant to checking and splitting from exposure 
to weather over the years. 

If you should select spruce or fir, pine or hemlock, 
insist on kiln-dried lumber. Heat in the kilns not only 
removes excessive moisture from the wood, but the 
process “fixes the pitch.” That is, the pitch, or natural 
resins in the wood is immobilized within the grain. 
Should you buy newly cut and undried wood, or even 
seasoned wood in these species, there is a strong pos- 
sibility that the pitch will seep out of the wood pores, 
a condition familiarly called bleeding. This sticky 
residue gums up shoes and bare feet on decks, and 
stains clothing when it seeps through wood used for 
benches and back rests. 


Compared on the basis of long-term maintenance, 
the decay-resistant woods again have a slight edge 
over less resistant species. For example, you could 
leave a redwood deck permanently unfinished. The 
wood turns a lovely silver-gray, and remains remark- 
ably stable. In contrast, a pine deck, left unfinished, 
reacts poorly to weathering. Although the wood isn't 
impaired structurally, the fibers do tend to stretch, 
manifested in checks and splits, and weakened surface 
fibers (which translates into splinters). These condi- 
tions are arrested easily enough with a yearly applica- 
tion of sealer, or stain, or paint. Naturally, if you 
wish, you can put a finish on redwood, cedar, or 
cypress, too. Here are a few thoughts on outdoor 
finishes: 

If you want to maintain the natural color of the 
wood, this is easily achieved with a water-repellent or 
colorless sealer. Start with two coats, and follow up 
with a fresh coat once every twelve months or so. 

Or you may prefer the handsome gray of weathered 
wood, but don’t care to wait for the change to occur 
naturally. Buy a commercial bleaching agent, made 
expressly for this purpose, sold in paint stores. Apply 
it once. That should be enough, but if portions of

On three-and-a-half acres in West Los Angeles, 
Calif., the garden of Mr. and Mrs. John Irving 
Anderson blooms brilliantly in all seasons. 
Their success is derived in part from a sunny 
climate and constant watering and feeding, but 
perhaps more important is the Andersons’ deep 
love of gardening. She plans the color schemes 
and, though she has considerable help, spends 
a part of each day working in the garden. 
More than 400 roses, like those at left, give 
fragrant bloom all year. Monthly feeding keeps 
the lawns lush and green. Through fall and 
winter there are camellias and azaleas. Each 
spring the herbaceous borders, near right and 
opposite page, receive some 25,000 annuals 
bought in flats from a local nursery. These 
include snapdragons, ageralum, candytuft, 
stock, semperflorens begonias, alyssum, and 
delphiniums (treated as annuals). In autumn, 
at least 2.000 sparaxis, Mr. Anderson’s favor- 
ite spring bulb, are planted, along with daffo- 
dils, narcissus, freesias, and Dutch iris. Mrs. 
Anderson especially likes bronzy-leafed be- 
gonias (below right), and maroon-leafed 
iresines, which she masses near the silvery 
eucalyptus. When the Andersons give a party, 
they bring the garden close by using container 


plants, like the hsias and daisies above.

ceased being Greek in language, 
tradition, and attitudes. In their 
tavernas they sip their ouzo and 
nibble their favorite pistachios 
and olives, dawdle over their tiny 
cups of sweet coffee, dance the 
ancient sousta in a crossed-hands 
circle, and take their exasper- 
ating siestas (shops open from 
nine to one, close down implacably 
until four or five. reopen from five 
to seven). The country people 
keep their sugar-cube houses 
spanking white, mosaic their 
dooryards with black-and-white 
pebble patterns, and paint their 
doors blue. the color of fertility 
and a shield against the evil eye. 
They hang May Day wreaths over 
their doorways to propitiate the 
chaney month of May. Indoors, 
they hang their walls with tradi- 
tional embroideries and Rhodian 
pottery (you can see it thrown 
and molded in the ancient man- 
ner at a kiln near Archangelos). 
They welcome visitors with cere- 
monial apricot preserves and a 
glass of water. Ladies wear boots 
against snakes that no longer 
exist, muffle their faces to avoid 
the social stigma of suntan. Most 
Rhodians worship in the Byzan- 
tine mystery of the Greek Ortho- 
dox faith, in dim, lamp-hung 
churches muraled in glinting 
icons of the saints, yet in the 
country they shudder at the an- 
cient bad-luck sign of five out- 
stretched fingers (never hold up 
your hand to indicate five in sign 
language: the word is pende). A 
non-cabalistic custom: every man, 
young or old, carries and fingers 
a loop of worry beads, komboloia 
—nothing mystic, just a pleasant 
tactile pastime that invariably in- 
trigues tourists into buying some 
beads for themselves. 

The green, blossoming scenery 
of Rhodes is placid, nonspectac- 
ular except for omnipresent sea- 
scapes and changing cloud forma- 
tions, but there is a rare and ro- 
mantic natural phenomenon at 
Petaloudes—the Valley of the 
Butterflies. Here, during summer, 
in the enchanted silence of this 
wooded glen, thousands of gold- 
and-crimson butterflies doze in 
the vanilla-scented storax trees. 
\t a sudden sound, like the clap 
of a hand, they all shimmer into 
life, filling the air, almost darken- 
ing the sky, with their flower-petal 
flutterings. 

Rhodian food is for the most 
part typically Greek, with empha- 
sis on beautifully cured green and 





























garnet olives, and stuffed eve 
thing—vine leaves, tomatoes, egg 
plant, peppers—the stuffing ¢ 
minced meat and rice studde 
with currants or pine nuts. Foo¢ 
that suggested themselves 
something to try at home: aug 
lemono, or lemon soup, an} 
grilled kebobs of fish, onion, 
mato, and bay leaf. Apricots ar 
oranges are local specialties, ar 
the cucumbers must be the cris 
est in the world. In the taverné 
it is quite comme il faut to 
into the kitchen and choose yot 
meal from whatever is on th 
fire. The ancients sang the prais¢ 
of Rhodian wines. Today’s bel 
seems to be the red Chevalier d 
Rhodes, an ancestor of the wit 
the knights used to drink.

Relief for airport clog 


No doubt it’s happened to you. If 
you haven't hit clog in the form 
of delayed flights or backed-up 
ticket lines, this nettling experi- 
ence has probably surfaced as 
time lost getting to and from the 
airport. For example, I recently 
took a taxi from center-city Chi- 
cago to O'Hare Field during the 
five-o’clock rush hour. Heavy traf- 
fic on the John F. Kennedy Park- 
way slowed us down, but at least 
we moved. The crowning blow 
came when it took 20 minutes to 
go the last mile between the air- 
port entrance and the airlines 
building. Buses, taxis, private 
cars, and airport vehicles were 
packed tighter on that road than 
standees at a horse race. 

Three cheers to Cleveland, then. 
Here’s one city that’s done some- 
thing about it. Cleveland has be- 
come the third world city to build 
an airport-to-center-city rapid- 
transit system. (The other two: 
Tokyo and Brussels.) Each 80- 
passenger, stainless-steel car will 
make the trip in about 20 min- 
utes. Operated by the Cleveland 
Transit System, the cars are fully 
air-conditioned and capable of 
traveling 60 mph. Cost for the 
ride will be 35 cents. 


New translucent panels 


Masonite is nearly a_ generic 
name today for hardboard—not 
surprising. since founder William 
H. Mason. in 1924, was the first to 
discover the means for producing 
hardboard. It’s interesting to note 
—and indicative of movement 
within the industry—that Mason- 
ite has introduced a handsome ar- 
ray of translucent plastic panels 
for use as dividers, screens, or ac- 
cents in the home. 

Four designs are offered: Vene- 
tian, a pattern made up of small 
whirlpools of texture; Florentine, 
a leafy, embossed figure; Basque, 
a bold, Spanish-flavored design; 
and Leaded Style Basque, similar 
to Basque but with lead-gray sep- 
aration in the pattern to resemble 
true leaded glass. Except for red 
in Basque, color choices are soft 
greens, ambers, and blues. Vene- 
tian and Florentine are made in 
2’ by 4’, 2’ by 6’, and 4’ by 8’ pan- 


els; Basque in 4 by 8; and 
Leaded Style Basque in 2’ by ¥ 
and 2’ by 6’. The material is poly- 
styrene, and the typical price 
falls in the area of $8 to $9 for a 
2’ by 6’ sheet. 

Simultaneously, Masonite intro- 
duced four patterns of filigree 
hardboard panels. And a thought- 
ful dividend: It offers pregrooved 
and easy-to-join wood framing 
members for both translucent 
plastic and filigree hardboard 
panels. 


Drapery hardware that works 


Changing drapes is a happening 
I usually get stuck with in onr 
family. And so, like it or not, ’'m 
a some-time student of drapery 
hardware. One of the most annoy- 
ing is the drapery hook that won’t 
hold the pleats straight. No mat- 
ter what I do, the top of the ma- 
terial sags as if it were sick. Not 





too long ago, I located the solu- 
tion to this problem in the form 
of Graber’s Adjust-Rite hooks. A 
movable spring-steel hook on the 
back of the clip adjusts to five 
positions over a span of 114 
inches. As a result, if the pleat 
sags at one position on the clip, 
I- simply move the hook to the 
next position. This gadget also 
adapts to a variety of drapery 
sizes. A package of 14 for one 
drapery will cost about $1.

ums (or rather came back. since 
its an old device). The differ- 
ence: Instead of buying shares in 
the building, you purchase out- 
right your apartment, or, as the 
concept spread, your vacation 
home, townhouse, or year-round 
single-family home. At purchase. 
you agree to contribute to a fund 
for the upkeep of common prop- 
erty within the building and/or 
development. And you automat- 
ically become a member of the 
Property Owners Association, 
which, under law, must be set up 
for a condominium. The associ- 
ation is responsible for upkeep 
and community problems. 

Both concepts have advantages. 
One of the disadvantages shows 
up occasionally in the owner or 
shareholder association meetings. 
A few cantankerous members, 
not attuned to cooperative effort, 
can delay and sometimes ob- 
struct changes the majority feels 
are necessary. 

Out of this flaw and for other, 
more involved, legal reasons has 
grown a new idea for community 
living: the funded community 
trust. Conceived by a Philadel- 
phia lawyer (it’s true), Lenard 
L. Wolffe, the trust is already 
functioning at Village 2 in New 
Hope, Pennsylvania; Twin Rivers, 
New Jersey; and The Princeton 
Road Executive Park in New Jer- 
sey. And the idea is now fanning 
out to other states. Here’s how it 
works: 

You buy. and are given a fee- 
simple deed to your property 
(apartment. townhouse, or house, 
and, in the case of commercial 
interests, plant or sales build- 
ings). A trustee—usually a bank 
or savings institution—is deeded 
the common land and, in turn, 
gives an easement over this land 
to each owner, tied to such re- 
strictions as no cutting down or 
burning of trees and shrubs. no 
erection of private signs, and so 
on. The trustee collects upkeep 
money—for a commission, nat- 
urally—and oversees the mainte- 
nance and repair work on land 
and the exterior of your home. 
When the community is large 
enough, management is handled 
by a.professional, on salary. Af-

Buy a house, get a car 


To sell houses, builders have 
packed kitchens with gleaming 
new appliances, sponsored fash- 
ion shows, given prospective buy- 
ers free rides in a helicopter to 
see the development, and held 
Texas-style barbecues.

G. Chait, the next step may well 
be a new car in every garage. 
Financing? Credit for trading in 
the old buggy, and payments on 
the new car could be worked right 
into the mortage, says Chait. If 
it ever happens, you can tell 
quickly enough where you stand 
—“You say you bought a Volks- 
wagen house? Really isn’t 
that interesting. Ours is a Cadil- 
lac house, you know.” ‘ 


Kitchen face-lifting 


Perhaps what really bothers you 
about your present kitchen (if 
you're bothered) is the unglam- 
orous appearance of the cabinets 
and drawers. Then you should be 
pleased to know there’s a way 
now to change them at relatively 
low cost and without moving out 
a single dish, knife, plate, or can 
of food. How? By replacing the 
doors and drawer fronts with a 
premeasured and ready-to-install 
panel, faced with long-wearing 
Formica in a choice of four wood 
grains: light or dark birch, pe- 
can, or “Spanish” oak. Thin 
sheets of laminate are available 
to cover exposed side panels, 
sink fronts. and corners. In addi- 
tion, there is a special collegtion 
of decorative moldings, medal- 
lions, and drawer and door pulls.

Where does the word “grocer” come from? 


Believe it or not. it’s right from the 14th-century pepper and 
spice trading in England. After peppercorns had made that 
long trip from the East to London, they were bought and 
sold by the Guild of Pepperers, who sold the pepper by the 
gross. (In modern terms. this would mean wholesale.) Ped- 
dlers would buy pepper from the “grossers” to sell to house: 
wives. Thus, grocers. In France they had spice sellers: the 
French word for grocer is still épicier. As a matter of interest. 
today Americans consume 44 million pounds of black pepper 
and about 3.5 million of white. Black is lustier than white. 
but white is preferred in white dishes, and today all good 
cooks use peppermills to season their cooking. And just 
remember when you are cooking that pepper and chicken are 
made for each other. 


Is it necessary to refrigerate catsup? 

Catsup or ketchup, whichever you call it, needs refrigeration 
only if it is not used up within a comparatively short time, 
the H.J. Heinz Company tells us. By that they mean within 
a few weeks. Oxidation is unattractive but harmless. although 
there is probably a slight loss of flavor. So if you use a 
lot of catsup, don’t refrigerate: if you don’t, do refrigerate. 


Are Porto and Port the same thing? 


No. Porto (or Vinho do Porto) is the legally protected 
name for wines from the Douro Valley in Portugal, made 
from grapes grown in this valley to which brandy, also made 
from grapes grown in the same region, is added. Because of 
new government regulations, “Port” will be used hence- 
forth to designate dessert wines produced in the United 
States with the label clearly stating the place of origin: 
California. New York State, or America. If you want to buy 
imported wine. ask for Porto: if domestic, ask for Port. 


What exactly is paprika? 


A vibrant. beautiful red powder that comes from the dried 
pods (fruit) of the plant species, Capsicum annuum. Actu- 
ally a member of the pepper clan that ranges from the 
sweet “bell” peppers to the very hottest chilis. Incidentally, 
paprika is extremely high in vitamin C (ascorbic acid) — 
one of the richest of all sources. Paprika is used to garnish 
light-colored dishes, such as eggs, poultry. fish, potatoes, 
pastas, salads, salad dressings: and to flavor sausages, soups, 
goulashes. chicken dishes. etc. The highest-quality paprika 
has an exquisite taste and varies in strength from mild to 
decidedly hot. Connoisseurs consider Hungarian paprika the 
finest. Fairly recently. Hungary introduced a sweet paprika, 
which is now available in the U.S. In addition to Hungarian, 
there are these other paprikas: American (sweet and mildly 


pungent); Spanish (a sweet paprika in a wide range of 
color values); Yugoslavian (similar to the Hungarian) : 


Moroccan (similar to the Spanish); and Bulgarian (a mild 
paprika). All paprikas should be stored in a cool. dry place. 
away from light.

What are those little specks on banana skins? 


They're good signs. They mean the banana is sweet and ripe. 
Actually, they're sugar spots. Another way to tell if a 
banana is ripe is to look at the tip. If it’s green and just 
turning to yellow it indicates the banana is ripe and sweet 
enough to eat. Don’t buy bananas with wrinkled skin: it 
means they are dry. 


What is a torte? 


A type of rich cake made with eggs. breadcrumbs. butter, 
ground nuts, and flavorings, but without flour. Apparently 
German.

What are the different types of flours? 


All-purpose, suitable for all types of home baking and 
cooking except delicate cakes, such as angel; instant, granu- 
lar, easily dissolved in liquids, does not need sifting, more 
expensive than all-purpose; self-rising, with a leavening 
agent and salt added, can be used in any recipe calling for 
baking powder and salt by omitting these ingredients from 
the recipe: cake. fine-textured and the most expensive of all 
flours, made specifically for delicate cakes. 


When should lemon juice be added to vegetables? 


To green vegetables just before serving. Otherwise. the ve¥- 
etables may turn olive-green. If the lemon juice is added at 
the beginning. the vegetables will take longer to cook. (Al- 
ways cook green vegetables uncovered so they will retain 
their bright color.) To white vegetables while they are cook- 
ing, to help them stay white. 


What is falernum? 


A syrup made of spices, sugar. citric acid, with five percent 
alcohol, which originated in Barbados, West Indies. Used 
primarily to make rum drinks: daiquiris. rum sours. and 
collinses. Cooks, however. also use it to baste chickens. to 
glaze hams, and to garnish fresh fruits. 


What is the difference between the many vinegar ty pes? 
oO ie 


Pale-gold apple or cider vinegar is used in salad dressings 
and some cooking. White or distilled vinegar. made from 
cereal grains, is best for pickling, although it has other 
uses. Then we have the wine vinegars, red and white. usually 
used only in making salad dressing. The flavored vinegars 
include tarragon. chili, shallot, and garlic—all used in mak- 
ing salad dressing—and England sends us a honey vinegar 
that is quite interesting. It, too, is used for salads. ®

If you think of the onion primarily as a food, 
you may be surprised by its role 


in history, medicine, horticulture-even romance 


In the press of other matters we 
sometimes lose sight of impor- 
tant actors in the human drama, 
such as the onion. Surely if a more 
exquisite conformation exists, it 
can only be that of the atom, 
which Nobel Prize winner Dr. 
Maria Mayer found herself 
obliged to describe by saying 
that “the nucleus is simply built 
in layers, like an onion.” Dr. 
Mayer has since been spoken of 
reverently by irreverent scientists 
as “the Madonna of the onion.” 

Whether the lush layers of the 
onion bulbs are described as 
leaves or cloves or whatever, they 
express perfectly the Latin word 
unio from which their name came, 
later made more elaborate by the 
French as oignon, and at last 
simplified by the English as 
onion. They are as unified and 
spiritual as folded hands. Allium 
is the genus name, Lilaceae the 
family name, and together they 
suggest the onion’s difficulty in 
deciding whether to be a vege- 
table or a flower. 

As members of its family. the 
onion claims such distinguished 
representatives as the garlic, leek, 
chive, scallion, and shallot. As 
though this were not enough, it 
also claims as relatives such 
beautiful flowers as the lily, 
hyacinth, gladiolus, and narcissus. 


The hidden beauty blooms

onions as Karataviense with its 
special shade of lavender, the 
Moly with its golden petals, and 
the pure, pristinely white star 
petals of the Neapolitanum.

Vhen calories matter 


*rom the battlefield to the kitchen 
s only a few short steps, and 
mnly another short step to diet. 
So it is that onions have a special 
sontemporary interest. They have 
very little nutritive value of 








any kind, yet they have an 
extraordinary way of satisfying 
the appetite. For those who 
would like to lose weight while 
gorging on delicious food, they 
offer a pleasant answer. A cup of 
cooked onions supplies about 80 
calories, while the raw onion of 
medium size in our salads comes 
to only 50 calories. 

Obviously, flavor is what onions 
have always been valued for, and 
European dishes employ them in 
spicing up, in giving point to the 
basic flavors. The great chefs 
grate onions, preserving the juice.

Strange bedfellows 


From garden to kitchen and 


kitchen to garden: We find that 
ages ago, flower growers inter- 
spersed plants of garlic with 
those of roses, believing that gar- 
lic exuded a kind of ambience of 
strength and energy that inspired 
the roses. Superstition? Their 
basis for believing this was that 
year after year they saw the gar- 
lic-mated roses blooming more 
beautifully than the lonely roses. 

The Greeks, as ever, had a 
word for it: symbiosis. Interspers- 
ing garlic plants with rose bushes 
is now a practice that has both 
the charm of superstition and the 
authority of modern science. At 
flower-show time your garlic- 
mated roses will beat the lonely 
roses two to one. 

Romance is, of course, the 
arena in which the onion shows 
itself most glamorous. Ironically, 
they were regarded as aphrodis- 
iac during early centuries, only 
to be forbidden to lovers by 
Shakespeare in his 4A Midsum- 
mer Night's Dream: “Eat no on- 
ions nor garlic, for we are to ut- 
ter sweet breath.” 

During many Paris dawnings, 
the onion has served as high 
priest at romantic rituals when 


lovers wandered at last to Les 
Halles for bowls of “Soupe a 
UOignon. One remembers, too, the 
early-morning soup at Ostende, 
where the Belgians call it: 


Dronkeman’s soep 


Two large onions sliced thin 
(slice under water to avoid 
tears ) 

Two tablespoons of butter 

Two cups consommeé or chicken 
stock 

Salt and cayenne pepper 

Half a cup of white wine 

Fines herbes 


Sauté onions in butter till ten- 
der. Add wine, stock, and sea- 
sonings, and simmer for 20 


minutes. Pour into ramekins, 
and before serving drop on 
soup. slices of French bread 


spread with Camembert, and 
place under broiler. When cheese 
turns gold, soup is ready. 

Whatever our interest in Alliam 
cepa and all its interesting rela- 
tives, whether superstitious, re- 
ligious, medicinal, martial, or cu-

the fallacy of buying travel by the price tag 


The best-known travel bargain in the world is the view of Manhattan 
from the Staten Island ferry boat. By dusk or dawn, spangled night or 
sparkling noon, the city is sheer beauty thrown high against the 
sky, and then, for good measure on this harbor excursion, there’s a 
close-up of the Statue of Liberty, and a fair chance of spotting 
a few ocean liners, whiffing a salty breeze, and overhearing a lone- 
some concert of sea gulls. The boat fare, as of this writing, is still 
holding at five cents—mentioned here to point up the truth that 
in the traveler’s world value received is not always directly reflect- 
ed in its price tag. 

We don’t hold with the contention that you “do” any great city 
on five dollars a day, especially if time and comfort and adequate food 
have any meaning for you, but there are great bargains at little 
price. New York’s bus lines at 20 cents a ride, for example, can 
orient you to the city’s layout, take you through the very essence 
of Cosmopolitania, revealing landmarks all the way. Bus M15, which 
trundles down Second Avenue from Harlem to the Battery at the very tip 
of Manhattan, takes you on an ethnic passage through Soul Country, Puerto 
Rico, Germany, Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Italy, and China, with glimpses 
of the UN, the Ford Foundation building, Off-Broadway theaters, and a

modest building budget that equals a fine 
contemporary house—a rare equation these days 
but one that produced the crisp in-town house on 
these four pages.

by the Great Hail, the central room of the house. which 


separates the intimate family living rooms from the 
dining room, kitchen, and servants’ rooms. The Great 
Hall, a lofty, triple-edomed gallery, 25 feet high, 66 
feet long, was created for the formal display of paint- 


ing and for the enjoyment of chamber-music concerts. 


Beyond this, under similarly domed protection 
sculpture court opens to a swimming pool which re- 
peats the area dimensions of the Great Hall.

The Kreeger house, designed to hold masterpieces, 
took four years to complete and is something of a 
masterpiece in itself, an adroit solution to a set 

of difficult requirements. The result—a great, 
monumental piece of architecture. The visual excite- 
ment of varied planes, the sublimity of unexpected 
vistas have come about because the owners wanted 
walls of glass so that they might live close to 

their 544 woodland acres; at the same 

time the prime demand was for solid wall space 

for the display of their art collection. 

The back of the house has been opened up with 
lightsome terraces and virtually walled in glass, 
while the elegantly “tunneled” form of the vault- 
ed rooms provides ample picture-hanging area. 
Further light enters the house through arched clere- 
story windows, ornamentally grilled in bronze- 


anodized aluminum louvers—a solution 





that creates distinguishing design motif. 
The outdoor court, pictured opposite and below, 
is a sort of lighting device in itself, as well as 
a display area. The travertine canopy which 
protects against the weather is inset with clear 
Plexiglas to bring in daylight and studded with 
lamps for nighttime downlighting. Adjacent rooms 
borrow its brightness night and day. All lighting 
in the house was planned by Jack Kilpatrick. 
Landscape design was done by Jean French & Co. 
Structurally, the house is a massive jewel of 
craftsmanship, of excellent materials excellently 


put together.

f all the things you can buy with money today, land is 

one of the best values. In a time of inflation, when cash 

is worth less each year, land you own has a solid value. 
It is real and is not called “real estate” for nothing. 

Except for the depression years of the 1930's, land in the 
growing areas of the country has gone up steadily in value. 
You have seen lots in your area double or triple in recent years. 
But do you know that land prices in general have increased 
16.8 percent each year since 1950? That is a faster growth than 


money invested in savings banks, savings and loans, or in many 





stocks. It does not equal—nor should it be expected to equal 
the growth of the most successful stocks. 
I travel a great deal and talk with land developers and real- 


tors in many cities. Every- 


better lot today at a lower price than you can later. A lot is 
likely to increase in value as quickly, or more quickly, than other 
commodities, but there are still many specific questions to be 
answered. The value of land can vary tremendously, depending 
on a variety of factors. 

Not all land is a good buy. It is a seller’s market today, and 
you need to approach land-buying with caution. Never buy a lot 
just because it seems low priced. A poor lot will always be a poor 
value. It won’t be a suitable place for your house, will be hard to 


resell, and will be a waste of money. Let’s consider some specifics. 


Is there still land left in built-up suburbs around major 
cities? Yes. While the number of vacant suburban lots is getting 


smaller each year, in most 





where I go [I hear stories of 
the skyrocketing prices of 
land. Land prices in West- 
chester County, near New 
York City, have doubled or 
tripled in the past ten years. 
Beach-front lots in Sea Pines 
Plantation, South Carolina, 
that were $10,000 are now 
$38,000 or $40,000. Lots in 
Houston that were $8,000 are 
now $22,000. Lots in Wash- 
ington, D.C., that were $5,- 
000 are now $12,000. Many of these will certainly go higher. 

Land prices began zooming in California about 15 years ago. 
Now the California pattern of growth is going on in most cities. 
Such booming towns as Atlanta, Dallas, Houston, Seattle, Chi- 
cago, and Washington are bursting at the seams. Even non- 
boom towns are growing steadily as families push out from old 
residential neighborhoods to the suburbs. The apartment boom 
now going on has never been equaled, and this forces all resi- 
dential land prices higher. Cities like Tampa, San Antonio, Cin- 
cinnati, and Kansas City, which had few apartment buildings in 
the past, now have them going up all over. 

In some cities there are bargains in center-city property 
where areas are being upgraded and buildings are being reno- 
vated. Many young couples with imagination, who want to live 
closer to active city life, have found downtown land that is suit- 
able for housing, or have found buildings that could be restored. 
Old row houses can often be bought and remodeled at lower 
cost than buying a new house. These have often proved to be 
valuable investments. 


In the next ten years land prices will rise even faster than 


in the past. Our population is growing faster, and more peo- 
ple will need places to live. ‘This year the nation’s builders will 
start about 1,650,000 new homes and apartments. Soon they 
will be building two million a year. They need land. So land 
prices in the most d | locations will go higher and higher.

To judge the value of prob- 
lem lots you should get professional advice from an architect or 
builder. Often an imaginative architect can suggest ways to 
solve problems which earlier land-shoppers had not realized. 
These by-passed lots in established neighborhoods are often 
good investments, since community facilities such as schools 
and shops are established. Taxes are relatively stable. Such 


lots also may have landscaping and old trees. 


How do you decide on future development areas, be- 
yond the present suburbs? New roads, and especially new 
interstate highways, are a clue to future residential areas. The 
beltways around Washington, Baltimore, and San Antonio, for 
example, opened up hundreds of acres of new land, ‘as did 
Chicago’s new roads leading west and northwest from the city. 
Maps that show proposed routes for new highways are usually 
published in local newspapers two years or more before the 
routes are built. You can get information about new roads at 
municipal or county planning offices, as routes are marked in 
advance on their maps. 

Another clue to growth areas is a new shopping center. No 
shopping center is built without extensive market research. A 
new center is a signal that residential growth is certain in that 
direction of town. Another indication of residential growth in 
an outlying area is a new school or a new residential develop- 
ment, especially a prestige community. The building of a new 
eolf course is also a good sign, as it enhances the value of

The establishment of high-grade office parks. research facili- 


- ties, or other employment for upper-income. white-collar work- 


ers is usually a sign that residential development will follow 
in that general area. In Washington. D.C.. for example. com- 
plexes of government offices and research facilities have been 
built recently northwest of the city along route 70-S and have 
been followed by a plethora of new residential communities. 
In San Antonio, a new medical center is providing a boost to 
surrounding residential land. In Houston. the NASA space cen- 
ter has been a stimulus for much new housing. Some of the 
best land buys today are in new areas, just slightly farther from 
downtown than most people want to drive. In three to five 


years, as the city grows, they will seem much more attainable. 


piece of land will sell for. as he has watched changing lot prices 
over a number of years. You can also hire an independent real 
estate appraiser for $50 or $100 to give you an estimate. He is 
a professional who will, in this case, be working just for you. 

Another good way to establish land value is to find out if you 
could get a mortgage on a house built there. Go to a nearby 
savings and loan office. to savings banks, or other lending insti- 
tutions and ask them what they think of that location and of 
your specific choice. [f one lender turns you down, try to find 
out why and then go to another. If there is a reluctance to give 
a mortgage on a house in that location. you should be wary of 
the lot. Get the assessed value of nearby houses from the local 
tax office, as such information is public. The prices of adjacent 


lots are also a clue to values. 





Whai about improved ver- 
sus unimproved land? An 
“improved” lot usually means 
il is on a paved street and has 
cily water and sewer, electric- 
ity, gas. and telephone service. 
If you are buying a lot with- 
out a sewer. be sure that a 
seplic tank will be approved 
by local health authorities and 
that your soil is suitable for the answer here. 
a drainage field. In some areas. 
septic tanks are not permitted. 
If you will need a well. make as certain as you can that there 
is water under your land, and find out what a well will cost. Ask 
a neighbor and get a price from a well-digger. If there is no 


electric power line available, find out how much one will cost. 


Where can I get help in looking for land? Your best bet 
is to use an experienced realtor. Even if you are thoroughly 
familiar with an area, a realtor will know about land that may 
not have a “for sale” sign on it. He can save you time by taking 
you directly to available land, and he can show you enough 
different lots to help you establish comparative values. He can 
point out advantages and disadvantages of different pieces. 
Often he can tell you about lots that are not yet on the market 
but that will be soon. Choose a well-established. successful firm, 
which will have most listings and most experience. 

You will find that different real estate offices specialize in 
different neighborhoods or suburbs. So it is good policy to 
scout with real estate people from different firms. 

Sometimes you can get suggestions about available land from 
a township or county tax office or from a tax assessor. The 
county or municipal land planners may have time to tell you 
about land that would be a good buy. They know where growth 
is taking place and where future growth will be. Of course. the

How does a “good loca- 
tion” affect values? A “good 
location” adds to land value. 
but it is very much an indi- 
vidual matter. Some families 
like to live close to the city, 
with next-door neighbors, 
schools, shops. churches. and 
other facilities close by. Oth- 
ers like the privacy of country 
living. Some like the suburbs: 
others can’t stand them. For 
some men, driving time to work and the traffic problem are 
chief considerations. You must decide what is important to your 
family and your way of life. 

To many families. an important feature is being on the best 
side of town and near where the most expensive houses are 
being built. To others, it is more important to have the best 
possible immediate surroundings. Trees, pleasant vistas, quiet 
surroundings, and a “good place to bring up children” may be 
of prime importance. As cities grow and land becomes more 
crowded, open space, green belts, and permanent park land add 
to the joy of living. All of these contribute to “good location.” 
and the more established they are. the more certain you can 
be of your future value. 

Just as a good environment adds to value, a poor environ- 
ment detracts. The approach to your property is always impor- 
tant. An approach to a lot through a poor or run-down street. a 
poor row of stores. used-car lots. bars, taverns, or even swamp) 
land can lower residential property values. A nearby subdivision 
of low-price houses also has the effect of lowering property 


values. 


How do you judge zoning? Can you protect yourself in 
areas not yet zoned? The best zoning is often called “R-1.” 
which means single-family residential. Find out how your pros- 
pective lot is zoned and also about nearby properties. Even if it 
is zoned R-1. the lots may be so small they can be used only for 


small houses. Be cautious of buying (Continued on page 102) 
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rowing a lawn is like raising any other living or- 
ganism. The initial cost of the grass is relatively minor when 
you consider the expense of maintenance year after year. 
Vigorous turf grows out of a continuing program of care 
and feeding. To get the most value for your investment of 
time and money, start with the best grass you can buy. Iron- 
ically, a bad lawn requires more effort than a good one. A 
healthy. dense turf will prevent weeds from multiplying and 
fend off other forms of pest and disease. 

Grass breeders are constantly working toward varieties 
that naturally grow low and slowly so that mowing is re- 
quired less frequently. At the same time they are looking for 
disease resistance and greater tolerance of extremes in tem- 
perature and moisture. 

Fylking and Windsor are the two newest bluegrasses. They 
are available now in seed or sod. Originally from northern 
Europe, Fylking is amazingly resistant to all diseases, low- 
growing, and can be clipped as closely as one-half inch. 
Windsor is greener, thicker, and sturdier than other blue- 
grasses. yet it requires less mowing. Windsor stands up well 
in heat and drought; when seeded into an existing lawn, it 


will eventually take over, simply crowding out less vigorous 


grass are short-lived coarse grasses often used for quick- 
cover on a new lawn until the arrival of a better time to sow 
permanent grass. Perennial rye gets off to a fast start. prob- 
ably its only desirable feature, and eventually bunches into 
clumps. Annual ryegrass, also called domestic or Italian. is 
coarser and lives only one season. 

A number of factors determine whether you seed or sod a 
lawn. Soil preparation is the same for either. Seed of im- 
proved varieties is more widely distributed than sod of the 
same quality. Seed is less expensive initially, but more vul- 
nerable to adverse weather, which can make reseeding neces- 
sary. Good sod is more costly in the beginning, but it is also 
more tolerant of less than perfect conditions and better able 
to compete with weeds. Sod is the way to have a beautiful! 
lawn immediately. or to use for quick repair of bare places in 
established turf. provided you can match color and texture. 
Sod is easier to establish than seed on a steep incline. or in 
any other situation where erosion by wind or water is a 
problem. 

When you buy lawn seed. read the label on the box care- 
fully to be sure it contains the kind of grass you want. Some

The way 


to a beautiful lawn, 1969-style, is to start with the best 


erass you can buy. Feed it well, mow frequently, and invest in an underground 


sprinkler system that will water the lawn automatically, 


even when you are away. 


strains. The newest fescues are Highlight and Oasis. Both 
form a dense sod with erect growth that can be kept closely 
clipped. The color. texture. and growth habit is such that ei- 
ther variety can be used alone in full sun, or in dry, shaded 
situations. and in mixtures with bluegrass. 

The best grass for you depends on where you live and how 
your ‘lawn will be used. Wherever northern or cool-season 
grasses are grown. most lawns are either all bluegrass, or a 
mixture of bluegrass and fine fescues. Solid bentgrass is 
common on the golf course. and sometimes is used for a 
home lawn where intensive care is possible. It is not desirable 
to mix bentgrass with bluegrass, except possibly in a shaded 
situation. Red fescues and Poa trivialis are also used in 
shade. For rough-and-tumble play or low-maintenance utility 
lawns. the tall fescues like Alta and Kentucky 31 are excel- 
lent. In arid. cold climates, crested wheatgrass and buffalo 


are used. Redtop. a bentgrass that doesn’t creep. and rye-

On a sunny spring morning that presaged 
the end of winter, an attractive. well- 
dressed woman entered the elevator in a 
conservative midtown apartment house in 
New York City and gave the name of a 
resident on the ninth floor. Half an hour 
later she rang the elevator bell and re- 
entered the elevator. She was now wear- 
ing an unobtrusive black Persian lamb 
coat and carrying a mink jacket and a sa- 
ble scarf. She remarked pleasantly to the 
elevator man that she was taking Mrs. A’s 
furs to storage for her. She did not add 
that her alligator handbag (which she 
had doubtless picked up on a previous 
foray) was crammed with the jewelry of 
Mrs. A and the occupants of two other 
apartments in the building, to which she 
had gained access by inserting a plastic 
eredit card in the spring locks, tumbling 
the bolts without making a sound or a 
scratch on the door. 

When Mrs. A returned from an errand 
to discover that her apartment had been 
rifled and her furs and jewelry were miss- 
ing, the police were called. But it was not 
until evening that it was established that 
two other apartments in the building had 
been robbed and that four other houses 
in a two-block radius had been visited by 
an attractive, well-dressed lady who had 
skillfully relieved them of their portable 
valuables.

On a Sunday afternoon near the end of 
summer, the owners of a beach house on 
the Maryland shore donned _ their city 
clothes, threw their luggage into the back 

| 


of their car, and began the traffic-ridden 


sunset hegira back to town. As_ they 
pulled out of their driveway and headed 
for the highway, an automobile that had 
been parked down the beach road backed 


up and drove in. Two young couples got 
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out. The young men forced a lock on the 
rear door of the house, opened the front 
door, and carried in luggage. The party 
then repaired to the well-stocked bar and 
made themselves at home. 

From Sunday night until the following 
Friday afternoon, they enjoyed the 
charms of the sedate beach colony, large- 
ly deserted during the week. The local 
police, who made a diurnal check. pre- 
sumed that the homeowners were spend- 
ing their vacation in the house. One neigh- 
bor, who saw the group swimming in the 
surf, thought the B’s had turned their 
house over to some of their young rela- 
tives. Shortly after noon on Friday, the 
interlopers got into the car (stolen in 
Washington) and drove away. 

When the B’s arrived a few hours later 
to spend the weekend, they found their 
home in an indescribable state of filth; 
in every room was evidence of marijuana 
smoking, wanton breakage, and vandal- 
ism. The house had been stripped of li- 
guor and food supplies. television sets, 
transistor radios, phonograph, cameras, 
binoculars, small appliances, house and 
carden tools, a typewriter, and most of 
the clothing. 

These incidents delineate the two ex- 
tremes of a flourishing subculture in the 
United States based, economically, on 
burglary. The first is typical of the me- 
ticulous professional in the old tradition, 
in which the method is capable of ex- 
quisite refinement and the stakes are high 
—furs, jewels, money, and_ invaluable 
collections. The second is an example of 
lawless, amoral riffraff, often teen-aged, 








who prey without plan or program. (Gen- 
erally aware of the habits of a beach col- 
ony, this group chose the B’s house be- 
cause the B’s happened to be first to leave 
for the city.) They have usually spent 
time in jail and are not deterred by the 
possibility of being caught again. They 
steal what can easily be disposed of to 
eager fences, fattening themselves on a 
market of rising affluence. Either way— 
and in all the shades and gradations of 
burglary in between—the homeowner 
pays the freight. 

In recent years burglary in the United 
States has gone beyond the status of a 
criminal profession and become an indus- 
try. In 1967 more than 1,600,000 houses 
and apartments were robbed with a toll 
of more than $350,000,000. Figures for 
1968 were appreciably higher. In New 
York alone in the first eight months of 
1968. a sum total of 113,372 burglaries 
were reported. On the luxury-apartment 
East Side of Manhattan, there are 1,000 
burglaries a month. 

The new brazenness of today’s burglars 
was revealed when three different types 
were willing to give definitive interviews 
—anonymous, of course—to a_ writer 
from The New York Times, in which the 
candidly described their methods and 
denigrated the intelligence of their vic- 
tims. One successful career burglar, Rob- 
ert Earl Barnes, presently deterred by a 
15-year term in a Maryland prison, has 
written a pamphlet of advice to home- 
owners about the protection of their 
property and is under contract to produce 
a book on the subject. Barnes, now 35, 
estimates that he has robbed more than 
3,000 private homes and knows all the 
angles. He says that he plans to go into 
legitimate business when he emerges, de- 
signing and marketing security devices. 

While the average citizen may feel con- 
cern over the statistics of 
crime, the likelihood of his becoming a 
victim seldom occurs to him. This is in- 
dicated by the carelessness, ignorance, 
and naiveté he exhibits when it comes to 
protective measures. The odds are other- 
wise, and it behooves anyone who main- 
tains a home to try to discover as much 
about the habits and customs of burglars 
as burglars find out about their victims. 

It is generally conceded by both the 


increasing 


police and the maurauders that a resi- 
dence cannot be rendered burglarproof. 
Given sufficient time and no interference, 
a burglar can get into any house. Pro- 
tective measures hinge on providing in- 
terference and limiting time. The major- 
ity of burglars (excepting rank amateurs, 
addicts, or the mentally ill) prefer to 
work in an uninhabited house. There is a

He may fol- 
w them around for a day or so and 
ake friends with their garage attendant 
parking-lot driver to familiarize him- 
lf with their movements. 
The burglar making preliminary in- 
stigation of a house may present him- 
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self at the door as a magazine salesman, 
inspector, repair man, or delivery boy, in 
order to “case” the house. Unidentified 
persons should never be permitted to en- 
ter your home for any reason unless they 
can offer satisfactory credentials. The ca- 
sual hiring of domestic or gardening help 
without careful attention to their refer- 
ences invites a study of your possessions 
and floor plan. Occasionally, especially in 
vacation and resort areas where the back- 
ground of strangers is less likely to be ex- 
amined, a professional burglar may crash 
a social circle as a bridge player or the 
squire of the daughter of the house. (Pro- 
fessional burglars are likely to be well- 
dressed, suave, and imaginative.) This 
will provide him with unlimited oppor- 
tunity to study the possibilities. Profes- 
sionals of established status may carry on 
sizable public-relations operations, in- 
cluding attentions, tips, and bribes to 
people who have access to your house. 

The burglar takes a special interest in 
houses where mail, newspapers, or milk 
deliveries accumulate, where curtains and 
blinds are fully drawn, and where one 
dim light is left burning day and night in 
the same place. One small dim light is a 
sure tip-off, even to an amateur, that the 
house is deserted. Burglars are also 
cheered by seasonable signs. In summer 
months, if the air conditioner or window 
fans are not working and the lawn needs 
mowing, he rests assured the family is on 
vacation. In the fall, if autumn leaves 
have accumulated to a neglected degree. 
he assumes the people are away. In the 
snows of winter if walks and paths re- 
main unshoveled—or if tire and _ foot- 
prints lead in one direction, away from 
the house, he feels secure about break- 
ing and entering. If the garage door is 
open and all the cars are gone, the bur- 
elar knows that you are gone too. 

Burglars are known to prefer ranch- 
type houses that are apt to have sliding 
doors into a court or patio, an easy means 
of entrance. (Sliding doors can be se- 
cured by dropping a small curtain rod 
into the empty track when the door is 
closed.) The one-story house is also eas- 
ier because the burglar does not have to 
go upstairs to find the master bedroom, 
where valuables are kept by almost every- 
body. The burglar always makes a bee- 
line for the master bedroom. 

When it comes to landscaping, the bur- 
glar prefers a back door heavily shrouded 
with shrubbery, with heavy foliage 
planted under all rear windows, since 
these give him a place to hide. He likes a 
basement entrance well concealed by 
plantings. He prefers Dutch or divided 
doors, since they are easy to break into, 


and he likes all doors to open inward, 
because they can be kicked in with a mini- 
mum of trouble. The burglar has no in- 
terest in the front door, since he never 
uses it. 

According to the United States Crime 
ceports, about half of all residential bur- 
glaries occur in the daytime, and the oth- 
er half before midnight. The daytime 
burglar works from 9:30 or 10 A.M., af- 
ter the mail delivery, to 3:30 P.M., when 
children can be expected home from 
school. since this is the period when the 
housewife is most likely to be away from 
home. The nighttime burglar works from 
7 P.M. until midnight. The apartment- 
house burglar. whose investigations are 
based on information garnered from oth- 
er people, usually works in the daytime, 
when service entrances and exits are 
open. The “cat” burglar, often an addict 
or a deranged person, is a sneak thief 
who works at night. Usually small and 
wiry, able to negotiate narrow spaces and 
little windows, he is the most dangerous 
since he is unpredictable. Police advise 
that you pretend sleep if you discover 
him in your house. He will take only 
money or jewelry. 

The typical burglar requires about ten 
minutes to loot a house and make his get- 
away. While the professional is usually 
unarmed, if you return home in the midst 
of his operation it is wise to go next door 
and call the police rather than confront 
him. You will have a better chance of 
catching him with the booty if you do not 
disturb him. Burglars often leave telltale 


signs—heel (Continued on page 165) 
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{ youre serious about looking for 

or building a new home, you’ve 

probably decided first on where 
you want to live. As you should. And 
no doubt you've settled, in a general 
way at least, on the style of architec- 
ture you like and the size of the 
house you need. 

The next step—judging the qual- 
ity of the house—isn’t so easy. If the 
thought of it makes you apprehen- 
sive, you have plenty of company. 
Even seasoned homeowners have 
been known to make mistakes buying 
or building a new house. Certainly if 
you’re scouting for your first house, 
you have a right to innocence. 

Then how can you be sure you get 
your money s worth in a house? By 
making a number of fairly simple 
observations and posing some pene- 
trating questions. What you ought to 
look for and ask is included in the 
euide that begins at right. If you're 
at all familiar with the maze of parts 
in a house, you'll notice that only a 
portion are mentioned here. Yet, on 
the basis of these recommendations 
you can make a sound judgment 
about workmanship and materials 
for the entire house. It’s a sophisti- 
cated iceberg theory. You see the 
peak above water and know a giant 
mass of ice is below. You see a series 
of small, favorable signs in a house. 
and you can assume with reasonable 
accuracy that what you don t observe 
or know about has been built with 
the same care and sense of responsi- 
bility. 

Two admonitions before you begin: 
The perfect house will never be built. 
There are too many elements in- 
volved, including honest differences 
of opinion. And second, there are 
some flaws we can learn to live with.

I. Roof 


To determine the condition of a roof on 
an older home takes a practiced profes- 
sional eye, glaring flaws excluded. But 
you can begin your sleuthing on total 
quality in a new, old, or yet-to-be-built 
home by finding out what the roofing is. 
If asphalt shingles, ask the weight. Mini- 
mum today is 235 pounds (that is. 235 
pounds of shingles on each 100 square 
feet of roof). That will do. but shingles 
300 pounds and up are far longer-lasting 
and better protection. And at the top: 
new Class “A” fire-rated composition 
shingles in 300-pound and higher weights, 

Traditional cedar shingles are fine; 
cedar shakes, excellent, and a bonus if 
they're made fire resistant (expect a stiff 
jump in price). Other traditional mate- 
rials: slate. copper. terne metal, tile, min- 
eral fiber (asbestos-cement) all indicate 
high quality. 

Durability of a flat or so-called built- 
up roof rests on the roofer’s competence. 
Materials are secondary. Newest on the 
roof: aluminum shingles. They do not 
sound like a tin shed roof in the rain; 
are long-lasting: add a soupgon of addi- 


tional insulation. 


2. Weather stripping 

More warm air escapes from a house in 
winter through sliver openings between 
window sash and frame (or a door and its 
frame) than by any other route short of 
an open window or door. Good weather 
stripping stops this loss (as well as un- 
wanted heat gain during summer air con- 
ditioning). During your house inspection, 
open double-hung windows and see if 


stripping is included. The best type will be 
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ridged into the sash (see above). Spring 
metal strips in tension against the sash, 
fiber strips, and. plastic seals rate a 
lower grade but they pass, and are the 
only way to weatherstrip non-sliding

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windows (casements, awning windows) 
and doors.

3. Chimney 

You certainly aren’t going to climb up on 
the roof and inspect the chimney. But 
from the ground you can make one im- 
portant observation. Does it look as 
though the top of the chimney is at least 
two feet above the roof ridge? If so, fine. 
That means a fire in the fireplace will 
draw well, assuming other elements of 
the fireplace construction are correct. 
And how can you tell that? See if any 
soot marks are on the fireplace facing. 
Open the damper; shake it a little; wait 
for the dust to setile; then, lean in and 
look up. You ought to see daylight. 

Of course, starting a fire is the only 
sure way to tell. If you’re serious about 
the house and doubtful about the fire- 
place, ask permission to start a fire. If 
smoke billows into the room, barter for 
an adjustment in the house price, or ask 


for repairs before purchase, 


4. Insulation 

Unless you see a house in blueprints, or 
as it’s being framed, you'll have to ask 
about insulation. Probe beyond, “Is this 
house insulated?” Ask how much. and 
where. 

Heat escapes fastest through the ceiling 
or roof in winter. penetrates there first in 
summer. More insulation is needed in 
that area than in the walls or under ex- 
posed floors. A six-inch thickness of glass 
or mineral wool between ceiling joists, 
or between rafters when the attic be- 
comes living space, is top-grade (and nec- 
essary if electric resistance elements heat 
the house). A so-called full-thick batt 

about 314”—is adequate. Less than that 
isn’t enough. 


In the walls, a full-thick batt is very 
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good; a “builder” batt, about 17%”, ade- 
quate. Same is true for the space under 
floors exposed to weather (over a crawl 
space, for example). 

If you’re inspecting a_ basementless 
house in a cold winter area, ask if foam 
plastic insulation has been applied 
around the perimeter of the concrete 
slab. It should be. 

Finally, ask, “Are there vapor barriers 
on the inside of the insulation?” Without 
a barrier to stop it, house moisture will 
seep through walls and eventually blister 
oil paint on siding; could even make in- 
sulation soggy and begin to rot wood 


studs and plates. 


5. Fascia 
A good sign of quality construction. Fas- 
cia refers to the vertical board immedi- 
ately below the last line of shingles at 
the eave. Stand at one end of the house 
and sight down the fascia. See a continu- 
ous, smooth,  vertically-straight line? 
Good. Another indication the builder is 
careful, conscientious. See ripples and 
warps in the board? Structurally unim- 
portant, but the implication is haphazard 
construction. Though not as significant, 
because they aren’t as long, you can ap- 
ply the same test to rake boards, vertical 
boards under eaves on the gable ends. 
Now look under the eave. Assuming 
the roof edge has a closed cornice (in- 


stead of rows of rafter ends showing), 





you ought to spy vents in the underside, 
or sofht. These vents can be round, as 
above, oblong, rectangular, or continuous. 
Their purpose: to encourage a flow of air 
from the eave, across the underside of 
the roof and out gable vents—or better 
sull, out the openings in a continuous 
ridge vent. This keeps hot summer air 
from collecting in the ‘attic; helps pre- 
vent condensation in winter. 

No soffit vents? A black mark. No 
screening in the vent openings? A gray 


mark, since open vents invite wasps and 


other pests to make nests in your a 


6. Siding 4

9. Bathroom tile 

Builders who habitually cut corners show 
their hand in finishing the bath walls. 
Tile on walls around a shower-tub com- 
bination, if installed to a point above the 
shower head. meet minimum standards. 
Tile continued up the wall to the ceiling 
indicates a concern for you, as well as 
for the standards. 

As long as you're in the bath, flush the 
toilet. Is the rush of water noisy? That 
means the fixture is a serviceable but 
bottom-of-the-line unit. A top-grade fix- 


ture will flush with barely a sound. If 





youre in the prebuilding stage of a 
house, specify a “quiet-flush” toilet. 

Now look again in the shower. A build- 
er bent on quality everywhere might in- 
stall two shower heads: one at a man’s 
height; one at the average woman’s stat- 
‘ure—an extra cost but well worth it in 
bathing comfort. And ask about the show- 
er faucet. Is it the type that maintains the 
same water temperature, despite a sud- 
den pressure drop in the supply line? 
Definitely top grade. 

Another quality clue: the joint be- 
tween tub and tile wall. Is the caulking 
smooth and cleanly applied? Good. A 
slightly irregular line of caulk, or one 
that indents at some point implies hur- 
ried or downright sloppy workmanship. 

Is there an exhaust fan in the bath? 
Should be, whether the bath is on an in- 


side or outside wall. And if there is one, 
turn it on. Noisy? Then the builder has 
installed an inexpensive unit. A quality 
fan is relatively—though never complete- 
ly—quiet. 

Have you planned to specify, or is 
there already ceramic tile on the bath- 
room or kitchen counter? Then an epoxy 
grout should be used between the tiles. 
Ordinary portland-cement grout, fine for 
most other work, is susceptible to staining 
on a counter. Epoxy grout isn’t. The offi- 
cial generic name for epoxy grout is 
“Tile Council of America Formula UG-IT” 


grout. 


10. Joints 
Here’s a quick and easy test for quality. 
Few houses lack casing around windows 
and doors, molding along the base of 
walls. How the molding is joined at cor- 
ners is a clear indication of workmanship. 
Quality work will produce a mitered 
joint cleanly executed and matched per- 
fectly. Look especially for a neat fit at 
the corners of figured molding, as below. 
Moldings provide other clues to qual- 
ity. A 2’-high baseboard hides the wall- 
floor joint—its principal function. But a 
3” or 4” molding looks much better and 
is more in balance with the average 
height of rooms in a house. Same is true 
for a cove molding at the wall-ceiling 
joint. A curved 2” member will do the 


job, but a deeper molding or combina- 
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tion of moldings is more attractive, and 
shows the builder was willing to spend a 
little extra to give you the best. 

Then look for a chair rail—at least in 
the dining room. And another useful 
strip: corner guard moldings at the out- 


side corner wall joints. 


11. Grading 


Although the little sketch in the next 
column is somewhat whimsical, a badly 
graded lot often does make the house 


seem as though it’s sitting on a sand pile. 


Determining the quality of grading 
isn’t as easy as some of the other steps 
mentioned above. But because every new 
house is on a lot that requires some grad- 
ing—if only to backfill against the foun- 
dation wall—it remains a_ significant 
guide to quality throughout. 

Good grading is natural. The curves 
and slopes of soil around the house ap- 
pear as though they belong there as much 


as the 


configurations of 


surrounding 





land. New and existing gradings blend 


with one another. Minimum or _ poor 
grading usually looks “forced”; may be 
uneven, and often does not flow logically 
from one property to the next. 

Then, too, has the builder been careful 
to preserve existing trees ? 

The addition of new shrubbery and 
saplings isn’t a sign of good or bad qual- 
ity. Landscaping is a matter of personal 
taste. To build the landscaping you want, 
what you really need is a clean, well- 


graded lot. 


12. Foundation 

Water in the basement is a legitimate con- 
cern for any home buyer. Avoiding a 
flood there calls for some investigation 
and/or questions. First, find out if base- 
ment flooding is a problem in the com- 
munity. If it is, then make swre you find 
out the following: (a) Is there drain tile 
around the foundation base, and crushed 
stone under the tile to a depth at least 
below the footing? (b) Have the outside 
walls of the foundation been  water- 
proofed with a combination of mastic 
and membrane? (c) In an area where 
basement sump pumps are commonly 
found (which indicates strong hydrostat- 
ic pressure pushing up against the base- 
ment floor), has the builder installed a 
sump pump? 

A little scouting on your own helps 
too (unless you're building a house, in 
which case you can specify all these 
things). Tour the basement; look for

aundry equipment has never had much glamour, 
but one look above at the “automatics” introduced at 
the turn of the century and you know why washday 
was known as “blue Monday.” Despite such enticing 
names as “the pastime” washer and “the hired girl,” 
laundry was drudgery and relegated, if possible, to a 
laundress. 

After World War Ii with all its social changes, wom- 
en were forced to come face-to-face with the prob- 
lem of managing their own laundry and cleaning. In a 
maidless society, the introduction of the agitator-type 
automatic washer in the late 1940’s was a major break- 
through. Here was a meaningful convenience that an- 
swered a tremendous need. Today, almost 20 years 
later, the washer and dryer are essential pieces of equip- 
ment in any well-managed household. 

Since that time, countless improvements in both 
technology and design have been made. Many of the 
most recent have gone hand-in-hand with extraordinary 
developments in synthetic textiles. From the beginning, 
easy-care fabrics had enormous appeal, but they did 
not always live up to their promise. Not every home 
had the proper equipment to handle them. This is true 


even today. A five-year-old washer and dryer may be 


in excellent operating condition, but they are not really

equipped to handle “permanent press” automatically. 
If the “no ironing needed” tag is still a myth in your 
household, chances are your laundry needs updating. 

What do today’s washers offer that the earlier auto- 
matics lacked? Improved washing action, for one thing, 
but also more sophisticated controls and refinements 
to handle the plethora of synthetic fabrics and new 
soil-resistant and soil-repellent finishes. Machines are 
now engineered to handle cottons, delicate fabrics, 
woolens, silks, wash-and-wear, permanent press—with 
cycles that extend from “pre-wash” and “soak” on 
through the final “spin dry.” Anything that can be 
hand-washed is launderable in today’s automatic wash- 
er. including precious cashmeres. 

For a long time the dryer was just a luxury. Today 
it is a necessity, a crucial factor in achieving optimum 
results with permanent press. The tumbling of articles 
in gentle heat and the gradual cool-down makes “dryer- 
ironing” possible. 

How do you select the right mechanical wizards for 
you? There is no one model of any washer or dryer 
made that would satisfy every woman. Preferences 
vary in accordance with individual! needs. Manufac- 
turers have developed special convenience features to 


meet almost any requirement. The number of all such 
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convenience features determines the price. You can 


buy exactly what you need. 

In a household with a number of king- and queen- 
size beds—and therefore quantities of linens to be 
washed—an oversize washer of 18-pound capacity 
(Norge) is almost a necessity. Most standard washers 
are designed for smaller loads. At the opposite end 
of the scale is the washer with an extra small basket 
in which baby clothes or pieces of lingerie can be 
washed in a minimum of water (General Electric). 
One important development is the variable-speed wash- 
er, designed for women who still prefer to use their own 
laundry recipes. Such machines make possible an in- 
finite variety of washing combinations to handle the 
laundry needs of today and the future (Frigidaire, 
General Electric, and Hotpoint). 

Seales have been incorporated in the door of one 
automatic washer so that water level, detergent, and 
other additives may be accurately measured to the load 
(Westinghouse). Many machines have dispensers that 
add bleach in the last few minutes, or release a fabric 
conditioner in the final rinse. In one model, the bleach 
dispenser can also be used to dispense dye automati- 
cally, making home dyeing, finally, an easy job (Frig- 


idaire). A new development is a unified laundry center 
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with eye-level controls on twin machines and built-in 
storage space (Frigidaire). 

The most automatic washers are those programmed 
to handle a variety of fabrics. At the mere touch of a 
button or turn of a dial, computerized controls take 
over. The proper water temperatures for wash and rinse 
cycles, the ideal agitation, the correct spin speeds—all 
are selected automatically according to the particular 
fabric load (General Electric and Maytag). 

Deluxe dryers offer a selection that covers damp 
dry, normal dry, air fluff, and permanent press. An 
electric sensing unit feels the moisture of a given load 
and automatically shuts off the machine at the proper 
time, signalling with a bell or buzzer. 

There is no point in “dryer ironing” unless articles 
are removed at the end of a cycle, and one recent de- 
velopment is the dryer that not only signals the comple- 
tion of the permanent-press drying cycle, but automa- 
tically restarts every five minutes, fluffing the contents 
for ten seconds, to guard against rewrinkling (Sears 
Roebuck and Whirlpool). 

A significant new development is Hotpoint’s washer- 
within-a-washer. Called the “Duo-Load,” this machine 
washes two separate loads at the same time. A second

This) 
incorporates a warm-air heating furnace, 
central air conditioning, power humidifi- 
cation, and an electroni¢ air cleaner. 

Ideally, the mechanics of such a sys- 
tem work out best when planned for a new 
home. But a contractor can add “total 
comfort” to a house whether you have 
only a warm-air heating system; combined 
heating and air conditioning; hydronie 
(hot-water) heat. or electric heat. In short, 
to any existing house. Costs will vary, of 
course. More about that below. 

What does all this equipment really do 
for you? “It made me forget that it was 
there,” said a homeowner in Saddle River. 


New Jersey. “Once our total comfort sys- 





tem was in and adjusted. we were no 
longer too hot, too parched, too cold, or 


too anything. Complaining to the heating 


dealer is a thought that hasn’t occurred 
to me once. We kick off our shoes in 
winter, and our feet don’t get cold. Our 
two teen-age sons wrestle in the family 
room and never kick up any dust. We feel 
better now. and it seems to me we’re 
healthier.” 

A reaction like this isn’t at all unusual. 
And yet, you shouldn’t assume that the 
equipment. on its own, will transform 
your house into a haven of comfort. A 
good installation, with properly sized 
ducts. and dampers balanced profession- 
ally, is every bit as important as the units 
themselves. Since there are few ways you 
can distinguish a good job from a bad 
one until after the equipment is in, you 
need to approach total comfort just as 
you would any other major change in 
your home. Know who your contractor is. 
Learn about his work from past customers. 
Get at least two bids and compare what 


each firm offers. 


o understand more clearly what 
such a system will accomplish in 
toto, take a look now at its parts. 
Newest addition to the group is the elec- 
tronic air cleaner. In a real sense. this 
could be your personal answer to the 
problem of public air pollution. a condi- 
tion which may get worse before it ever 
vets better. One doctor, concerned with 
respiratory diseases, has strong opinions 
on the subject. He is Manuel J. Rowen, 
M.D., F.A.C.P., of. Elizabeth, New Jersey. 
In a letter to Minneapolis Honeywell. a 
leading manufacturer of air cleaners, he 
says: 
“The subject of air pollution is be- 


coming more of a political football from 





day to day. Interested parties have be- 
labored the subject, but no appreciable 
concrete improvement has occurred. It is 
obvious from my point of view that such 
improvement will have to come from the 
individual rather than from the political 
system. It probably will be many years 
before effective measures are taken by the 
public health service to eradicate or great- 
ly diminish the menace in our air. There- 
fore, the only protection for the individual 
is in the use of devices that purify the 
air in his home. his car. and even while 
walking.” 

Comparing the effectiveness of an elec- 
ironic air cleaner to the ordinary filter 
in your heating or air-conditioning duct 
is like pitting a cheesecloth fruit strainer 


against a baseball backstop. In a standard 


atmespheric dust test. the fiber filter 
normally found in a warm-air or air-con- 
ditioning system removes from five to 
ten percent of the tiny particles floating 
in our air. In the same test. an electronic 
air cleaner normally takes out between 
80 and 90 percent of airborne dust—and. 
important to allergy sufferers. up to 99 
percent of the pollen. The electronic unit 
will remove particles as small as 1/10th 
of a micron. How big is that? Think down 
from the diameter of the dot on this “i,” 
which measures 397 microns. 

For electrical buffs. here’s how the 
first 


through a mechanical screen, which sepa- 


cleaner works. Dirty air passes 
rates out the larger particles. such as lint. 
Then the dust passes across a fence of 
super-thin wires given a high-voltage, di- 
rect-current charge. These ionizing wires 
set up a powerful electrical field. which 
in turn imparts a strong positive charge 
to the particles. The tiny specks of dirt 
pass on to a set of metal plates charged 
with alternating current, plus and minus. 
The positively charged dust literally slams 
against the negative plates. and remains 
there until the plates are washed. 

Who does the washing? Many people 
wash their own. They remove the dirt-col- 
lecting cell, soak it in hot water and a 
strong detergent (an automatic dishwash- 
er detergent. for example). and_thor- 
oughly rinse it. A washing once every 
three to six months is normally enough. 
In cities where air pollution is serious, 
more frequent washings are required. 

On most units, the cell signals when 
its dirty. A red “flag” pops up behind 
glass on an indicator mounted on the 
cleaner. This gauge also can be installed 
remotely. with a thermostat, for example. 

For an additional fee. some dealers 
offer to include periodic cell washing in 
their regular service contract. Or you 
might want to pay from 1% to 14 more 
and buy an automatically water-washed 
air cleaner. There are two types. One unit 
signals when the cell is dirty: you respond 
by pushing a button on the cleaner hous- 
ing. Another. slightly more expensive 
style. automatically goes into action when 
the cell signals. 

An electronic air cleaner is also called 
an electrostatic precipitator. Do not. how- 
ever. confuse this unit with electrostatic 
filters. Such filters arent electric. They 
contain shredded polystyrene. which holds 
random static electrical charges. Tests in- 


dicate that they remove from 15 to 20 


percent of the atmospheric dust, better 
than the 5 to 10 percent stopped by fiber 
filters, but a long way from 90 percent 
effectiveness achieved by electronic units. 

Perhaps the best way to know you're 
buying the right cleaner is the price. The 
smallest electronic air cleaner—a manual 
unit—would cost, installed, somewhere 
between $300 and $350, depending on 
brand and the problems of putting it in. 
Such a unit would handle around 1,000 
cubic feet per minute, enough to clean 
the air in a home with up to 1,500 square 
feet. 

A 2,200 CFM 


a home with 2.500 square feet. might cost 


between $400 and $500, installed. Water- 


cleaner. sufficient for 


washed cleaners begin at around $500 
and go up to about $1,700. a price that 
would include completely automatic oper- 
ation. 

Several manufacturers also make con- 
sole models. These begin at around $200. 
and effectively clean the air in whatever 
room they're placed. One St. Louis resi- 
dent, who bought a unit for his living 
room, said. “Our air cleaner does a good 
job of removing tobacco smoke when we 
have a party. But I really appreciate it 
the next morning when I come downstairs 
to a room with no stale odor lingering in 


the air.” 


ust how much does an electronic 

air cleaner help relieve allergy 

sufferers? Apparently it’s a boon, 
but only for people who are allergic to 
airborne particles. One indication is the 
fact that a number of doctors are recom- 
mending installation of electronic air 
cleaners for their patients to relieve aller- 
gic symptoms and other respiratory ail- 
ments, such as asthma. Not cure. but 
relieve. And good tax news. If your doc- 
tor does prescribe a cleaner for your 
home. the cost of it is deductible from 
your income taxes as a medical expense. 

There is a more everyday advantage to 
owning an air cleaner: cleanliness. You 
can imagine that when great quantities 
of dust and dirt are taken from the air, 
less will settle out on your furniture, 
walls, and floors. Enough less that the 
energy and expense you spend on clean- 
ing will shrink dramatically. 

Must you have an air moving system 
for a permanently installed air cleaner? 
Yes. It’s installed most often in a ducted 
air-conditioning

SILVER

Silver. That lovely, pale, light-catching metal with its warm, 
luminous glow—all grace and graciousness, romance and tradi- 
tion—is, it might astonish you to know, a “hard commodity.” The 
price of silver per ounce—announced around noon every day— 
changes daily and, like all else, is zooming upward and onward. 
The purchase of sterling silver, old or new, aside from all other 
intangibles of marvelous design and taste, is a sound investment. 
A worthy investment. Not, mind you, that any silver enthusiast— 
dealer, collector, salesman, or manufacturer—would urge you to

is toward the disposable and quickly changeable, sterling is still, 
as always, an emotional stabilizer, the great constant. 

Constant, certainly, but functional, ornamental, and adaptable 
—more so than gold which, though far more precious (about $40 
an ounce compared to silver at $2-$3 an ounce) is so weighty 
that it is scarcely useful for anything besides jewelry and fillings. 
Sterling does not deteriorate with use. Can you say that about any 
other thing? (It was never meant to be hidden away in a closet, 
literally cloistered while waiting to show its shining face at some 
splendid social event.) The almost imperceptible surface scratches 
that catch the light only enhance its beauty. Sterling can be bent, 
dented, melted, stamped, cast, engraved, and oxidized. In the jet 
age of frequent travel and family mobility, silver is the portable 
treasure that says “we’re home.” 

The mysterious, musical language of silver—strange and un- 
familiar words describe its myriad shapes and styles and objects 
that reflect the life of past generations. The marrow spoon. What- 
ever was that for? Why, obviously, to remove the delicious mar- 
row from the bone. And the snuffboxes, patchboxes, caudel cups, 
porringers, baptismal basins. Handed down—and well received— 


from generation to generation. Consider, in contrast, today’s sil- 








ver frivolities: a staple-and-dry-cleaning-tag remover. All kinds 
of pillboxes. A two-color ball-point pen. A key, of all things, for 
squeezing the contents out of tubes! Will these contemporary 
glitterings, we wonder, ever be handed down from mother to 
daughter, from father to son? Hundreds of years from now, will 
they fascinate a silver collector? Will such curios ever bring 
thousands of dollars at auction? Three months ago a pair of 17th- 
century silver tankards brought a record price of $134,400, prov- 
ing how rarity accounts for value in the market today. 


The stories of silver, legend and fact, have no end. The articles 
found tell us much about man’s past, about America’s past. In 
Colonial America, for instance, one is amazed at the emphasis on 
silver. There was hard work to be done in this pioneer country— 
why the frivolity of silver? 

Ah, the money! There were no banks, no stable currency, no 
international exchange. The Boston mint established in 1652 
was abandoned 36 years later. The cities were inundated with 
unreliable foreign coin. There was no protoction against theft, 
the greatest reported crime in Colonial days. Merchants gave up 
banking in Europe since piracy on the high seas was a sign of the 
times. In such a murky economy, silver was the most dependable 
way to save and, ever important, a status symbol. 

The wealthy merchant took his bag of coins to his silversmith 
—a man noted for great character and spirit—and commissioned 
him to refashion the coins into household articles of use. Identi- 
fiable by shape, inscription, and craftsmen’s marks, they were a 
safeguard against theft. 

General George Washington, an honest man with an eye on the 
dollar, kept voluminous household records. Not a word from the 


lady of the house. A man of thrift, he sent to England for his early 





silver, but later had a change of heart. “I do not incline” (he said 
in one of his letters) “to send to England (from whence formerly 
I had all my goods) for anything I can get upon tolerable terms 
Elsewhere.” 

There is no record that he had his household silver melted 
down and turned into coin The story that his army gave him 
twelve cups and he melted down eleven of them, keeping the 
twelfth for sentiment, is delightful and quite a spoof on the old 
general but, like the cherry tree story and the beds he slept in, 
undocumented. Pursuing the tale we found that he ordered a set 
of twelve silver “camp cups” from a Philadelphia silversmith. 
He supplied the silversmith with 16 silver dollars to make the 
cups—the coins, probably, were from Portugal or Brazil. As it 
turned out, there were more ounces of silver in the 16 dollars than 
the silversmith needed for the twelve cups. Washington pocketed 
the change for his own use and credited their value against the 
charge for workmanship. 

From our earliest days silver has been linked to hospitality. 
Tea, coffee, and chocolate, when first introduced in the 17th Cen- 
tury, were considered exotic. When America and Europe became 
accustomed to these drinks and the aura faded, they were sociable 
drinks to be had in coffee houses here and abroad. Soon the tea 
hour in the home became a ritual. 

Those were the simple days when coffee and tea services were 


appropriately simple in design. In later decades, silver design 


reflected the influences of the day—the highs and lows following 
the storm of the Civil War, the fluctuating prices of imported sil- 
ver, and the discovery of the Comstock Lode in Nevada in 1857 
that in one year changed the American output from 116,019 
ounces of silver to 1,546,920 ounces. Glittering New York and 
Philadelphia society began to order solid-silver services. 

In wild contrast to the grace and simplicity of Colonial silver, 
a period of exuberant ostentation set in. Teapots were imposing 
and, seen through our eyes today, grotesquely fanciful. The bet- 
ter families—the real cream of society and those who hoped to be- 
come so—ordered silver sets containing one thousand pieces. It 
was not uncommon, and quite practical if you think about it, to 
have one teapot for the right hand and one for the left. Silver 
wedding presents became—and were to remain—de rigueur. 

The presentation of a piece of silver as an award for some 
courageous act, or kindness, or simply as a sentiment, is always 
an event. A great historic event, or even a minor personal event, 
is of importance. Paul Revere’s famous punch bowl—the most 
historic piece of American silver—was commissioned in 1768 by 
the “Sons of Liberty.” This inscription, patriotic and serious in 
purpose, is engraved around its surface: 

“To the Memory of the glorious Ninety-Two: Mem- 
bers of the Honorable House of Representatives of the 
Massachusetts Bay, who, undaunted by the insolent 
Menaces of Villains in Power, from a strict regard to 
Conscience and the Liberties of their Constituents on 
the 30th of June 1768, Voted Not to Rescind.” 

Far less lofty, more informal, but curious in their own way 
are the small silver boxes or urns presented to a distinguished 
visitor. Students to a teacher. Parishioners to their pastor. From 
passengers to their captain “for assiduous attention” and “in 
gratitude of safe passage.” Oh, the “bequeathings” and “de- 


scended froms” and “gratitude for services rendereds.” 


On one charming little silver box—this from a collection of 
English silver—is a round piece of glass. Under the glass, a wisp 
of Beethoven’s hair! The inscription: “Beethoven’s War—1827. 
C.M.” What does it mean? 

And on the bottom of an 18th-century salt cellar, “Elizabeth is 
ten.” Was this given to Elizabeth herself on her tenth birthday ? 
Could she, more likely preferring dolls, be interested in a salt 
cellar? Again, on the bottom of another salt cellar, “Bardia has 
fallen.” Who cared so deeply that the British had swept tri- 
umphantly into that Libyan city in January of 1941? Or was 
it that Bardia? And why the enigmatic demand on the tiniest box 
of all: “Forget not. C. Brown.” ? 

Finally, the bride. The gift of silver goes back as far as the 
Golden Age of Greece when the bride’s father endowed her with 
one-tenth of his possessions to make sure she had some independ- 
ence of her own. Much of the dowry was the valuable family sil- 
ver. The bride of the sixties is offered a staggering choice in de- 
sign from Colonial simplicity to stark modern to rococo. Mini- 
skirted and independent without benefit of dowry, she often 
chooses, paradoxically, the most lavishly ornamental flatware. 
Proof, and comfort, that tradition and continuity are not things 


of the past. a

Someone once wrote that eggs are “the thread thai holds the 


castle of cookery together.” Without the miraculous egg. we would 


never have known ice cream or custard or Hollandaise or mayonnaise. 


You would never have plunged a silver fork into a snow-white 


angel cake, a silver spoon into a golden souffle. The lemon pie 


with a skyscraper meringue would never have existed. and not one 


of us would have started a sunny day “sunny side up.” The list of 


great eating that depends on the egg is endless. But more, the 


egg is a high-protein food, containing all the vitamins except C, 


being especially rich in vitamins A and D. Below, the basics of egg 


cookery. Some excellent recipes start overleaf. By HELEN MeCULLY 


3 BASIC WAY Sil@ ‘COOK EGGS 


1. How to soft-cook eggs 

When eggs are cooked perfectly. the 
white is tender but solidified, and the 
hot yolk is semiliquid. 

Cold-water method: Place the ege 
or eggs. straight from the refrigerator, 
in a saucepan deep enough to accommo- 
date them without crowding. Add 
enough cold tap water to cover the eggs 
by at least a generous inch. Bring up to 
a boil (200° on a thermometer) uncov- 
ered over high heat. Take off the heat. 
cover, and allow to stand | to 3 minutes. 
depending on how firm you like the 
whites and yolks. This can best be de- 
termined by trial and error. Plunge the 
cooked eggs into cold water to stop the 
cooking and to make shelling easier. 

Boiling-water method: Bring 5 to 6 
cups of water to a high boil: there 
should be sufficient water to cover the 
eggs by at least an inch. With a spoon, 
gently lower each egg into the water. 
take the pan off the heat, cover, and al- 
low to stand 6 to 8 minutes. Cool as 
above. Note: If the eggs are cold. hold 
them under the hot-water tap briefly to 
take off the refrigerator chill to fore- 
stall cracking. or pierce the large end 
with the point of a needle or pin. 


2. Ocufs mollets 


Pronounced ‘“moelay.” literally trans- 
lated this means soft-boiled. but “tender 
eggs” sounds more appealing. One of 
the most delicious ways to eat an egg. 
the method is almost unknown in Amer- 
ican homes. Eggs prepared this way 
have been described as “betwixt and be- 
tween” because they are simmered long- 
er than soft-cooked eggs but not as long 
as hard-cooked ones. In France. oeu/s 
mollets are frequently served cold in 
clear aspic with salad greens and Sauce 
Vinaigrette. or hot on a bed of puréed 


spinach. Obviously, they may be served 
in any way suitable for poached eggs. 

To cook oeufs mollets: Plunge eggs 
(they must be at room temperature } 
into a saucepan of boiling water deep 
enough so there is at least an inch of wa- 
ter above them. Cook, just below sim- 
mering. for 514 to 6 minutes from the 
time the water comes to a boil again. 
Plunge immediately into cold water to 
keep eggs from cooking further, and 
shell (see page 159) when they are cool 
enough to handle. 


3. How to hard-cook eggs 


Cold-water method: Follow instructions 
for soft-cooked eggs to the point where 
the water begins to show signs of reach- 
ing a rolling boil (212° on a thermom- 
eter). Reduce heat to simmer (180° to 
200°) and hold this temperature exactly 
12 minutes. Plunge eggs into cold wa- 
ter at once to stop the cooking and to in- 
hibit yolk discoloration. 

Another way: When water reaches a 
rolling boil, take the pan off the heat 
and allow the eggs to stand 15 minutes. 

Cool immediately, as above. 

Boiling-water method: Follow same 
instructions as for soft-cooked eggs 
(boiling-water method, above). reduc- 
ing heat so that water barely simmers, 
and cook for 20 minutes. Cool immedi- 
ately, as above. 


4. Scrambled eggs 

Oeujs brouillés, in French. Almost every- 
one has his own method for scrambling 
eges and each thinks his the right and 
proper one. Whatever the method, al- 
low two eggs per person. 

One method: Melt a good lump of 
butter (no liquid). add the eggs. and 
stir with a wooden spatula over very

Pour a thin layer of liquid aspic 
into the bottom of 6 round or oval 
14-cup metal molds or custard 
cups. Refrigerate until set. 

Pour about 3 cups of the aspic 
into a bowl and chill until syrupy. 
Blanch the tarragon leaves in 
boiling water, then refresh in 
cold. Drain, dry, and chill. When 
cold, dip the leaves into the 
syrupy aspic and arrange them in 
a design on top of the set jelly 
in each mold. Chill just long 
enough to set the tarragon leaves. 

Place one tender egg in each 
mold and cover with a slice of 
ham cut in a round or oval shape 
to fit. Carefully pour in enough of 
the almost-set jelly to fill the 
mold. Chill until the aspic is firm. 
Pour the remaining aspic into a 
flat pan to chill until firm. When 
firm, chop into tiny dice. 

To serve, dip the bottom of each 
mold into hot water for 3 to 4 
seconds. Run a knife around the 
edge of the jelly and turn upside 
down on a serving platter.

The Host’s Corner 


The Pleasures of the 


The extravagant bottle—the one 
you wouldn’t normally buy, the 
one you feel is simply an indul- 
gence, the best (or near best) in 
its class. Is it worth it? Or is it 
just for show? Will you know the 
difference? Or will you feel let 
down? 

The truth is that most best-in- 
class bottles do have a special 
enjoyment to offer. But they 
should be approached with two 
words of caution. To appreciate 
them properly, you should have 
had considerable taste experience 
with the wine or spirit previously 
(i.e., a $25 Scotch will mean very 
little to a Bourbon drinker). And 
be sure to distinguish the fancy 
package from the true value of its 
contents. These notes will help 
you sort out one bottle from an- 
other and suggest when and how 
to drink them for the most en- 
joyment. 


America’s native spirit 

First let’s look at America’s 
most popular native spirit. the 
drink that European visitors fre- 
quently admire so inordinately 
that they drink nothing else on 
this side of the Atlantic and even 
demand it when they return home 
—Bourbon. This great whiskey 
has now been defined as an origi- 
nal and exclusively American 
product, protected by law. 

But, as you must have discoy- 
ered, there’s Bourbon and Bour- 
bon. Everyone knows about 
bonded Bourbons; they have to 
be 100-proof and tend to be above 
average in quality. Not everyone 
knows there are also some very 
old and rather rare Bourbons 
made by major distillers. Four of 
these, ranging from 12 to 20 years 
in age and from about $9 to $15 
in price are Beam’s Royal Re- 
serve, Dowling Deluxe, Old Hick- 
ory, and Very Very Old Fitzger- 
ald. These are all fine whiskeys, 
and if you’re a Bourbon drinker, 
your own taste will decide which 
of them is your special, personal 
favorite. 

On its label Old Fitzgerald 
tells what years the whiskey was 
barreled, then bottled (my bottle 
says 1955 and 1967). It confides, 
in addition, that V.V.O. Fitz is 


known in the family as “Mr. 
Van’s Very Own,” Van Winkle 
being the  proprietor’s name.

As a connoisseur of extrava- 
gant bottles, you’ll want to know 
something about certain alterna- 
tives to Cognac for sophisticated 
after-dinner drinking. The first of 
these are the marvelously intense 
eaux de vie or fruit brandies that 
the French eall alcools blancs. 
Kirsch. Framboise, Mirabelle. 
and Quetsch from Alsace, and 
William Pear from Switzerland 
—are these tall pale bottles of 
colorless liquid worth the $10 to 
$15 they cost? There’s no doubt 
they are, as you may well appre- 
ciate at the end of a long dinner 
party. when a tiny sip from an 
iced glass strikes exactly the 
right note—strong. sharp. with 
the essence of fruit flavor but 
without a trace of sweetness. re- 
viving the palate and the mind.

A few wines come in extraor- 
dinary bottles, but for the most 
part, wine connoisseurs are more 
interested in the contents. Among 
the extravagant wines in ordinary 
bottles, the great first growths of 
Bordeaux seem to be in a class 
by themselves. The beauties and 


subtleties of these make them 
among the most expensive red 


wines in the world. And they are 
the best, or certainly among the 
best. But even the experts in Bor- 
deaux frequently question their 
worth and their price in relation 
to the other classified growths. A 
wealthy Texan recently remarked 
that he found his taste and his 
needs satisfied by ample stocks of 
the first growths in their best 
years, and he didn’t bother much 
about other wines. So many seem 
to feel that way, whether because 
of actual taste or because we feel 
secure buying big names at high 
prices, that these wines sell for 
more and more money each good 
vintage year. Some 80 percent of 
the production of Chateau Lafite- 
Rothschild, the costliest of them 
all, comes to America. We want 
to feel sure we’re getting the 
best, and we’ve got the resources 
to pay for it. 

But enjoying the finest wine in- 
volves more than the ability to 
pay for it. As wine lovers know, 
you don’t just drink it down like 
a Coke. You have a more complex 
relationship with it. You select it 
and store it and handle it with 
utmost You each 
glass, judging it and comparing 
it. All this may sound forbidding 
to the novice, but it’s a real part 
of the total enjoyment, and the 
of the wine 
should be postponed until you are 
ready to become this involved.

The composition of wine is so 
complex that scientists are only 
now beginning to break it down. 
\ccording to a new report. wine 
contains a dozen or so alcohols.

So, 
I believe, must every notable wine 
condition your taste for it. 

Of course, you can do a fair 
amount of investigating subtleties 
merely in comparing different 
vintages of one wine, say Chateau 
Latour or Mouton-Rothschild. 
You can taste the 1955’s and 
1957’s and 1959’s today (if you 
are lucky enough to have that 
sort of cellar), and compare them 
to the way you remember them 
from last year. But I think the 
real connoisseur wants more than 
this, and I think the person in 
search of good value can find 
more. Consider for example an- 
other fine wine from Bordeaux, 
Chateau Cantemerle. It was clas- 
sified in 1855 as a fifth growth, 
but ii has been so consistently 
good in our lifetime that many 
experts. including Alexis Lichine, 
rank it second. No classified wine 
of Bordeaux, especially of this 
quality, is overlooked or inexpen- 
sive, but today you can buy the 
great 1964 and fabulous 1961 
Cantemerles for just over half 
what you pay for Margaux and 
Haut-Brion of the same years. If 
you find a wine like this that in- 
terests you as much as the big 
names, and at a considerably low- 
er price, it’s then that I think you 
become not just a person lucky 
enough to afford such pleasures, 
but a connoisseur of the extrava- 
gant bottle.

in an unzoned neighborhood, un- 
less you buy such a big piece of 
land you will be protected from 
what goes on around you. Any- 
thing can happen on unzoned 
land: stores, gas stations, fac- 
tories, trailer parks, or other de- 
tractions. Unzoned land even sey- 
eral blocks away could hurt you. 
You can get facts about zoning 
from the local courthouse. 


What about taxes and future 
assessments? 


Taxes are rising in most areas. 
Find out what real estate taxes 
are on the lot you propose to buy 
and also assessment rates on 
houses in the same area. Even 
though your house is not built, 
you can learn what taxes will be 
on houses of different values. In- 
quire about special assessments. 
If the developer of your lot paid 
for sewer and water with a spe- 
cial bond issue, there may be fu- 
ture assessments to be paid by 
lot owners. In some new commu- 
nities lot owners help pay the 
cost of swimming pools, club- 
houses, and other recreation fa- 
Usually the costs are 
worth the money, but you should 
find out about them. 


cilities. 


How do you judge a lot from a 
building point of view? 


If you think you will have site 
problems, ask an architect or a 
builder to visit the lot with you. 
They can see ways to solve prob- 
lems that might not occur to you. 
For example, you might have 
drainage problems. or it might be 
expensive to build a driveway. 
Or they might point out the best 
ways to use hillside land or how 
to get more privacy from adjacent 
houses. 


What are the dangers of buying 
ina development with promised 
but nonexisting improvements? 


Some of the best lots for sale 
are in well-planned, well-devel- 
oped new communities. But in 
many new communities you buy 
on faith. The developer promises 
to install certain facilities and 
make certain improvements. In 
effect. he also promises that the 
entire community will look as 
handsome as the sample area he 


' The best land values 


has developed first. If all goes 
well, he will make good on his 
promises. But if sales are slow, 
or if mortgage money gets tight, 


- the developer may not have 


enough cash to build all his prom- 
ised facilities. Or what he prom- 
ises to do in two years may re- 
quire five years or more. 

To be on the safe side, investi- 
gate the reputation of the de- 
veloper. What land has he devel- 
oped before and has he fulfilled 
his promises? Is there any chance 
he might go bankrupt? What is 
his reputation with local bankers, 
the planning board, and the Bet- 
ter Business Bureau? If you buy 
early in a new development, you 
will get the lowest price on lots, 
as prices generally go up when 
a new project begins to sell well. 
But if you wait, you are more 
certain of community facilities. 


Are there special considerations 
in buying vacation-home prop- 
erty? 


Yes. In vacation areas the fa- 
cilities are usually not installed 
when the first lots are sold. A 
future lake may be under con- 
struction but may take years to 
fill up. Utilities are not in, and 
information about wells and sep- 
tic tanks is vague. There are 
often no deed restrictions about 
the size or type of house your 
neighbors may build, and perhaps 
mobile homes are permitted. 
Some vacation areas take years 
to develop, and houses are spotted 
in a random pattern that hurts 
property values. Beware of high- 
pressure selling methods. Often, 
high-pressure selling organiza- 
tions put on an enormous burst 
of selling for two or three years, 
then dump all the remaining lots 
on a local real estate firm for al- 
most nothing. As a result, lot 
prices go down and all values 
suffer. 

Another hazard is that in many 
resort communities it is almost 
impossible to find a good local 
builder or, if there is one, he 
is too busy to take on another 
house. One reason so many resort 
lot owners never build their 
houses is that they cannot find a 
builder, and another is that the 
location is so far from civilization 


that labor and materials are too 
high to be practical. However, 
there is one bright note: New 
resort communities are being 
built every year, so the supply of 
vacation lots is actually increas- 
ing. Here, more than ever, you 
should investigate carefully, since 
you may be far from your home 
grounds. 


Should you pay cash for land or 
buy on time? 


Before paying all cash for a lot, 
compute the total cost of the lot 
by adding in the real estate taxes 
for the years before you will start 
building, plus special assessments 
and what your money would be 
worth in other investments. Then 
decide if your lot is worth that 
much. Once you buy, your assets 
are more or less frozen. 

If you buy on time, figure the 
total future costs. If you buy a 
$5,000 lot and pay for it over a 
period of ten years, the total cost 
could run as high as $11,677, ac- 
cording to Lynn Ludlow of the 
San Francisco Examiner. In his 
example he includes numerous — 
extras and payments to a resi- 
dential club. Even if you elimi- 
nate most of the extras, you 
would still need to sell your lot — 
for $7,897.55 to break even. _ 
Would your lot be worth that 
much? Of course, much depends 
on the rising value. But to be on 
the safe side ask yourself, or a 
financial adviser, if you would be 
better off to invest your money in 
other ways until you are ready to 
build. If you buy in a good loca- 
tion and values go up, you will 
profit under either payment plan. 


Is this a good time to sell land? 


Many people who own property 
have decided they do not want to 
build on it. Should they sell 
now, or wait? If the lot has been 
going up in value, it will prob- 
ably continue to go up. If you 
sell, you will have a capital-gains 
tax to pay. Estimate how much 
it is costing you to hold it. Con- 
sult a realtor as to the selling 
price and to what he thinks your 
value will be in another year or 
two. When to sell may be largely 
a tax matter, so talk with your 
tax man and take his advice. @

oil, and sauté the onions over 
moderate heat until limp but not 
brown. Stir in the mushrooms, in- 
crease the heat slightly. and cook 
for 2 or 3 minutes. Stir in the 
tomato purée, parsley, salt and 
pepper to taste. 

Take off the heat and mix with 
the yolk-butter mixture very thor- 
oughly. Fill the whites and place 
in a buttered baking dish. Spoon 
the Sauce Mornay over the stuffed 
eggs, place in a preheated 425° 
oven, and bake for 5 to 6 minutes 
—actually just long enough to 
heat the eggs. Serves 3 or 4. 


*Sauce Mornay. Melt 4 table- 
spoons butter in a heavy sauce- 
pan. Stir in 4 tablespoons of flour 
until smooth. Cook, stirring con- 
stantly, without browning, for 3 
or 4 minutes. Add 2 cups milk, 
heated. and cook, whipping con- 
stantly with a wire whisk, until 
the sauce has thickened lightly. 
Add 3 egg yolks. one at a time, 
whipping hard after each addi- 
tion. Finally, fold in 4% cup grated 
Swiss cheese with a wooden spat- 
ula (not a whisk or the sauce will 
“string” and look like glue). 

Sauce Mornay is served over 
cauliflower, eggs, shellfish, etc. 


Facts about eggs 
everybody should know 


1. Eggs should always be re- 
frigerated promptly. preferably 
in the carton in which they came 
so they sit with the big end up. 
The USDA recommends this be- 
cause it keeps the yolks centered. 
Further. the covered carton re- 
tards moisture loss and helps to 
prevent absorption of odors. 

2. Eges are generally available 
in these sizes: extra large, large, 
and medium, in these grades: 
AA and A, which are ideal for all 
purposes but especially desirable 
for frying and poaching, 
appearance is important: Grade 
B, best for general-purpose cook- 
ing and baking.

surface smooth, then apply 10-6- 
1, 10-10-10. or a similar lawn fer- 
tilizer. (5) Seed permanent grass 
at the rate suggested on the con- 
tainer for a new lawn. Sow seeds 
with a spreader for even distribu- 
tion, applying half one way, half 
at right angles. Rake lightly to 
cover. Mulch with a thin covering 
of straw or peat moss. Keep con- 
stantly moist by sprinkling two or 
three times daily until the new 
grass is growing actively. 

If you have a lawn that is less 
than satisfactory, it is probably 
worth upgrading if it contains at 
least 40 to 50 percent desirable, 
perennial grasses. Otherwise, you 
will be wise to banish the existing 
turf chemically and start over as 
for a new lawn. 

If you decide to save your es- 
tablished lawn, the direct 
way to upgrade is to put all your 
budget in fertilizer and concen- 
trate your effort on frequent mow- 
ing and adequate watering. This 
upgrading program can be inten- 
sified by using weedkillers and 
seeding with an improved variety 
like Windsor. Upgrading  indi- 
cates a gradual but definite im- 
provement program, and it can be 
started at any time grass is mak- 
ing active growth. 

If the lawn to be upgraded has 
uneven areas that need grading 
or leveling. late summer and ear- 
ly fall are the ideal times to bring

Lawn watering tips 


In the absence of sufficient rain- 
fall, the rule is to water deeply— 
to a depth of about six inches— 
and not again until the grass first 
shows signs of wilting. Avoid fre- 
quent shallow sprinkling — be- 
cause it encourages surface root- 
ing and increases the possibility 
of disease. Contrary to  wide- 
spread belief. it is not harmful to 
water at night. 


In an average season. there 
isn’t a lawn in America that 


doesn’t need supplementary wa- 
tering. Unless you live in an un- 
usually wet climate, the best way 
to accomplish this is by installing 
one of the underground sprin- 
kling systems today. 
These include a timer that can be 
set to water the lawn automatical- 
ly, even when you are away.

Use a mower large enough to 
accomplish the job in reasonable 
time. If you have anything ap- 
proaching an acre or more in 
grass, use a rider or tractor-type 
mower. Today’s best mowers of 
all types have key electric start- 
ing so that they can be turned on 
as easily as a car. 

When grass is growing active- 
ly, catch and remove the clip- 
pings. This helps avoid the build- 
up of thatch that can eventually 
prevent water and _ food 
reaching grass roots.

Coping with lawn weeds 


Weedkillers, or herbicides, are in- 
valuable in the building and 
maintenance of a lawn, but they 
can never substitute for correct 
cultural practices. However, if 
your lawn seems to be so crowded 
with weeds that there is no place 
for grass to expand, a weedkiller 
is in order. . 

Most broadleaf weeds will suc- 
cumb to an application or two of 
2,4-D. Use Silvex (2.4,5-TP) for 
such stubborn weeds as wild 
chickweed, henbit. and 
white clover (if you consider it a 
weed). Dicamba is best for con- 
trolling sheep creeping 
spurge, and knotweed. Apply 
when growth is active. the days 
generally warm and sunny. Early 
fall is one excellent time. espe- 
cially in crabgrass country: 
spring-killed broadleaf weeds 
leave a place for crabgrass to 
grow: fall-killed weeds give grass 
time to grow before the crabgrass. 
Otherwise. spring is an excellent 
time to apply weedkillers.

Use any of these, ex- 
septing DDT, in June, to control 
une beetle grubs and ants. Use 
iazinon or Sevin to control 
hinchbugs and sod webworms.

and has its own controls. Linens 
that require bleaching and those 
that don’t; white sheets and col- 
ored clothing; delicate lingerie 
and dirty blue jeans; such com-

The space problem 


Ideally, laundry appliances should 
be installed in the bedroom-bath 
area, but eleven square feet of 
floor space (the minimum) isn’t 
always available. There is, of 
course, the combination washer- 
dryer that does both jobs at once. 
(General Electric, Philco-Ford, 
and Sears Roebuck). There is 
also a stackable washer and dryer 
(Westinghouse), and a_ small 
portable dryer useful where space 
is limited (Maytag). But none of 
these has answered every need. 

A new approach, pioneered by 
Frigidaire, is a single compact 
cabinet only two feet wide, 514’ 
high, and 28” deep. that houses a 
separate washer and dryer. The

Lawns in the South 


Southern or warm-season grasses 
are usually started in the spring 
or early summer. Start bermuda, 
carpet, centipede, and Zoysia ja- 
ponica from seeds or sprigs. Start 
Emerald and Meyer zoysias, and 
St. Augustine from sprigs. When- 
ever frosted, these grasses turn 
quite brown: for green lawns in 
winter, they can be overseeded in 
fall with domestic ryegrass. ex- 
cepting centipede. which forms a 
turf that is too dense. 

Feed Southern grasses at least 
twice each year, in spring and 
summer. Remove thatch in the

quires less fertilizer and_ less 
mowing than Tifgreen, a larger 
version. Tiflawn spreads faster 


than common bermuda, and will 
eventually crowd it out when in- 
troduced into an old lawn. Com- 
pared to Tifgreen. Tiflawn stays 
green longer, is more drought-re- 
sistant and shade-tolerant at two- 
and three-inch height, but is not 
as cold hardy. The hardiest strain 
of bermuda is U-3, which

One firm, Fedders, now offers 
snap-on electronic air cleaners 
for its room air conditioners. The 
extra cost: about $120. 

Console cleaners are the only 
exception to the air-moving rule. 
They have their own fan. 

Do air cleaners remove odors 
from house air? Not completely. 
but a goodly portion of the aromas 
are going to be sifted out. For 
example, tobacco smoke and most 
cooking smells are carried on tiny 
particles of oil attached, in turn, 
to minute specks of dust. When 
the cleaner precipitates out dust, 
these odors go with it. 

One more step—addition of a 
charcoal filter in the air-moving 
duct—will bring your house as 
close to odor free as is possible 
presently. 

How much cost will an elec- 
tronic air cleaner add to the oper- 
ation of the total system? About 
the same amount of money it 
takes to burn one 25-watt bulb. 


Humidifiers 


Humidity balance is the important 
function of a total comfort sys- 
tem. 

[f you’ve lived in an un-humidi- 
fied house where cold winters are 
normal, you know the effects of 
dry house air: noses and throats 
feel dry and scratchy; skin itch- 
es: furniture joints open; some- 
times plaster cracks; and _ static 
electricity builds up to a point 
where you can’t take three steps 
and touch metal without getting a 
shock.

problem. These gadgets cake up 
quickly with calcium deposits in 
a hard water zone. But more im- 
portant, you have no real contro] 
over the amount of moisture com- 
ing into your house air. Too little 
moisture barely changes the con- 
ditions you’re trying to correct. 
Too much condenses on cold win- 
dows, and turns sills into a soppy 
mess. 

True power humidifiers. or the 
electronic, self-cleaning type (see 
“Ideas to Build on”’ HOUSE 
BEAUTIFUL, October, 1968) are 
precision instruments, easily con- 
trolled by a humidistat—and 
that’s the key. Just as a thermo- 
stat maintains temperature at a 
comfortable level, so a humidistat 
keeps just enough moisture in the 
air to banish that dry feeling, but 
not so much that it begins to con- 
dense out on windows, and even 
walls. The humidistat is installed 
normally alongside the thermo- 
stat. and the new controls are 
even more sensitive to varying 
needs for moisture in the house 
than in the past. For example, if 
water vapor from a hot shower 
upset the humidity balance, the 
control would signal the humidi- 
fier and restore the proper bal- 
ance quickly. 

These new humidifiers are at- 
tached to the air-moving duct in 
the system. In a residence not 
heated by air, a power humidifier 
—still controlled by a humidistat 
—is installed separately, and 
through piping, directs moisture 
to a central location, such as the 
living room. From that point, 
once the humidifier is turned on, 
moisture will disperse throughout 
the house in less than 15 minutes. 

What about cost? Installed cost 
runs from around $135 to $200— 


and around the foundation of the 
house shows a conscientiousness 
on the part of the builder.

Invest in good locks. Cheap 
eks are the burglar’s greatest 
d. The mechanism of a cheap 
ring lock can be destroyed 
mply by twisting the doorknob 
arply or by inserting a screw- 
iver in the keyhole or by the 
e of a celluloid or plastic card. 
any apartments are equipped 
ith these fragile locks, which 
fer little protection. An inex- 
msive mechanism called a 


deadlatch, which can be pur- 
chased at a hardware store and 
installed by a handyman, will 
prevent the lock being sprung as 
described above. 

There are a variety of expertly 
made, secure locks on the market 
that offer attractive design as 
well as protection. Cylinder-type 
locks are recommended by the 
International Association of Po- 
lice Chiefs. A deadbolt—a_ slid- 
ing bolt that locks with a key— 
mounted on the door above your 
regular lock, doubles protection. 
A good deadbolt is hard to pick 
in the time a burglar has to 
spend getting in, and costs only 
about $15. A chain lock is also 
effective and is recommended for 
bedroom doors. 

Good locks, properly installed, 
cost more but are worth the in- 
vestment. To protect a house 
adequately, all outside doors 
should be equipped with proper 
locks. If you have to stint, con- 
centrate on the back door and 
basement entrance. Many people 
install a fine lock on the front 
door, which burglars rarely use, 
and put a “skeleton” lock on the 
basement docr. A skeleton lock 
can be opened with practically 
anything—a hairpin, paper clip, 
toothpick, or any skeleton key. 
Don’t settle for a flimsy lock on 
the garage door, which burglars 
also favor as a means of entrance. 

Windows, French doors, slid- 
ing doors, and jalousie doors 
should all be protected by locks 
that can be opened only from the 
inside. A deadbolt safety lock 
suitably placed cannot be picked 
by a burglar, even if he breaks 
the glass. 

Control of keys is important. 
Do not distribute keys freely 
among household help or even 
relatives or friends. A house key 
on your car key ring may tempt 
parking-lot attendants to have it 
reproduced. Key rings should 
bear no identifying marks and 
certainly no address, in case they 
are lost. When identifiable keys 
are lost, all locks should be 
changed immediately. 


Install alarms. The most primi- 
tive and one of the most effective 
alarm systems is a_high-strung 
dog. Professionally trained 
watchdogs are not recommended 
by either their trainers or the 
police for family residences 
where there are children and 
people who come and go, but a 
nervous little dog that yaps at 
the slightest sound and continues 
to bark is anathema to a burglar. 


For a more sophisticated ap- 
proach there are numerous de- 
pendable alarm devices that emit 
ear-piercing bell or siren noises 
when doors or windows are 
broached. These range in price 
from $3.95 to hundreds of dol- 
lars and vary from a small, bat- 
tery-powered mechanism mount- 
ed on a door to elaborate 
electronic systems, radar waves, 
invisible lights, hidden “eyes,” 
automatic telephone dialers, and 
housewide intercoms. The simpler 
devices are easy to install—one 
is simply hung on a doorknob— 
and may be plugged into a nor- 
mal outlet. 

More complex, expensive, and 
satisfactory are total alarm in- 
stallations by such organizations 
as the Holmes Electric Protec- 
tive System or the ADT Residen- 
tial Burglar Alarm System, 
where the alarm summons _pri- 
vate police to the scene within 
about eight minutes. The small 
sticker placed on a window or 
door indicating that a house is 
protected by such a service is apt 
to change a burglar’s mind. Such 
installations, which deal with all 
apertures of a house, carry a 
suitable installation fee and a 
monthly service charge. 


Cooperate with the police. The 
police are the best allies, and ac- 
quaintance with the local force 
is a good program. Most commu- 
nities have police arrangements 
for checking homes when owners 
are absent, so make a point of 
adyising them. Patrol cars mak- 
ing routine checks may not flush 
out a robber, but burglars are 
apt to recognize a_ police-pro- 
tected house and avoid it. 


Establish a good-neighbor pol- 
icy. A trusted neighbor is a tre- 
mendous advantage when __ it 
comes to discouraging a burglar. 
Neighbors cannot be expected to 
provide protective services un- 
less you make a definite arrange- 
ment and provide them with your 
itinerary. A mutual plan, where 
you perform the same function 
when a neighbor is away from 
home, is logical. 


Watch your tongue. While 
most burglars continue to invade 
empty houses, there are increas- 
ing reports of hold-up men who 
break and enter and terrorize the 
occupants of a house. Young, 
violent, and even sadistic, these 
criminals may choose victims on 
the basis of careless conversa- 
tion, a tendency to discuss your

possibilities of reclaiming stolen 
property are not enormous. In- 
surance will not restore your 
physical valuables, but it will 
provide protection against finan- 
cial loss. The typical homeown- 
ers’ insurance policy covers loss 
by burglary up to 40 percent of 
the amount of the policy. [If your 
home is insured for $25,000. bur- 
glary protection on the contents 
of your home would amount to 
about $10,000. This coverage 
would pay for missing valuables 
on a depreciated basis. Valuable 
items such as furs, jewels. silver, 
paintings, and fine art works 
should be covered with a special 
floater fine-arts policy that 
will provide full-value coverage. 

An inventory of the contents 
of your home is invaluable if you 
are robbed. The victim of a bur- 
glary cannot immediately — re- 
member all he has lost. and the 
insurance company will require 
an itemized, descriptive _ list. 
Jewels should be appraised by a 
responsible authority. When you 
buy new jewelry, ask the jeweler 
for a description and appraisal 
when you buy it. Responsible ap- 
praisals of furs are more difficult 
to obtain, but you should know 
the original cost. A list of serial 
numbers of all possessions which 
have such numbers should be 
kept. — Typewriters. watches, 
clocks, phonographs, small ap- 
pliances, and other things can be 
identified by these numbers and 
may result in their restoration.

How do you make a good cup of tea? 


Freshly boiled water and an immaculate cup or teapot are 
prerequisites. Bring fresh, cold tap water to a rolling boil. 
Preheat the cup by rinsing it out with hot water. Add one 
level teaspoon of loose tea or one teabag to a teacup. To 
make tea in a pot, rinse out the pot with boiling water, add 
six level teaspoons (or six teabags) to a six-cup pot.

IW hat flour is used for pate feuilletée? 


Cook books on the whole are not consistent in designating 
the type of flour to use in making puff pastry. Bread flour, 
pastry flour, enriched flour, all-purpose, and instant blending 
are all called for in one book or another. Since both bread 
and pastry flour are used chiefly by industrial bakers. they 
are not readily available to the consumer. Enriched flour is 
any white flour to which vitamins and minerals have been 
added so, in a sense. it is meaningless terminology. Both 
all-purpose, also known as general-purpose, and instant 
blending. also an all-purpose flour, are usually enriched. Al- 
though the modern all-purpose flours no longer need sifting 
before measuring, their structure is quite different from that 
of instant blending which, because of its microscopically fine. 
sand-like texture. runs through a sifter like water and in 
water or liquid dissolves instantly—hence the name. 

In testing our recipe for pate feu lletée, page 109, we 

used both all-purpose and Wondra*. General Mills’ instant 
blending all-purpose flour. Like Julia Child. author of The 
French Chef Cookbook, and André Soltner, M.O.F. (Premier 
Cuisinier and Executive Chef at Lutéce, one of New York’s 
great restaurants), we had extraordinary success with instant 
blending flour. The dough is extremely flexible, rolls and 
“turns” easily, and the end result is a flaky. light-as-a-feather, 
tender crust. 
“Wondra is available in 2- and 5-pound bags; Pillsbury’s 
instant blending. called Sauce and Gravy Flour. comes in 
13%-ounce shaker cans; and International’s Robin Hood 
Instant Blending Flour in 2-, 5- and 10-pound bags. 


How do you roll pastry properly? 


Dust the cloth and stocking (see equipment, page 118) or 
board and pin, as the case may be, lightly with flour. The 
technique in rolling any pastry is to roll it lightly. With the 
exception of puff pastry which. in the preparation stages. is 
always rolled in a long strip, the ball of dough is placed on 
the floured surface. flattened (if it has been refrigerated. it 
will be firm), then rolled lightly from the center out to the 
edge in all directions, to make a circle of the desired size. 
\lways lift the rolling pin as it nears the edge of the circle to 
keep the pastry from splitting or making it too thin. If the 
edge splits or cracks, pinch together or patch; if it sticks, 
loosen gently with a metal spatula, then lift and again flour 
the surface lightly. 


Can you freeze pastry? 


Yes. Roll into a ball, freeze. then wrap securely in suitable 
freezer wrappings. Thaw at room temperature. Pie shells, 
tarts, bouchées (page 110) can all be made. frozen. then 
wrapped and stored in freezer. The freezer life is almost in- 
definite. Thaw at room temperature, then follow baking in-

Ceramic tile in deep relief, ex- 
hibiting intricate patterns remi- 
niscent of Aztec designs, Spanish 
florals, or showing the swirls and 
lines of modern  nonobjective 
paintings ought to be available 
now through your local tile con- 
tractor. Called Terra Vitra, it is 
the latest development from 
American-Olean, and a truly new 
and exciting direction for that 
company. The company’s produc- 
tion in the past has been confined 
essentially to familiar ceramic 
mosaics, and standard-size ce- 
ramic tile (444” by 414”), along 
with quarry tile and accessories.

MOST FREQUENTLY ASKED 


DECORATING 
PvE STIONS 


**T don’t know where to begin on the decoration 
of my new apartment. What comes first— the 
rug, the walls, the sofa? Whai’s the first step?” 


[_] First step is a “think session.” Get clearly in your 
mind your overall viewpoint on hew you will be living— 

how will you dine, entertain, work, relax—to determine 

the furnishings you must have. Before you buy anything, 
make a floor plan drawn to scale and try some furniture 
arrangements with cutout furniture shapes also drawn to 
scale. This shows you what can be appropriately placed in 

the space you have. Analyze your tastes in design and color. 
What will you really want to live with? Try some experi- 
mental color schemes with paint samples, wallpaper, 

fabric swatches. Remember that large areas—walls and 
floors—will dominate, so deserve first thought. 

In practical execution, walls come first, floors second, 

and the placement of large furniture pieces third. 


“Can you suggest the best kind of furnishings 
for a family that must move a lot?” 


Concentrate on underscaled, non-bulky furniture 
(try to get an eight-foot sofa in or out of most buildings!) :

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“What should I look for to be sure of getting 
my money’s worth in good upholstery?” | 


[_] Number one, look for a reputable dealer. Upholstery 
is a long-term investment if ever there was one, and the 
problem is confounded by the fact that you’re buying an 
iceberg, t.e., the greater, most important part of your 
purchase is hidden. The value is in the unseen construction: 
frame. springs, filling, and the workmanship with 

which it is put together. For this, you must rely on your 
dealer’s recommendation. Naturally, check all visible details 
with care. Note the trimness of workmanship, the firmness 
of welting, the sturdiness of stitching, the placement of 
nailheads, the meticulous matching of fabric pattern. Most 
important: Check arm heights, seat depth, the angle of the 
back to be sure a sofa or chair will be comfortable for you. 
Take your husband with you when you make this major buy. 


“Do you have any words of advice on the 
planning of a nursery?” 


[_] Don’t think of it as a nursery. Regard it and furnish it 
as a room for a growing child, a room with a future. Except 
for the best crib you can buy, furnish the room with 

“adult” furniture, with comfort, storage, multipurpose use 
and hard knocks in mind. The child will need play area, 
storage space for clothes. eventually a place for study. 
Practicalities: vinyl floors, washable area rugs, 
washable walls, the simplest window curtains. 








**How do I budget my decorating money? What 
deserves the lion’s share of my nest egg?” 


The basic, long-term must-haves deserve the major 
part of any decorating budget. These are bedding, 
upholstered pieces like sofas and large chairs, dining 
furniture and storage pieces—essentials that are bound to 
get consistent wear. They should be the very best quality 
your budget can support. For these, insist on classic shapes, 
good woods, well-made fabrics. Shun fads 
and current status symbols. Better have a few 
excellent possessions than a lot of mediocre’ ones. 


*‘How do you treat windows in an old house 
where windows are all sorts, sizes and heights?” 


[_] The object is to achieve a semblance of uniformity, so 
using one color, one pattern, or one style of treatment will 
help. Windows of uneven heights can be “leveled off” with 
valances. The highest window sets the pace. On low windows 
the valance will be high above the frame, but the fall of the 
curtain will conceal the trick. Narrow windows may be 

made to look wider if draperies are installed on adjoining 
walls instead of on the window frame. Understate the 

window treatment so as not to draw the eye 

to defects in scale. Keep curtains all of the same type. 


“What about using several patterns in the 
same room? Do I dare try to mix them— 
or would visual disaster strike?” 


Currently there seems to be a vogue for rooms in 
which several different patterns are used—but mixing 
patterns is a sticky wicket and can be disastrous unless it’s 
done by a trained eye, and lots of pros come a cropper 
with it. Patterns can of course be mixed with charming 
effects provided they relate either by color and mood or 
contrast in scale. Be especially careful mixing similar large 
patterns, such as overscaled florals, in one room. A painless 
way to try your hand at this is to experiment with smaller 
masses of pattern, such as cushions or slip-seats of chairs or 
flower arrangements (which are also pattern, remember). 
These can be changed easily if you don’t 
like the results of your mixing. 


“We've just bought an old house with the master 
bath solidly tiled in a hideous lavender. Short 
of retiling, how can I take the 

curse off that color?” 


[ ] There are straws in the wind indicating that violets 
and mauves are making a big comeback—but every woman 
to her own fancy. You can hide the tile color with 
waterproof paint, in white or a color of your choice. You 
might also investigate vinyl wallcovering. which is applied 
with a special adhesive paste. Walls that are not subjected 
to splash and spatter can be covered with wallpaper. Be 
sure your painter or paperhanger is in sympathy with the 
job, that he has the right materials. and knows how to use 
them. See a wallpapered tile bathroom on page 79. 


“IT used to have a marvelous view, but a new 
building has gone up next door. What decorat- 
ing trick—or tricks—can I use to camouflage 
my ugly new view of a brick wall?” 


[_] To blur the view and still see daylight. try semisheer 
glass curtains or meshy, interestingly woven casement 

cloth. Or panel the window in wood lattice or shutter 

blinds. Like Venetian blinds, shutters are flexible adjusters 
of light. So are vertical louvers of translucent, supple 

plastic which hang like curtains and give an architectural 
look to a room. Don’t forget window shades: The 

translucent variety give a daylight glow even when they're 
drawn; decorative shades laminated with patterned fabric 
or wallpaper, or trimmed with braid. would catch the eye 
and distract from the view. Or go whimsical with shades 
painted in a cloud pattern or a picture of the view you wish 
you had or an amusing trompe l'oeil of a bookcase or a 
birdcage or a whatever. Or turn the window into a small 
garden with glass shelves massed with potted flowering 
plants. Or. if you can spare the light. frankly wall out the 
view: Cover the window with wallboard and place an 
important piece of furniture against it. A heartening 

thought: You can always manufacture 

your own sunshine with artificial light. 
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I need a few more pieces. Is it appropriate to 
use contemporary designs with 
period furniture?” 


You can mix past and present with perfect impunity, 
and some of the most beautiful rooms do precisely that and 
for that matter always have. The clue to successful mixing 
is good basic design. The best designs of all eras invariably 
marry well. The more you acquaint yourself with the best, 
via the study of design, museum visits, and a habit of 
looking critically at everything you see, 
the more confident you'll be. 


“Do you recommend wall-to-wall carpeting or 
is it more ‘in’ to have room-size rugs?” 


“In” has nothing to do with it. If you have beautiful 
and unusually handsome floors it would be a shame to cover 
them up with wall-to-wall carpeting. But if the flooring is 
poor, wall-to-wall covers a multitude of sins. It is also a 
way to increase apparent spaciousness. Carpet cut to rug 
size often solves installation and moving problems, and 
remember that bright. accenting area 
rugs can be used anywhere, even on carpeting. 


“My living room is 13 by 21 feet. [It sounds 
larger than it actually looks. What can I do 
to make it seem more spacious?” 


No one solution applies to all rooms, but in general 
light, cool, recessive color increases the illusion of space. A 
monochromatic room, done in one color or shades of one 
color. tends to look larger than it is. Low, underscaled 
furniture, simply arranged, increases spaciousness. So. 
conversely, may the use of a very few overscaled pieces. The 
idea is to get the eye off the room and onto the furniture. 
Avoid clutter at all cost. A mirror can be 
a magic-worker: On a long wall it tends to broaden 
a room, on a short wall, it lengthens a room. 


“Tam sick and tired of living with my 
grandmother’s Victorian antiques. Everyone 
tells me these things are valuable but is there 
really a market for them? How do I 

get rid of them?” 


[_] Wait a minim. Victorian is not a bad stock to have 
with prices going up and the supply dwindling. Remember 
the revival of Tiffany lampshades. Many decorators are 
already using Victorian-era “white elephants” as accent 
pieces with contemporary furnishings. You may be bored 
with an overdose of heirlooms, but your tastes may change. 
Why not store the best of them? In any case, before 

you put them out on the sidewalk seek out a 

reputable auction service or an antique dealer.

(fe [If you know you need a decorator, consult one—if 
possible, one who is a member of a professional organization 
of designers. So far as cost is concerned, a decorator may 
charge you an hourly rate as a consultant or an overall fee 
for advice. As a complete supervisor of every detail, he 

will buy from wholesale sources. which you otherwise have 
no access to, and charge you just as a retail store would. 
Many department stores and home-furnishings shops have 
decorating services that charge a consulting fee, applicable 
against any purchases you make. Whatever your 
arrangement. a decorator’s talent is well worth the fee— 


sure to save you both time and money. 


“My husband insists upon keeping his big, 
old-fashioned reclining chair in the living 
room. It’s so bulky it ruins the room. How can 
I reupholster it to slim it down?” 


[_] Don’t even, try. Heave it out (if you can move it), and 
get him a new one. Recent-model recliners are even more 
relaxing than the old ones, and so good-looking and trim 


youd never guess that they were Father’s favorite chair. 


“Would it be practical to cover the walls 
with a chintz that matches the drap- 
eries, and if so, how is it done?”

to seat six to eight. Between meals these serve as consoles, 
have a living-room look.

[_] Almost no plant can thrive for long in a hot, dry, 

almost sunless room. Some miraculously survive, but only 

in carefully tended soil, regularly watered, fed, and 

washed. One solution, if you have a sunny spot somewhere, 
is to rotate plants, give them a little season in the sun, then 
return them to their sunless spot. Or, on occasion, give them 
a spell of recuperation under fluorescent light. Plants most 
likely to succeed in sparse sunlight are: for baskets— 
asparagus, chlorophytum, English ivy, philodendron, cissus, 
syngonium, scindapsus (“‘pothos”), and senecio (German 
ivy). Low, bushy: aglaonema, syngonium (“nephthytis”’), 
ophiopogon, philodendron, maranta, rohdea. Tall, bushy: 
dieffenbachia. monstera, philodendron, pittosporum, 
schefflera, aucuba, croton, beaucarnea, dracaena, fatsia. 
Trees and palms: ficus, dizygotheca (aralia), chamaedorea, 
kentia, howea, chrysalidocarpus. Ferns: cyrtomium, 
nephrolepis, polypodium, polystichum, and pteris.

Some roofing materials have been vastly improved. Others are 


quite new. Here’s a complete guide to all types—new and old. 


Peake CHANGING ROOF 


A roof forgotten is a good roof. Like many an old saying. this one is only 
half true. Certainly roofing materials that go up once. give lasting protection. 
and require little care are desirable. But forget the roof? No. because roofing 
is inextricably a part of the total architecture of a house. Often. a barrel-tile 
or cedar-shake roof dominates the exterior appearance. Today. even the lowly 
asphalt shingle merits attention for its design as well as for moderate cost 
and dogged durability. 

On the opposite page. you see examples of the wide-ranging textures. shapes, 
and depths of today’s roof materials. Color is the fourth dimension. As you're 
aware. roofing is no longer a choice between black and gray. Residential 
roofs have broken out in nearly every pastel shade during the past two 
decades. And in some cases strong colors have appeared. Moreover. home- 
owners have learned that lighter colors and white help cool the house during 
hot weather. Some of the sun’s radiant heat is reflected away from a light- 
colored roof: it tends to be absorbed by dark colors. Finally, today’s mate- 
rials are safer and longer lasting. More about that as each type is discussed 
below. 

Getting down to specifics, how do roofing materials compare? What should 
you specify for your new home? Or as new roofing for your present house? 
Here is the information you'll need to make a choice. The materials are 


listed alphabetically, from aluminum to wood. 


Aluminum. As you can see at the top of the photograph on the opposite page, 
aluminum shingles. when installed. resemble cedar shakes to a certain ex- 
tent. This was intentional for two reasons. The design produces an attrac- 
tive roof. and the striations easily take up what little expansion and contrac- 
tion occurs due to temperature changes. 

When applied as it should be—over roof sheathing and a layer of roofing 
felt—there is no annoying noise transmitted into the house as a result of 
rain striking the roof. Even the sound of sleet against the aluminum shingles 
would be no more disturbing than it would be against other materials. The 
shingles interlock with one another. making them as right for a steeply 
pitched roof as for one with a low slope. Wind won't blow them away. How 
long will they last? In one instance. experimental roofs of aluminum shingles 
have covered a number of Pittsburgh houses since 1927. with no sign of 
failure yet. If you buy a quality brand. expect the shingles to last as long 
as youre in the house. 

You can choose natural-colored aluminum shingles if you wish—excellent 
for heat reflection—but you also have a choice of white. pastel green. buff. 
and gray. Applied-on-the-roof cost will run somewhere between 560 and $100 
a square (100 square feet). This rather wide gap is brought about by a big 
spread in labor rates around the nation, added to differences in shipping 


charges. Because they weigh so little. aluminum (Continued on page 114)

To change attitudes 
toward housework, to train peo- 
ple to keep house competently, 
to reward people adequately as 
in any secure job was a problem 
in which all women, regardless of 
financial means or educational 
background, should interest them- 
selves.

Founder-director of HEART is 
Mrs. Uvelia S. A. Bowen. who 
has served as a national consult- 
ant to VISTA and has made an 
important contribution to social 
welfare over a period of 20 years. 
She feels the household help 
problem is due to a lack of com- 
munication, that the employer has 
a great deal to learn about hu- 
man relations and must develop 
a new appreciation of household 
skills. an appreciation that can 
best come about by actually do- 
ing the task herself: ironing the 
shirt. making the bed. and so on. 
In Philadeiphia, there is a wait- 
ing list of homemakers who want 
to attend the seminars and learn 
how to be an employer. 

The New York City project 
also trains employers and has set 
up an attractive training center 
in the heart of Manhattan for the 
use of its household technicians. 
Another objective is to develop 
new related job opportunities. 

This program is being watched 
with unusual interest because it 
is the one with the most commer- 
cial mandate: It is setting out to 
prove that household work is de- 
sirable employment, that the pay 
can be attractive, and that even 
after deducting employee bene- 
fits. it is possible for an employ- 
ment agency to make a profit. 


Tuition payments 
needed for 
household workers 


Edward Blackoff, head of 
Household Management, Inc., the 
contracting agency in New York 
working with NCHE, brings to 
the assignment considerable ex- 
pertise. having been for almost 
ten years the director of a chain 
of agencies specializing in do- 
mestic employees. Mr. Blackoff 
feels that an employment agency 
operating in the normal business 
fashion cannot absorb the expense 
of training, as is being done in 
the pilot program, and thinks an 
important adjunct to the pro- 
gram would be to obtain tuition 
payments for household workers 
such as those available to nurses 
and members of other profes- 
sions. 

The National Committee on 
Household Employment has giv- 
en some thought to this problem 
of education. Again, there is the 
question of status: this time, to 
give status to household work in 
the eyes of educators. The U.S. 
Office of Education is working 
with NCHE in developing a cur- 
riculum which hopefully will find 
its way into high-school class- 


rooms. The Office of Education is 
releasing a guidebook jointly 
with NCHE, “Guide for House- 
hold Service Occupations,” for ad- 
ministrators in public-school sys- 
tems or service organizations. 
The pilot project in Manhat- 
tan, Kansas, also has an educa- 
tional thrust. It is being conduct- 
ed by Kansas State University’s 
Department of Home Economics. 
Their program is for women over 
forty-five years of age. who are 
receiving intensive training in 
homemaker services. It is hoped 
that small colleges throughout the 
Midwest will use it as part of 
their adult-education program. 


Employer-worker 
relations set 
in new framework 


Mary Schlick, Project Director 
of the National Committee on 
Household Employment. points 
out that the employer is just as 
important in this picture as the 
employee, a fact that may sur- 
prise many homemakers who 
have tended to think of this as a 
“worker” problem. 

“The employer still presents 
our greatest problem.” Mrs. 
Schlick says. “They simply do not 
realize their importance. We must 
make our women employers more 
businesslike in their relations 
with household help. They must 
understand they are legally re- 
sponsible for social security and 
other deductions. They may not 
realize there is a fine. payable 
with interest. if deductions are 
not made. And there is a related 
point: When a worker pays social 
security and knows why she is 
paying, she begins to feel she is 
part of the labor force. She feels 
more important, and this changes 
her image of herself. 

“Our country has great ser- 
vice industries,” continues Mrs. 
Schlick. “We must learn to dis- 
tinguish between being a ‘ser- 
vant’ and giving ‘service. Every- 
one understands that for good 
service you always pay: for a 
good plumber, for instance, or for 
an electrician. Somehow, _ be- 
cause most women can do some 
work around a house. they don’t 
regard housework as the skill 
that it actually is.” 

On the employee side. Mrs. 
Schlick would like to change the 
attitude so that she 
looks on household work as a job 
that may well lead to more re- 
sponsible work with higher pay. 
“We are very interested in the 
new careers that we feel will de- 
velop from these pilot projects. 
A person may begin as a house- 
hold technician and later become 
a home-management specialist.” 

If such terms as “household 


worker’s 
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technician” sound cold to you 
and seem just one more step in 
the direction of de-personalizing 
our lives and putting us into the 
hands of the computer, consider 
that not all lies in a name. There 
was a time in our country when 
each household had its Hilda or 
Gretchen. There was much affec- 
tion. mutual respect. and mutual 
trust. The world has changed, so- 
ciety has changed, our lives have 
changed, and in many ways. al- 
though our needs remain the 
same, we have been out of touch. 

In the new view. the home- 
maker is, in effect. saying: “I re- 
spect your wish to be a working 
and contributing member of our 
society, and [ recognize your 
need of financial stability. You 
are important to me and my fam- 
ily. I will pay you on a profes- 
sional scale.” In reply, the work- 
er is saying, “I respond to your 
need because [ know that you re- 
spect me and my training.” 

If individuals can achieve mu- 
tual respect and trust on this pro- 
fessional basis within the house- 
hold circle. it may well point the 
way to greater understanding and 
appreciation on a larger scene.

With the tremendously growing in- 
terest in more personal and more 
gourmet cooking . . . all the mar- 
velous technical improvements in 
equipment . . . and the beautiful 
new utensils, the kitchen has_be- 
come the great room of the house 
for a face lift. Although the con- 
cepts vary from laboratory, no-non-| 
sense workroom to Country French, 
library, woodworking shop, indoor 
garden with bird cage in the window 
—the urge to have a new kitchen is 
intense and coast to coast. House 
Beautiful here records the candid, 
favorite plans of 17 of our leading 
interior designers and decorators. 


Melanie Kahane. “The kitchen is the 
hub of the house today as much as it 
ever was,” says Melanie Kahane, of New 
York. “People want to be where the ac- 
tion is, so they want to be in the kitch-— 
en.” She believes this calls for a plan 
that integrates the working part of the | 
kitchen with a living area, whether a 
terrace, dining space, or a second living | 
room. “The idea,” she explains, “is to 
buttress functionalism and allow for free 
expression.” She likes to see base cabi- | 
nets, counters, and wall cabinets in a | 
mixture of textures and colors. She also 
feels every kitchen needs one grand ges- 
ture, like a framed print, a marvelous 
clock, or simply one wall of smashing 
color. “The smallest kitchen has one free 
space for something wonderful.” 


Otto Zenke. For the cheerful kitchens 
he likes, North Carolinian Otto Zenke 
uses a mixture of natural materials. One 
kitchen he designed has a brick floor, 
panels of cane on cabinet doors, and a 
ceiling painted a coral color. Backsplash 
areas over counters are paved with pat- 
terned clay tiles. “One cork wall makes 
a good bulletin board.” he notes. 


The Lehmans. “Kitchens are for cook- 
ing,” says Camille Lehman, New York. 
Her own ll’ by 66” city kitchen is 
planned for activity. Against white walls 
and white cabinets hang rows of uten- | 
sils. Often-used tools are duplicated on 
the wall near both sink and range. “Any- — 
one can come into my kitchen and make 
an omelet or a sandwich, and never have 
to ask where anything is,” she says. 


Dorothy Paul. To Dorothy Paul. of 
Los Angeles, kitchens are warm. friend- 
ly places. She likes carpet in a stripe, 
tweed or texture on floors, wood cabi- 
nets with countertops in a matching 
wood-grain plastic laminate. “Fill it with 
things you use.” she says. “Pots, pans, 
and aspic molds make handsome acces- 
sories.” 


Daren Pierce. Cookbook author and in- 
terior designer Daren Pierce. of New 
York, is firmly on the side of clinical 
kitchens. In his own small city kitchen, 
tools and utensils hang on hooks in two 
neat rows across the wall. “The idea is 
not to have to dig into a drawer or won- 
der where the maid put the measuring 
spoons,” he observes. 


James Merrick Smith. The overall 
effect of a paneled library appeals to 
James Merrick Smith, of Coconut Grove, 
Florida. He likes an all-of-a-piece look, 
in the sense of furniture. with no one 
piece of equipment jumping out in 
sharp contrast to its surroundings. In 
this context, he likes to use one of the 
growing number of plastic laminates in 
a wood-grain pattern for wall and base 
cabinets. countertops, backsplash areas. 


Norman Foster. “It’s no longer pos- 
sible to close the door and have a white 
workroom for a kitchen.” believes Nor- 
man Foster, of Corpus Christi. The 
kitchen is to a woman what an office is 
to a man. It’s a place where each spends 
a great deal of time.” This designer 
treats kitchens as warm and _ pleasant 
workrooms composed of tile, wood, 
steel, and copper. 


Vincent Fourcade. “Some people want 
a living room with a kitchen in it.” says 
Vincent Fourcade of Denning & Four- 
cade, New York. One he designed holds 
a marble fireplace, a sofa, an antique 
English oak gateleg table, and a tile-en- 
cased cooking island under a large black 
hood. Textured, hexagonal-shape brown 
clay tiles pave the floor and blue printed 
linen covers walls. The sofa is in red. 


Elisabeth Draper. “I hate kitchens.” 
says Elisabeth Draper. of New York—not 
everyone likes to cook! To make the 
kitchen as palatable as possible, she 
places a sun-filled bay window with 
chairs and tables within hearing distance 


of bubbling pots. Her recipe for kitch- 
en design is two-thirds “engine room” 
(workroom) and one-third bay-window 
alcove filled with sunshine and plants. 
In the one-third living area she places 
a canary in a hanging cage, a box of 
pebbles and potted plants, a dropleaf 
table, light-scaled armchairs, and a bas- 
ket of knitting. In the “engine room” all 
is sparkling, crisp, and clean. She likes 
bleached pine or light cherrywood cabi- 
nets with white porcelain door pulls, off- 
white floors and walls. On the ceiling: 
flowered vinyl paper in pink and green 
on white. 


Lucien Therrien. New Yorker Lucien 
Therrien likes to break up walls with 
color to get away from the regimented 
look. He varies colors from floor to 
ceiling. For example, he might do base 
cabinets in screaming orange, counter- 
tops in off-white vinyl speckled with 
yellow, wall cabinets in green. On the 
ceiling he would place a_ large-scale 
vinyl print incorporating green, orange, 
and white. The floor would be green 
vinyl in the popular alligator texture. 


Anthony Hail. San Francisco’s An- 
thony Hail favors a kitchen with a Louis 
XVI country flavor. Paneled oak cabi- 
net doors adapted from boiserie adorn 
walls. The floor is paved in wonderful 
Mexican tiles and from the ceiling hangs 
a bronze Spanish lantern. Lighting over 
work areas is very modern. 


John Dickinson. “By all means have 
lots of color. if you want,” says John 
Dickinson. of San Francisco, “but not 
everyone likes lots of color.” His own 
kitchen is a mix of wood tones and white 
lacquer. He has scraped-bare wood 
floors, natural wood  chopping-block 
counters. wood cabinets in a high-gloss 
white finish, and a collection of enameled 
white iron cookware equipped with oak 
handles. White shutters at the window 
frame a view of a garden greenery on 
the terrace. 


Albert Herbert. “Let the tools be the 
decoration,” says Albert Herbert, of New 
York. “The French have the most expres- 
sive and beautiful kitchens because all 
the things used to prepare food in French 
kitchens are so attractive.” He wishes 
everyone would buy beautiful tools. 
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Richard Himmel. “I’m a big eater. so 
I’m crazy about kitchens,” says Richard 
Himmel, of Chicago. He believes in in- 
corporating varied family activities in 
the kitchen. “Everyone winds up there 
anyway, he points out. “so why not 
enjoy it?” He favors making space for 
hobbies such as reading, desk work. 
woodworking, and indoor gardening as 
well as dining. At present he’s designing 
a large kitchen using the wheel concept 
with four sections fanning out from a 
central cooking island. The cook can 
step back from the range at the hub of 
the wheel, into a lounge area. He'll have 
carpeted floor, tiled wall, and built-in 
bookcases. 


Janean. Designer Janean of San Fran- 
cisco has been known to put Oriental 
rugs on hardwood floors in kitchens. 
She feels people want to get away from 
the white-uniformed look. One scheme 
she likes has soft yellow walls, white 
cabinets painted yellow inside, white 
brick-patterned floor, and colorful Por- 
tuguese tiles on backsplash areas. Panels 
of glazed white birch on cabinets cover 
refrigerator and dishwasher. 


Vladimir Kagan. Kitchens are space 
and motion to Vladimir Kagan, of New 
York. He likes to arrange equipment to 
allow fluidity of movement around a 
central island. Because it’s a laboratory 
environment for working, he stresses the 
need for crisp cleanliness, white back- 
grounds. This designer is against eating 
in the kitchen. “The dining room is the 
appropriate environment for mealtime.” 
he comments. “Not the kitchen.” 


Joseph Braswell. “A kitchen is a fresh 
and airy place,” says Joseph Braswell, of 
New York. “It’s either very small and 
inconspicuous or a very big room where 
people gather.” Either way, he’s against 
a thematic or stylistic approach, prefer- 
ring instead a no-nonsense treatment 
for people who go into kitchens to work. 
However. the room need not be dull. He 
likes butcher-block and vanilla marble 
for countertops because they are both 
useful and beautiful. For floors, glazed 
ceramic tiles in bisque white or mush- 
room color—no pattern. “Pattern is 
great on ceilings,” he notes. His pattern 
choices include simple geometrics such 
as cane or fretwork. 
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he open sea—a man’s world 





no longer. Change is in the wind.

irom the sequestered patios of the 
French Quarter to plantation pigeonniers and collonaded summerhouses, the gardens of 
New Orleans are made for the pleasures of living outdoors. Mysteriously forbidding 
gates open from the streets to tranquil courtyard gardens protected by high walls draped in 
ivy and jasmine. Underfoot. worn bricks wear the patina of age, and lichen-covered 
statuary reposes in the shade of giant magnolias and oaks. Ancient crape myrtles 
thrust bouquets of shimmery flowers to iron-galleried townhouses dating back to the 1790's. 
Canopies of bougainvillea bloom over shuttered windows and balconies, and 
sweet-olive releases its all-pervading perfume.

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In some professional kitchens. the more adventurous have abandoned 


the long-established. laborious techniques for making pate feuilletée (puff paste) 


pate sucrée (sweet pastry), pate brisée (short pastry). and pate a choux 


(cream-puff pastry)—the “big four’ in classic French pastry — 


and turned to that miracle of the American batterie de cuisine, the 


electric mixer equipped with the flat beater. To traditionalists this is 


just short of heresy. but to those of us who have worked with these “new” doughs 


and see how they perform. the results are stunning. 


We present here the four basic recipes, with extensions of each. in the hope 


you will be inspired to try your hand with one of the most fascinating 


cooking arts—French pastry, the modern way. By HELEN MeCULLY and JACQUES PEPIN 


Pate Feuilletée 
| Made in the electric mixer | 


The dough is much softer than when the 
pastry is made in the traditional way but 
it was our experience in working with it 
that it turned out an equally fine, tender, 
multileaved, rich crust. This is not to in- 
dicate to the cook, new to this beautiful 
pastry, that it can be mastered quickly but 
we encourage every serious cook to learn 
to make it by this modern method. 


1°, cups (314 sticks) sweet butter 

31% cups (1 pound) instant blending 
or all-purpose flour 

1 teaspoon salt 

1 cup ice water 


The temperature of the butter should be 
cold enough for a heavy sharp knife to 
cut through it cleanly. To cut the butter, 
split each bar in two with a heavy. sharp 
knife; again in two, making four strips. 
Then cut the strips into squares (eight to 
a strip). Combine the flour and salt in 
the mixer’s bowl. Add the pieces of butter 
and toss them in the flour so they are 
coated. Wrap the top of the bowl with a 
fresh dish cloth to keep the flour from 
flying out. Using the flat beater. turn mix- 
er on to medium and mix exactly one min- 
ute. Time yourself. Turn off the motor. 
Add the water. sprinkling it all over the

step into the 20th Century 


flour. Turn mixer to medium and work 
the dough this time exactly ten seconds. 
Turn out of the bowl onto a lightly floured 
pastry cloth. 

Now come the all-important steps: the 
rolling of the dough and the secret of its 
flakiness. This must be done meticulously, 
and we recommend you use a ruler to 
guide you, for neatness and accuracy are 
of the very essence. Further, when rolling, 
the narrow end of the dough should al- 
ways parallel the edge of the table. 

Shape the dough into a flat cylinder 
and roll into a long, neat strip, approxi- 
mately 20 by 8 inches. 1% inch thick. Now 
make the first “turn,” a single one. by 
folding the dough in three. starting at the 
narrow end. Take care to see there is 
never any flour between the folds because 
it will stop the dough from rising. 

Place dough with narrow end parallel 
to the table. Roll to make the second 
“turn.” again into a long strip, the same 
size, again fold in three. The third “turn” 
is a double turn. Roll the dough and fold 
the ends of the strip so they meet in the 
center. Then fold the two halves together. 
Wrap dough in a lightly floured cloth and 
allow it to rest in the refrigerator for 30 
minutes or until the dough holds a print 
when pressed with a finger. For the fourth 
“turn.” roll strip the same size and make 
a double turn. For the fifth “turn,” again 


roll in the same manner and make a single 
turn. The dough at this point is somewhat 
rubbery so it should rest again for at least 
30 minutes. Ideally, pate fewilletée should 
be made a day ahead, giving it long rest- 
ing period and making it easier to use.

Sprinkle the pastry cloth lightly with 
flour. Roll the pastry out in one piece 
almost the length and breadth of your 
baking sheet (sheet should measure at 
least 14 by 16 inches), no thicker than 1 
inch thick. Roll it up on the rolling pin, 
then unroll on the baking sheet. Prick the 
dough nine times, three down and three 
across. with the tines of a fork. Refriger- 
ate 30 minutes. To bake, place in the cen- 
ter of a preheated 400° oven and bake 
for about 25 minutes or until the pastry 
is puffed and golden. Cool on sheet. 

To finish Napoleons, place the baking 
sheet on a firm, flat surface. Using a sharp. 
heavy knife. trim off all the edges evenly, 
then cut the pastry into three even strips. 
Place one strip, the underside down on a 
flat surface and cover with créme_ pdatis- 
siere, add a second strip and more of the 
creme. finish with third strip with uwnder- 
side on top.

Now press the whole cake gently 
to make it flat and even so that 
the créme mixes with the flakes 
of the pastry. Spread the top with 
a light coating of the créme and 
scatter some of the pastry crumbs, 
crumbled fairly fine, over the top 
of each Napoleon.

Roll chilled pastry no more than 
14 inch thick on a slightly floured 
pastry cloth. Cut with a 3- to 3%- 
inch sharp cookie cutter. If the 
cutter isn’t sharp and doesn’t cut 
cleanly, the pastry won't rise 
properly. Then using a 11-inch 
cookie cutter, cut the center of 
each circle about halfway through 
(these become the little caps that 
top the filled bowchées). Cover a 
baking sheet with wax paper. 
Pull away the trimmings* (in 
French, rognures), then lift the 
circles onto the prepared baking 
sheet. Beat the egg up with a 
fork, then brush the tops only. 
taking care not to let any egg 
dribble down the sides or the 
shells won’t puff up. Chill for 20 
to 30 minutes. 

Bake in a preheated 400° oven 
for about 30 minutes. Lift to a 
cake rack to cool. When cool. 
lift off the little “caps” and 
serape out the soft dough careful- 
ly with the point of a small sharp 
knife.

Roll the pdte brisée on a light- 
ly floured cloth about the length 
of the baking sheet, seven inches 
wide. Roll up on the rolling pin 
and unroll on the baking sheet. 
Trim off the edges to make a 
strip 644 by 14 inches. Roll pate 
feuilletée into a strip, about 1414 
inches long, 4% inch thick. Cut 
into two strips. Brush the edge 
of the pdte brisée on both sides 
with cold water, the width of the 
pate feuilletée. Place the two 
strips on either side of the pdte 
brisée. With the back of a knife 
blade make a crosshatch design 
the full length of the pate feuil- 
letée on both sides. Prick the 
pate brisée several times with the 
tines of a fork. Refrigerate for 
20 to 30 minutes. 

Brush the pate feuilletée strips 
only with a beaten egg, taking 
care not to allow the egg to drib- 
ble down the sides or the pastry 
won't puff. Place in a preheated 
400° oven and bake for approxi- 
mately 25 minutes. Cool. 

To finish: Coat the pdte brisée 
part of the strip with a rich layer 
of créme pdatissiere. Arrange the 
fruits, fresh or canned, down the 
full length of the strip in an at- 
tractive design. Brush the fruit 
with whichever glaze, page 118, 
that is suitable. Then trim off the 
ends of the strip evenly. You 
may. if you wish, sprinkle con- 
fectioners sugar on_ the 
strips of pate feuilletée.

Take the chilled pastry from the 
refrigerator and cut in half. Re- 
frigerate one half. Sprinkle the 
pastry cloth lightly with flour and 
roll one half into a_nine-inch 
circle, 44 inch thick. Roll up on 
the rolling pin, then unroll on the 
baking sheet. Refrigerate. 

Roll the second half out the 
same way, then roll up on the 
rolling pin, cover with wax paper, 
and refrigerate while you make 
the filling. 

Place the nuts in the electric 
blender and grate them very fine. 
Beat the butter with an electric 
beater until soft. Stir in the nuts, 
sugar, eggs, and rum thoroughly. 

Take the chilled pastry, on the 
sheet, from the refrigerator. 
Place an eight-inch cake pan, 
bottom side down, in the center 
of the pastry and mark a circle 
with the point of a smail, sharp 
knife. using the pan as a guide. 
Remove the pan and fill the circle 
with the nut mixture, spread- 
ing it evenly almost to the edge. 
Now, with a pastry brush dipped 
in cold water, moisten a band at 
least an inch wide all around the 
outside of the marked circle. 
Take the rolling pin from the re- 
frigerator and unroll the pastry, 
centering it over the filling. With 
your fingers. press the top pastry 
so it will adhere to the bottom. 
Next, invert a 9” cake tin over 
pastry. making sure it is centered. 

Now, with a sharp knife cut 
around the rim of the pan, with 
your knife slightly at a slant so 
top pastry will be somewhat larg- 
er then the bottom. Lift the pan 
off carefully. To make a firm seal. 
take a small paring knife and 
press flat side down all around 
the edge of the pastry. In addi- 
tion, this makes an attractive fin- 
ish. Lift off pastry trimmings; 
wrap and refrigerate (see palm- 
iers and fleurons, below). 

With the point of your small 
knife, held vertically, mark or 
score—don’t cut  through—the 
top pastry in six or eight wedges, 
then make a spider-web design 
between the wedge marks. Beat 
ege yolk with a fork and brush 
pastry with a light coating, taking 
care not to dribble any of the 
mixture on the edge of the pastry 
or the .pastry won’t rise. Refrig- 
erate ten minutes or longer. 

To bake, place in the center of 
a preheated 400° oven and bake 
for 25 minutes. Then dust the 
top of the Pithiviers generously 
with confectioners Turn 


sugar.

the heat to 550° and continue 
baking until the sugar caramel- 
izes and gives the pastry top a 
high glaze. Take care to see the 
sugar doesn’t burn. Lift from the 
baking sheet; cool on a cake rack. 

To taste its best, the Pithiviers 
should be served within three or 
four hours after baking. You do 
not have to refrigerate it. 


Palmiers 


As you work with pdte feuilletée, 
there are always trimmings (rog- 
nures) which can be used to 
make other delicacies—specifical- 
ly, these palmiers and fleurons. 


Puff paste trimmings 
Granulated sugar 


Take whatever trimmings you 
have and make a ball. Sprinkle 
the pastry cloth with granulated 
sugar in place of the usual flour. 
Roll ball in a strip, as long as 
possible, ten inches wide and 4 
inch thick. \ 

Now make a mark to determine 
the center of the strip. Fold each 
long side inward into thirds. The 
two sides should meet exactly in 
the center. Then fold the two long 
halves together to make a com- 
pact six-layer roll. Coat with ad- 
ditional sugar. Wrap in wax pa- 
per and chill 20 to 30 minutes. 

To bake, cut the roll into 14- 
inch slices and place well apart 
on an ungreased baking sheet. 
Open the folds of each palmier 
a little with the point of a small 
knife. Bake in a preheated 400° 
oven for ten minutes. Turn with 
a spatula and bake only long 
enough for the palmiers to brown 
lightly—at most three to four 
minutes. Keep a sharp eye out 
because the sugar burns very eas- 
ily and sometimes more quickly 
than you would believe. Lift from 
the baking sheet to cake racks 
to cool. 


Fleurons 


Puff paste trimmings 
1 egg yolk 


Make the trimmings into a ball. 
Sprinkle the pastry cloth lightly 
with flour. Roll the pastry 14 inch 
thick. Cut into shapes such as 
crescents or even plain little 
rounds (done with the smallest 
cookie cutter). Brush tops lightly 
with the egg yolk whipped with 
1 tablespoon cold water, taking 
care to see liquid does not drip 
down the sides or they won't puff.

The Host’s Corner 


How to mate 
food and spirits 


For the purposes of cooking, fol- 
low the French lead: think of 
spirits as condiments. It is said 
that when a French chef is at a 
loss for something new, he'll toss 
a little brandy and a few shallots 
into the kettle. give the old dish a 
ritzy name, and voila—a creation! 

Brandy is a staple of French 
haute cuisine, and such bold, free- 
wheeling attitudes are natural 
there. Don’t attempt to follow suit 
immediately. In time you'll de- 
velop a personal reference library 
of tastes and be able to handle 
spirits with similar aplomb. Mean- 
while, here are enough specific 
applications, culled from many 
kitchens, to start you in the right 
direction. 


Brandy 


Brandy mates well with coffee. 
After sipping a café noir, the peo- 
ple of la Charente splash a little 
Cognac into the drained cup. The 
lingering coffee aroma mingles 
pleasantly with the Cognac. 

As you'd expect, brandy and 
fresh grapes complement each 
other. Crosscut the bottom of seed- 
less green grapes and marinate in 
brandy for a half hour. Spear with 
picks and dip in confectioners 
sugar for an ingratiating nibble. 
(When the grapes are gone, sip 
the nectarous liquor. ) 

In Gascony, home of both mus- 
keteer d’Artagnan and Armagnac, 
prunes achieve nobility by steep- 
ing in the native brandy for a week 
or so. A Las Vegas restaurant 
spikes its pancake syrup with 
brandy. A treat for late Sunday 
breakfast! 

La Quetsch, a Parisian delica- 
tessen, soaks Camembert in Co- 
gnac, then sprinkles with walnut 
meats. Thrifty French housewives 
crumbles of Roquefort 
cheese into small crocks and moist- 
en with brandy, transforming 
fromage perdu into a delicious 


sweep 


spread—for crackers, melba 
rounds, toasted bread. Add Cognac 
to diced candied fruits and stir 
into puddings, cakes; sauce over 
ice cream. 


Bourbon 


Bourbon displays its fondness for 
chocolate in mousse au chocolat 
and in chocolate topping for ice 
cream. Grated bitter chocolate and 
a dollop of Bourbon in chili con 
carne is really something else. 
Add a zip to salted (unsweet- 
ened) whipped cream with Bour- 










































bon, then adorn tomato soup wit} 
it. Stir a little Bourbon into beas 
soup, barbecue sauce, and groun 
beef for burgers. 

Bourbon and peaches in an 
form is a marriage made in heay 
en. Sprinkle peach halves wil 
brown sugar and Bourbon. Dal 
with butter, and broil. Serums 
tious garnish! Split four or fiv 
vanilla beans and steep in a pir 
of Bourbon or brandy. After se 
eral weeks you'll have homemad 
vanilla extract with an extra flav 
dimension. 


Fruit brandies 


Fruit brandies are cozy matche 
with fruits from which  they’y 
made, but don’t hesitate to mi 
with other fruits. Kirsch and pin | 
apple—a byword, almost like hall 
and eggs. Kirsch and strawberrid 
or apricots, or framboise and ras | 
berries are equally good. Sprink 
with sugar. 

A little sweetening makes fru 
brandies bloom. Gourmandais¢ 
the dessert cheese, comes pe 
fumed with kirsch. Take the oby 
ous cue and cream Gruyere wit 
kirsch or Calvados. Don’t forg@ 
the kirsch in duckling Montmo 
ency and Swiss fondue. 

Americanize French onion souj 
with a soupeon of applejack. On 
of Manhattan’s finer restauran 
serves a vivacious apple sorbé 
made with Calvados. Similarly, 
modest dashing of pear brand 
vitalizes lemon sherbet. 


Rum 


A light splash of rum, no mor 
accents sautéed mushrooms an 
revives canned cream of mushrool 
soup. Rum befriends chocolat 
coffee, pineapple, lemon, and lim, 
Marinate pineapple in rum, the 
dip in batter and deep-fry. N 
rum? Applejack will do han 
somely.

Make up your own minted 
nears by marinating in créme de 
nenthe: serve with lamb—a cun-

Orange liqueur is engagingly 
versatile. [It goes with just about 
sverything—dessert omelets and 
soufHlés, carrois, sherbeis. pork. 
duck, chicken. Tip: When using 
liqueurs with meat, poultry, or 
fish, you may want to cut the 
sweetness with lemon juice, 
brandy, or whiskey. 

Lashings of anesone in coffee 
is a Roman tradition. One coffee 
emporium in New York’s Italian 
-ommunity takes the logical next 
step. They soak the beans in an 
inise liqueur prior to grinding. 

More conventionally, moisten 
the rim of a coffee cup with ani- 
sette, then swirl in sugar. Sip the 
coffee through a licorice bouquet. 
Double your pleasure—cofiee li- 
queur in coffee. Drop sugar crys- 
tals remaining in a bottle of Fior 
d’Alpi into coffee. 


Bastings 


Spirits combined with butter and 
other seasonings make inspired 
bastes. Open with gin. parsley, and 
butter on sole; curacao, lemon 
juice. and butter on chicken; 
Bourbon and butter on lamb. 
Preservings 
In a prerefrigerator era, spirits 
did double duty as preservatives. 
Restaurant chefs today store fresh 
truffles in brandy—to preserve and 
to flavor. Plantation cooks swathed 
fruiteakes in Bourbon-saturated 
cheesecloth to similar ends. Heavy 
paper soaked in whiskey, rum, or 
gin was used as a cover to keep 
jelly free of mould. 

An old recipe for preserved 
muskmelons concludes with this 


admonition, “Keep covered tight, 
in a cool place, with a paper wet 
in brandy or proof spirit on them.” 
Sull a good trick. Try it instead 
of paraffin. 


Rules of the road 


Essentially, cooking with 
spirits amounts to cooking away 
the alcohol. Liquor, like vanilia 
extract, loses its alcohol and most 
of its bite when boiled. leaving the 
good smells and tastes that stimu- 
late only the appetite. 


Allow enough cooking time 
for the alcohol to evaporate. A 
tablespoon of whiskey in a skillet, 
over a hot burner. needs only a 
moment or two. Ten minutes 
should be sufficient in most cir- 
cumstances. Be especially careful 
to burn off all the alcohol when 
flaming just before serving. Allow 
the fire to burn out naturally. 
When feasible. simmer a minute 
or two after flames have died. 


There are times when the 
bitter undertone of alcohol is wel- 
come to cut the sweetness. as when 
using fruit brandies with desserts. 
But be wary when alcohol isn't 
cooked or flamed away. especially 
with high-proof spirits like the 
fruit brandies. A little goes a long 
way. 


4. Generally. robust. full-bod- 


ied spirits are best in hearty, well- 
seasoned fare, and lighter-bodied 
types in delicate dishes. 

5. Classic recipes often call for 
both wine and brandy. Some chefs 
add brandy to wine dishes even 
when not classically correct. With 
wines maturing younger and food 
cooking faster, they feel the need 
for brandy’s body and fullness 
to support today’s lighter wines. 
Framboise in a white-wine sauce, 
incidentally, is one to remember. 

6. Working chefs use spirits to 
deglaze a pan in which meat or 
fish has been sautéed. The liquor 
loosens the browned, flavorful bits 
adhering to the pan. As the al- 
cohol evaporates, the flavor es- 
sence of the spirit combines with 
the flavors in the pan. enriching 
the juices. If you don’t care to 
make a complicated sauce. just 
swirl the spirit—brandy, bourbon, 
gin—with the pan juices, and use 
as a natural gravy. Dandy. 

7. To bring up the aroma of a 
particular spirit, brush it fleeting- 
ly over a roast, broil, or cake as

it leaves the oven. This is com- 
parable to the baker’s trick of 
brushing warm cake with the ex- 
pensive spread for a buttery halo. 

8. When blending spirits with 
whole eggs or yolks, trickle in very 
slowly. Too rapid addition of spir- 
its to eggs tends to coagulate 
(scramble) the eggs. 

9. In hot soufflés, liquor helps 
to achieve a lighter, higher, har- 
dier result. Heated alcohol stimu- 
lates egg and cream-sauce mix- 
tures to puff and expand. 


10. Too much liquor will delay 
or even prevent ice cream or other 
frozen desserts from freezing, 
since alcohol lowers the freezing 
point of a mixture. 


11. Granulated sugar does not 
dissolve readily in liquor. When 
you want to combine sugar with 
liquor, first make up a simple 
syrup by combining a cup of sugar 
with a cup of water and heating 
until the sugar dissolves. 


12. As with any condiment, 
moderation is the key to success- 
ful spirit cookery. The flavor 
should highlight, rather than dom- 
inate. If the liquor flavor is quickly

Indoors, too, temperatures have their effects. The gentle 
heat of bath water or of fresh-from-the-bath skin brings out 
the best in a “warm” fragrance, as contrasted with a “green” 
one, in bath oil, in body spray, according to Mr. Granitz. 
“Warm” and “green” are two of the not-very-many tags for 
various kinds of fragrance. Strange that the basic vocabulary 
in this fascinating field is so limited. Floral, spicy, mossy, fruity, 
musky—these identify, in a general way, dominant impres- 
sions. Oriental and bouquet imply complex interlacings. From 
there out it’s off and away with emotion-laden words, from al- 
luring to zestful, that suggest the soul of a scent rather than 
what it’s made of. Fair enough, since it is chosen for the feel- 
ing it arouses, never mind about the secret formula responsible. 
Confirming this, Mala Rubinstein, who, at Helena Rubinstein. 
is following in her famous aunt’s footsteps, says that the pri- 
mary role of fragrance is “to lift everyone’s spirits. beginning 
with one’s own.” The means? Perfume, of course. “No woman 
should be without it.” And, too, its lighter summery versions, 
cologne, eau de toilette: the ever-increasing group of pleasures- 
with-a-purpose, such as emollients to counteract the dryness due 
to overheated rooms or too much sun exposure: finally, creamy 
soaps that scent as they cleanse. Miss Rubinstein herself even 
uses a delicious fine soap just to wash out a pair of nylons. 


How to choose between scents 


But how to choose which fragrances? The effect of all scents 
meant for skin contact depends to a degree on the wearer's 
chemistry. It is the interaction of formula and flesh that ac- 
counts for the same fragrance smelling different on different 
people. Only by experiment can one discover what is most re- 
warding on one’s own skin. 

How much fragrance to use is another puzzler. Charles Rev- 
son, chairman of the board of Revlon, thinks‘ many women 
employ scent too sparingly. Freshly applied fragrance sur- 
rounds one with such a delicious aura that it seems, at the mo- 
ment, enough, though perhaps it isn’t. “The intent to smell.” 
as he phrases it, should be carried out. The greater the wearer’s 
sensitivity—in every way, to color, sound, touch, too—the more 
likely she is to use, instinctively, the right amount for her. 

“Perfume is personal,” says Paddy Davies, Lentheric’s chair- 
man of the board. “Fragrance is perhaps the only thing manu- 
factured by man that expresses a variety of emotions. A beau- 
tiful fragrance and the reception of it create a communication 
between people. It is the language of emotion.” ®

Fiber glass shows its strength 


Just how tough is fiber-glass-re- 
inforced plastic? Tough enough, 
at least, to make boats, bathtubs, 
sports cars, awnings, lawn furni- 
ture and cabanas. But not long 
ago a demolition crew at Disney- 
land in Anaheim, California got 
a surprising—and frustrating— 
taste of fiber-glass strength. 

With plans under way to up- 
date Tomorrowland, park officials 
decided to remove the Home of 
the Future, Monsanto Company’s 
ten-year-old experimental house 
built with an Owens-Corning Fi- 
berglas-reinforced plastic shell. 
The demolition men estimated it 
would take a day to fell the house. 
Instead, the crew spent two weeks 
tearing it down. 

A crane-operated, 3,000-pound 
steel wrecking ball, designed to 
pulverize brick and masonry, sim- 
ply bounced off the wall. With 
heavier equipment, the crew man- 
aged to tear the shell from its 
foundation, snapping 
half-inch steel anchor bolts but 
leaving the plastic untouched. Fi- 
nally, choker cables literally 
squeezed the larger reinforced 
plastic modules into pieces small 
enough to be hauled away by 
truck. 

The home was designed origi- 
nally by Hamilton and Goody of 
Cambridge, Massachusetts, and 
built by Monsanto with 16 plastic 
modules cantilevered from a cen- 
tral utility core.

Is a porterhouse the same as a T-bone steak? 


It’s like this: both come from what is known, commercially, 
as the short loin of beef. Porterhouse, considered by many 
the best of all steaks, cut from the large end of the short 
loin, includes 2 generous piece of the tenderloin; strip, or 
boneless loin (also known as New York cut in the West but 
not in New York) is a porterhouse with the tenderloin re- 
moved; T-bone, with a smaller amount of tenderloin. also cut 
from the short loin; shell steak, a T-bone or porterhouse with 
the tenderloin removed; the fifth steak from this section, 
called a club or Delmonico (boneless club), has no ten- 
derloin. But note that in some areas rib steaks, from the 
same section as the standing rib roast, are often sold as club 
steaks. All these steaks can be broiled or sautéed (also called 
pan-fried and pan-broiled). 


What is a filet mignon? 


First of all, let’s discuss the tenderloin. The least-used muscle 
in the animal and therefore the most tender (some say the 
least flavorful, too) begins in the sirloin and ends at the ib 
end of the short loin (see above). It is from the tenderloin, 
also called fillet of beef, that we get the following “steak” 
cuts: Chateaubriand, a double tenderloin, cut out of the cen- 
ter or thick end, usually served to two; petit filet, tournedos, 
and filet mignon, the latter coming from the tip or smallest 
end. Other than the chateaubriand, which is cut two inches 
thick, they are all cut about one inch thick and all are cooked 
the same way—either sautéed or broiled, usually served with 
a sauce. The tenderloin, larded, or barded, with fat, can 
be roasted at a high temperature. Currently one of the 
most popular recipes is Boeuf Wellington, the fillet of beef 
coated with foie-gras or duxelles, wrapped in pastry, then 
baked. Customarily served with Sauce Périgueux (Madeira 
and truffles). An overrated dish that belongs in the profes- 
sional kitchen, in our opinion. 


What are the winter pears? 


They are in the market now and will be through June: the 
chunky Anjou, green or greenish yellow; the Bosco, wich ihe 
long, tapering neck, green or brown to golden russet; and 
the Comice, famous for its great size and beauty, greenish 
yellow to yellow with red splashings. Note, if the pears are 
to be cooked, they should be very firm. Always peel pears to 
eat out of hand to savor them at their most delicious, and 
preferably serve at room temperature. 


How do you ripen winter pears? 


The pear experts recommend buying firm pears and ripen- 
ing them at home. Keep the pears in a bowl at room temper- 
ature until the flesh yields to gentle pressure in the palm of 
your hand. You'll note that pears, whatever the color or 
variety, begin to ripen at the stem end, and it usually takes 
from three to five days for them to reach just the right stage 
of ripeness to eat out of hand. After they are fully ripe, store 
in the refrigerator. Never refrigerate unripened pears. In 
some food stores you may find “conditioned” pears, which 
simply means they are ready for immediate use. Note: Pears 
should never be frozen.

Décor and the psyche 


House Beautiful asked a leading psychiatrist 
to trace the effects of interior design on personality 


Will a child raised in a sunny 
room develop a sunny disposi- 
tion? Will a melancholy man im- 
merse himself in brown and black 
surroundings to match his mood? 
Such questions have never been 
researched, and as a result there 
is no valid scientific answer to ei- 
ther of them. But any imaginative 
behavioral scientist can combine 
his in-depth knowledge of human 
personality with his everyday 
knowledge of color and style to 
make reasonable. if theoretical, 
responses to these and related 
questions. 

We know that psychological 
needs change as we grow older 
and that external events make an 
impact on individuals which al- 
ter their mood and consequently 
their response to the shapes and 
colors which are part of their en- 
vironment. Just as dreamy senti- 
mental music appeals to the 
young person in love while noisy 
dissonant tones irritate him, so 
the strident colors of pop art dis- 
comfort an adult in sorrow who 
would feel much more at ease in 
the presence of stained-glass 
paintings of more sombre hue. 
Both these individuals under oth- 
er circumstances might have pre- 
ferred almost directly opposite 
sounds and sights. No one is truly 
permanently fixed in his taste. 


Age and circumstance change 
likes and dislikes in even the

It is known that an infant is 
frightened by bright light or loud 
noise.

His room needs to be 
filled with light so that he can_ 
see the world that lies outside, 
and he should have chairs and 
tables he is able to move about 
by himself. He should not be over- 
whelmed by what he sees around 
him but given a feeling of being 
able to make choices and_ try 
things out by himself. Of course, 
this often includes painting on or 
picking off wallpaper as well as 
sticking fingers into base plugs, 
and such contingencies should be 
planned for. 

About the age of four, it be- 
comes important to encourage ini- 
tiative. More planning about dec- 
orating the room should be left 
to the child, particularly if the

With a 36-inch rotary 
cutting unit on a garden tractor 
that has hydrostatic drive you can 
mow a_ 100-foot-by-100-foot lawn 
in 40 minutes. 

Riding mowers and_ tractors 
also have a fun element not unlike 
that of owning a sports car. There 
is styling to consider, along with 
horsepower, automatic transmis- 
sion, and dress-up accessories. 

Electrie starters and automatic 


choking have moved these ma- y 
chines into a class with the fam- / 


ily automobile—you expect them 
to start every time. Other conven- 
ience factors include easy height 
adjustments, better grass-catching 
devices, simpler controls. easier 
cleaning systems, and the avail- 
ability of more horsepower with- 
out increased weight.

How to care 
tor paintings 


A word to the wise art owner: 


what to do and what not to do 


Good intentions, misinformation, 
and home remedies are the sworn 
enemies of paintings. Soap and 
water, breadcrumbs, oil rub- 
downs, and touches of varnish are 
deadly and should not be at- 
tempted without expert advice. 
Pay no attention to neighbors’ 
and friends’ suggestions unless 
they happen to be restorers. 

If you are already a proud 
or intend to be, it is 
wise to develop a hands-off policy 
until you have a proper diagnosis. 
A painting in extremely poor con- 
dition is not worth costly restora- 
tion. Unless you own a_ work 
equivalent in value to a museum 
masterpiece, you would be better 
off putting the money toward a 
less dilapidated work of art. It 
takes a great deal of time to re- 
juvenate a painting that is falling 
off its canvas.

Caveat emptor 


Before you part with your cash 
for a painting you really covet, 
examine it carefully. If it appears 
to be in bad shape, consult a reli- 
able restoration studio before 
making your decision. Or, if you 
are on the prowl at auctions and 
galleries, talk first to your friend- 
ly neighborhood restorer. He will 
give you valuable information to 
use as a guide in buying, and 
also an idea of the costs of cer- 
tain repairs. Your local museum 
or art center can help to recom- 
mend a conservation studio. 

For the paintings you already 
have, we urge gentle treatment. 
Handle them carefully; don’t 
move them around unnecessarily.

the peacock 





About great houses of England, venerable dwellings trailing 
clouds of glory—still very much alive because they 
are lived in. A report on a study course during which 


they open their doors and share their treasures 


By FERRIS MEGARITY 


For three weeks last July I awoke every morning to the cry of the 
peacock, that most raucous, most imperious of birds, and an omni- 
present symbol of grandeur on England’s stateliest lawns. There was 
a vast Edwardian bathtub for the matutinal soak, and next to it an 
uncurtained window providing a view of deer park, grazing cattle, and 
misty morning countryside. How easy to imagine myself the lord of 
the manor, surveying his demesne—until the splashings in the next 
bathing compartment reminded me who I really was. 

I was a student, one of about 40, living in semicommunal, boarding- 
school style in an eighteenth-century mansion called Attingham, in 
Shropshire. The occasion, the inimitable study course conducted each 
year by Britain’s National Trust Summer School for a limited number 
of those seriously interested in English architecture and the English 
Country House. This is a priceless opportunity to visit and study up- 
wards of 30 great houses in rural England, to talk with their owners. 
and to experience their architecture and furnishings as they were in- 
tended to be enjoyed—within the context of daily living. To take tea 
under an Angelica Kauffmann ceiling, to sit in a William Kent chair. 
to examine a piece of Augustus Rex Meissen with one’s own hands is 
to feel the reality of the precious past as it can never quite come across 
in an impersonal unlived-in museum. 

The course is a movable feast, appropriately headquartering near 
Shrewsbury in neoclassical Attingham Park, home of Lady Berwick. 
whose husband bequeathed the house and its estate to the National 
Trust. Here, in rooms designed by George Steeuart in 1785 or in the 
1805 picture gallery by John Nash, the knowledgeable faculty of the 
Shropshire Adult College lectured us each morning on the houses we 
were to visit. Then off we would go by bus, into Derbyshire, Yorkshire, 
even into Wales, for a first-hand acquaintance with stately homes, their 
standards flying to indicate owners in residence. 

Ours was a varied design menu, from the medievalism of Stokesay 
Castle, the oldest fortified house in Britain, to the Palladian clarity 
of Kedleston Hall, where Robert Adam left his classic mark on alabas- 
ter pillars, furniture, and hardware. Each day we were there brought 
its own adventure. We might, as we did at Elizabethan Ludstone Hall, 
enjoy a picnic lunch with the owners. (Continued on page 188)

ROOMS 
WITH THE POWER 
TO ENCHANT 


By ALICE S. MORRIS 


The power of rooms to cast a spell on us, or a pall, 
to arouse intimations of felicity or doom is an as- 
pect of living that has been written about, painted 
about, and directly observed by us all. The more 
aware we are, the more clearly do rooms and the 
objects in them speak to our very souls. And these 
messages from the interior tell us, profoundly, where 
we are. 

All rooms, in fact, that sincerely reflect the visions, 
convictions, and even hang-ups of its inhabitants have 
the power to alert and move us. This Regency desk; 
these white tambour curtains against pale-blue walls; 
the Early American portrait of a young girl (her 
frock white as the curtains, her sash a deeper blue 
than the walls), framed in faded gold; this antique 
copper pitcher, randomly worn through to a silver 
sheen and holding small pink roses—the confluence 
of these objects and colors confront us with a secular 
faith, a reigning spirit, a life style to which we in- 


stinctively respond whether or not the style is our own.

Thus, we find ourselves equally, if differently, 
drawn to rooms quite disparate in tone: One is cozy 
and cluttered, with magazines on the floor by the 
couch and walls blotted out by prints and paintings; 
another, a paean to elegance in the refinement and 
luxury of its appointments; and still another, a cool 
abstraction expressed in a modern idiom of pristine 
space, clear colors, low-lying furniture, and a kind of 
perfectionist ordering of spareness. 

Moreover, a room’s power to affect us is indepen- 
dent of the circumstances by which it came into being. 
It can have evolved slowly over many lifetimes of ac- 
cumulation, discardings, rearrangement, and change, 
like the English farm kitchen that was described by 
D.H. Lawrence: 


good-sized, low room that through long course of years 
had become absolutely a home. The great beams of the 
ceiling bowed easily. The chimney seat had a bit of dark-green 
curtain. and under the high mantelpiece was another low 
shelf that the men could reach with their hands as they sat 
in the inglenook.

My husband has often remarked with satisfaction that 
five generations of his family have lived at Jacnor 
Farm. For me the phrase has little meaning, as the 
twenty years I have spent here have passed as im- 
perceptibly as one long summer's day. 

Although time has been suppressed, space has been 
deepened and these few acres have piled up layers of 
living that memory, a somewhat inaccurate archeolo- 
gist, is empowered to excavate. The entrance to Jacnor 
Farm (named for Jacob and Nora. 
grandparents, who built it), is only one hour from 
New York City in suburban Westchester County, but 
the maple-lined driveway cuts through open fields,

wild with tall grasses in summer and etched in gray 
in winter. And our large poodle bounding across the 
meadows, his tail high as a periscope, often flushes 
a pheasant or follows the scent of a deer whose lovely 
flanks you glimpse as he vanishes into the woods. 
My son’s house rises smooth and white from a clear- 
ing. It is at once contemporary and romantic—clean, 
bold, turreted, and steep, yet candidly open to a carpet 
of grass and spaced trees beneath which one expects 
to see a unicorn appear, as in the medieval tapestries 
at The Cloisters. This shining building houses a new

family: father, mother, baby;

house to ours is a low stone bridge spanning a small 
brook, hidden but audible after heavy summer rains 
or when the snow melts suddenly under a surprising 
winter sun. Willows bend their feathery grace in the 
direction of the subtle sound of the water, vainly try- 
ing to find their reflections in the meager stream. Since 
my first view of them, the willows have been thinned 
out by time and occasional severe ice storms. But the 
remaining ones suggest those gone and are, along with 
the stone bridge, what they were: the slightly Oriental 
trademark of Jacnor Farm.

“Granny,” the matriarch, which now belongs to us) 
are the same today, yet different. In their comfortable 
turn-of-the-century, vaguely Swiss-chalet forms, I do 
not find the houses I first saw on the day I became 
engaged.

he impact of a musical composition 
epends on where it is intended to 


be performed, and on our bodily state 
when we hear it. But obviously a good 
frame of mind is required for the 
attention of “right” listening. So is a 
good frame of sight. To listen well we 
must be in familiar surroundings, so that 
visual novelty will not distract us 

into merely hearing. Hearing can mean 
to let music go in one ear and out the 
other, while listening lets music 

go in both ears and stay. A virtue of 
the musicale in former times 

was its encouragement of listening. 


The musicale has never thrived in our 
practical land. Even in France. after 

a long red- (I mean blue-) blooded 
activity. the salon now has died of 
anemia. The final transfusions were 
offered by a beautiful widow, the 
Comtesse Jean de Polignac. née 
Marie-Blanche Lanvin and nominal head 
of the Lanvin maison de couture. Twelve 
regulars gathered weekly in her dining 
room where, beneath a fresco created by 
Bérard to suit the countess’s coloring. 
they would consume breasts of guinea 
hen, pure gold lemon soufflés, and 
champagne from the Polignac vineyards. 
They then adjourned to a grand upstairs 
parlor where more guests would arrive, 
and there followed three hours of 
musicalizing: sometimes Auric and 
Février rambling through Chabrier at 
the two huge Pleyels, sometimes Poulenc 
accompanying his own nasal wail in the 
premiere of a recent cycle, perhaps 
Marie-Blanche herself informally singing 
Monteverdi with her friend Nadia 
Boulanger, or more formal recitals by 
eminent soloists or composers who 
happened to be passing through Paris— 
Rubinstein. say, or Aaron Copland. Thus 
were all Sundays until Madame de 
Polignac’s death in 1957, Sundays of 
dedication among friends. 

Sundays of music in the home. 

But such a home! My first visit there 
rendered me tone-deaf. The wall of that 
upstairs parlor happened to be covered 
with Vuillards, the floor with velours. 
the 20-foot couches with satin, 
the ashtrays with pearl, the air with 
Arpege, and the hostess with a 
never-the-same Lanvin creation of 
apple-green chiffon or fairytale 
organdy, all this garnished 
(between numbers) with that theatrically 
succinct résumé of which French is made, 
be it Sartre’s or Suzy Solidor’s. 

Is this any way to hear music? Yes, 
once the grave young U.S. composer that 
| was had grown accustomed to luxury 
as “tone” rather than as vice. 
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The rich American living room is 
remarkable for functional spic-and- 
spanness, for expensive necessities, 
the owners feeling a bit guilty about 
beauty for its own sake. Wealthy 
European counterparts, though the 
ceiling may need drastic repairs, will 
glow with be-rubied objets dart serving 
no other purpose than to be looked at. 
My first evening chez Marie-Blanche | 
heard. Not until my third could I listen. 
One Sunday a particularly large 
gathering had been invited. This time we 
repaired for our music to a bigger 
hall that I had never seen. The hall was 
hung with Renoirs and permeated by 
gigantic bouquets of tuberoses which, 
mixed with the diamond guests, 
obliged me, as a listener, to begin again 
from scratch. The evening’s mixed media 
were an unconscious, if classier, preview 
of our East Village’s Electric Circus. 
Being a subtler mechanism than the 
eye, the ear is crushed by new environ- 
ments. From the premiére of a new 
ballet, albeit one by Stravinsky and 
Balanchine, it is sights more than 
sounds we bring home. 


When in 1965 a work of mine was played 
at the White House (how clean the rooms 
were there!) during that now-notorious 
Festival of the Arts, nobody including 
myself listened to my music: The 
physical circumstances were just too 
special. Yet we all remember whom we 
saw. If I was offended by the audience's 
inattention, why not, by the same 
token, be offended by my own? 

“Right” listening? What, after all. 
is the right way? Any way, I suppose. 
if it gives some sort of pleasure. 

Once | expressed indignation on 
learning that a painter friend worked 
while his phonograph played master- 
pieces. The composer in me was outraged 
—the composer who felt his every note 
merits an undivided sequence of 
responses from all hearers. and whose 
definition of masterpiece was rigid. Yet 
that painter had a larger whistling 
acquaintance than I with the overall 
opera repertory, and he loved, he needed 
music in his way. How should I judge. 
I who orchestrate with the radio on? 

In any case a good artist—even a 
bad one—knows how to blank out. 


Since it comes from within, the 
spirit’s light is blinded by the light 
of the world. Four bare walls provide 
the best studio. 
“T like a view.” said Gertrude 
Stein, “but I (Continued on page 134)

Light can disturb, or it can soothe. It can 
depress the spirit, or it can elate. It is as 
important to mood as any other single 
factor in our environment. Without light, 
great architecture is meaningless: art is 
nothing. 

With the wrong light, great architecture 
turns bland; fine furnishings become pe- 
destrian. But developed with skill by a 
talented designer, light—more precisely, 
the effect of light—is as vital to the beauty 
of our surroundings as the skillful ar- 
rangement of spaces or the sophisticated 
choice of furnishings. 

Man has always sought to light his 
home: with flaming vine brands, candles, 
oil lamps, gas jets; and then, Edison’s 
incandescent bulb, a discovery as influen- 
tial on our lives as the internal combus- 
tion engine, ‘ 

Light in a home is to see by, and to be 
seen by. And today, light is to be seen: 
a warm glow from a frosted globe on the 
floor; a kinetic light sculpture; projection 
of whole scenes on a wall. And more 
surprises, as you'll see below. 

But what kind of light? Light can be 
dull and flat when handled badly. or it 
can be moody and marvelous, as it is in 
the lower photograph at left, and the scene 
at the far right. 

How do you live? That has a bearing 
on the way light should be planned for 
your home. Where do you live: a house or 
an apartment? This will make a differ- 
ence—not in the quality of light in your 
home, but in the way equipment is in- 
stalled. And what do you own that requires 
special lighting? A sculpture? Painting? 
Tapestry? ‘All have an effect. And there 
is more. 

To discover just what’s happening in 
the awakening art/science of lighting de- 
sign, we interviewed some of the. still 
small, though growing number of lighting 
designers in (Continued overleaf)

this country. They are the vanguard of 
what may one day be a group as struc- 
tured as the architects and interior deco- 
rators are now. We talked first to Sylvan 
R. Shemitz, Sylvan R. Shemitz and Asso- 
ciates, West Haven, Connecticut. Mr. 
Shemitz is considered by many in the 
lighting field to be among the top two or 
three designers today. Here is what tran- 
spired: 


House Beautiful: Is there truly an emo- 
tional quality to light? 

Shemitz: Positively. Why do you think 
the lighting is low-key in a smart restau- 
rant? To keep you there. Make you com- 
fortable. Just as a coffee shop is brightly 


lit to make you eat and move on so the 
next customer can be seated. 

Let me tell you a story about the light- 
ing in my own house. The equipment in 
our living room is all on dimmers. and 
one evening, a couple—very close friends 
—were visiting. It was after dinner, and 
we were sitting and talking in the living 
room. Our lights were dimmed down, and 
most comfortable. For the fun of it. I 
called aside the husband. and said. “UII 
bet I can make your wife get up and say 
she wants to go home, and then change her 
mind.” My friend told me it was impossi- 
ble. I said. “Watch.” Then very slowly I 
began turning up the lights, until the in- 
tensity was high, and the color of the light 
was cool and white. Sure enough, his wife 
got up and said she thought it was about 
time to go. Her husband and my wife kept 
her in conversation for a while. during 
which time I slowly dimmed down the 
lights again, and as the intensity grew 
lower, the lights turned toward the deep 
yellows and reds—warm colors. As if on 
cue, his wife sat down. once more and 
forgot all about leaving. So help me. it 
happened.

for private residences become apparent? 
Shemitz: About 22 years ago. Lighting 
before that was pretty mundane. You were 
lucky if you had a center fixture in a 
room. At that time, downlighting—or 
architectural lighting of any kind—was in 
its infancy. The first gains were made ih 
commercial work: strip lights, theatrical 
spots. and so on. Then these techniques 
were applied to residential lighting. 
House Beautiful: What do you have to 
know about a client before you can design 
his lighting? 

Shemitz: | must understand how he’s 
going to use the house. What are the fam- 
ily’s living habits? Where do they like to 
spend an evening? How do they picture 
the furniture arrangement? 

House Beautiful: Do you work directly 
with the client? 

Shemitz: Yes, when an owner comes right 
to me and there’s no architect on the job. 
But ordinarily I work through the archi- 
tect, from whom I get most of my assign- 
ments. And by the way, I want to serve 
the architect—not just the owners. 
House Beautiful: But wouldn’t you still 
want to talk to the owners? 

Shemitz: Oh, yes. I always prefer to meet 
the owners, to develop a sense of the way 
they will live and react to their house. 
House Beautiful: Let’s take an imaginary 
trip through the house and learn what 
planned lighting can achieve. Suppose we 
start in the living areas. 

Shemitz: This is going to be a space for 
many activities: a gathering of the family 
during holidays: a place to sit and read; 
a hall for playing piano or strumming 
guitar; a center for entertaining—prob- 
ably at two age levels. The room should 
reflect in its lighting the many changing 
moods called for by these activities. The 
key—perhaps here more than in any other 
room—is flexibility, change, the ability to 
choose an atmosphere that suits the activ- 
ity. Artfully installed, lighting can create 
all these moods. 

House Beautiful: What you're referring to 
is built-in lighting, of course. How is 
flexibility achieved? 

Shemitz: This has to mean a considerable

Bring up to a boil, 
reduce heat to simmer. cover the top of 
the kettle with a round of wax paper or 
foil, add the lid. and simmer until the 
meat can be pierced easily with a fork. 
Somewhat longer than an hour. Do not 
overcook or the meat will be stringy. 
Place in the refrigerator immediately, 
and cool in the stock overnight. 

The following day, remove the meat 
from the broth. wrap securely in Saran 
or foil, and refrigerate. 


Lift off any fat on the surface of the 
broth; then place over a high heat, 
bring to a rolling boil, and cook down 
until you have about 3 cups left. Strain. 
Discard all the vegetables. Cool. 

To make the sauce, place 11% cups of 
the mayonnaise in a generous bowl. 
Gradually beat in enough of the cooled, 
strained broth with a wire whisk until 
you have a smooth sauce somewhat 
thicker than heavy cream. Add more 
mayonnaise or more broth, if necessary, 
to bring it to the right consistency. Stir 
in the lemon juice and taste for season- 
ing. At this point, taste for salt. 

To serve, mound cold, cooked rice 
mixed with lots of minced parsley 
sprigs on a large, handsome platter. 
Slice the meat very, very thin and ar- 
range, overlapping, down the center of 
the mound, leaving a ring of the pars- 
ley rice all around. Spoon some of the 
sauce over the meat only: sprinkle with 
well-drained capers. Serve remaining 
sauce on the side with additional capers. 
Serves 12 to 15 generously. 

Serve with tomatoes sliced very thin.

Peel and core the apples, then 
cut into rather small cubes. 
Place in a bowl, add the lemon 
juice, and mix thoroughly so the 
apple is well coated. Sprinkle 
the veal with salt and pepper. 
then flour. Shake off any excess. 

Heat the butter and oil in a 
large, heavy skillet. When hot, 
add the veal, a few pieces at a 
time. and sauté until lightly 
browned on both sides. Approxi- 
mately 5 minutes on each side. 
As the veal is cooked. set aside. 

Add the apples, juice, and Cal- 
vados to the pan. Scrape up all 
the encrustations on the pan and 
cook over moderate heat. stirring 
frequently, for about 4 minutes. 
Add the cream and_ continue 
cooking until the mixture has 
turned to a delicious ivory color. 

Reduce the heat and cook, stir- 
ring frequently. until the cream 
has reduced to about half and the 
sauce coats a spoon. Taste for 
salt) You will probably need 
about 144 teaspoon. Return the 
pieces of veal to the pan just 
long enough to make’ them 
piping hot. Further cooking will 
toughen the meat. 


Arrange the veal attractively 
on a heated platter and spoon the 
sauce over all. Serves 6. Serve 
with Endive Meuniére (endive 
with beurre noisettes mixed with 
minced parsley and lemon juice) 
on separate heated plates.

HOUSE BEAUTIFU 


In search of tequila 


After leave Guadalajara, 
heading west in Mexico’s state of 
Jalisco. start sniffing. You’ll soon 
fragrance in the 
hot Mexican breeze. If the wind 
is in the right direction, you’re 
approaching Tequila, the pueblo 
that has lent its name to 
fastest-growing drink. 

Tequila is an unprepossessing 
town of about 23,000, with no less 
than 28 distilleries for the pro- 
duction of tequila—and nothing 
else. Everyone in town, except 
the police and perhaps the tele- 
phone girls and the schoolteach- 
ers, work in tequila. 

Most Americans have become 
acquainted with tequila by meet- 
ing Margarita, the tequila drink 
that started only ten years ago

“no bigger than a man’s hand.” 
and is now becoming the biggest 
cloud on the spirits horizon. 


Margarita 


The time-honored recipe for a 
Margarita calls for a jigger (11% 
oz.) of tequila, a third of a jig- 
of Triple Sec or 
Cointreau, one oz. of fresh lemon 
or lime juice, and lots of ice. And 
the traditional service demands 
that you moisten the rim of the 
glass with a lemon or lime slice 
and dip it into salt to frost it. 

This sour-sweet drink was first 
introduced in Los Angeles. It is 
credited to Young’s Market, a 
West Coast beverage wholesaler 
reputed to have launched many 
now-popular drinks, from the 
Moscow Mule to the Screwdriver. 
Calvert and Heublein put up 
Margaritas as ready-mixed cock- 
tails a few years ago and were 
amazed when it took its place— 
along with Martinis, Manhattans, 
and Sours—in the first four! 

Tequila itself was for a long 
time a_ pit much 
American palates—harsh, salty- 
bitter—until better distilling 
methods and government super- 
vision took out the rough spots. 
It used to be a TV cliché: The 
hero in a Western movie drinks 
from a bottle marked tequila; 
he swallows, his hair stands on 
end, his eyes boggle, he exhales

smoke. That image kept many of 
us from even trying tequila. In 
those days it was spelled “tequi- 


lla.” and we didn’t even know 
how to pronounce it. 
What is tequila, actually? I 


learned about it in the Mexican 
village itself. I was welcomed at 
one of the distilleries by Sr. Juan 
Sanchez with a “buenas tardes,” 
a wide smile, and a bottle of te- 
quila. In traditional fashion, he 
sprinkled salt in the V formed by 
his left thumb and forefinger and 
picked up a jigger of tequila in 
the same hand. His right hand 
reached for a slice of lemon. He 
sucked at the lemon, flicked at 
the salt with his tongue, and 
downed the tequila. I did the 
same. Not bad! 

“Now,” said my host, “let us 
go see the makings.” 


Where the action is 


We climbed into and 
drove along the narrow streets 
lined with open-front stores and 
adobe walls, out into the country- 
side, dodging donkeys with men 
aboard, heading for the plantings 
of blue mescal or agave plant. 
source of tequila. We passed 
fields of corn and lovely wild 
marigolds. Off to the left reared 
the cone of an extinct volcano, 
Sierra de la Teta. Everywhere 
was mescal—high  cactuslike 
plants with blue-green stiff leaves 
—which must be left to grow for 
eight to 14 years before being 
harvested. 

Men were working in the fields, 


his car 


wielding what resembled » half- 
shovel. “Coa,” explained my 
friend Sanchez. “With it they 
weed between the plants. More 
important, they lop off the top 
leaves with small knives so that 
the heart will grow larger. It’s 
the heart that stores the juices 
and that make tequila. 
The best mescal grows high up 
—2,000 feet or more, where there 


sugars 


is more sun.” 

The hearts of the plants. when 
matured, are cut out, then don- 
key-borne to pickup stations and 
carted off to the distilleries by 
truck. It sounded easy until Sr. 
Sanchez added: “They weigh 100 
to 400 pounds each!” 

He also told me the story of 
“turquilla,” the original Aztec 
Indian name of both the drink 
and the village. Lightning, they 
say, once struck a mescal bush 
and “cooked” it. Attracted by the 
sweetish smell, the Indians ex- 
perimented with the juices and 
let some of it ferment. That’s how 
pulque, a raw primitive beverage 
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Author of “Quick Guide to IV ine” 


—the new-old spirit 


much favored by the Mexicans. 
was born. Tequila isn’t pulque. 
but a refined and aged derivative 
obtained by distillation. 

We went back to the destilato- 
rio. In the courtyard were mounds 
of mescal hearts, looking like so 
many huge pineapples. The ovens 
were right at hand. Workmen cut 
the hearts into big chunks and 
toss them into the steel or con- 
crete baking ovens to cook for 
12 to 24 hours. The sweetish 
smell of cooking mescal is a bit 
sickening—like too many can- 
died yams at Thanksgiving. 
(Pieces of cooked mescal are 
sold on the streets to be eaten as 
candy—sugar content is as high 
as 29 percent.) The steaming or 
cooking process does one very 
simple thing: “It turns the 
sugars you can't make alcohol out 
of to sugars you can make alco- 
hol out of!” 

After cooking and cooling. the 
sticky chunks are conveyed by 
belt to presses that extract the 
juices. In order to ferment. the 
juice must be thinned with dis- 
tilled water to bring it to the 
proper dilution for yeasts to do 
their work. These yeasts are very 
important, just as they are in 
making wine or Bourbon, and are 
carefully bred from the wild, 
natural yeasts that incubate on 
the mescal plants. They are care- 
fully cultured, and only the best 
strains are used. 

The fermentation lasts 72 
hours. In the old days, skilled 
tasters used to keep tabs on the 
lots by pouring some from one 
cows horn to another; when it 
bubbled, — they 
“head.” If it lasted. the mix was 
good! Today. rigorous quality 
controls do a better job. 

After fermentation, the juice 
goes to the distilling vats. Pot 


watched the 


stills are used. as in making Low- 
land Malt Scotches and Irish 
whiskeys. (A still converts the al- 
cohol and some of the water into 
vapor. which wafts off from the 
residue and then precipitates back 
into liquid.) The first distillation 
results in a 40-proof liquid (which 
means it has 20 percent alco- 
hol). A second produces the final 

a 104-proof liquid. This is di- 
luted with distilled water to 92 
proof for Mexico, 88 proof for us. 


The aging of tequila was once 
a matter of considerable argu- 
ment and discussion. The old, 
heavy. Mexican-consumed drink 
was not much improved by aging. 
Hence it was, and is. drunk im- 
mediately. But today’s tequila is 
much different. and aging does 
change it considerably. Six 
months to two years is the range, 
during which time the tequila re- 
poses in small barrels. The wood 
mellows the liquid, and the result 
is a lighter, smoother, milder 
drink, of high quality, excellent 
flavor, and slightly amber color. 

There are perhaps 60 brands 
of tequila made in Mexico. Many 
are not for us and stay home to 
slake. or incinerate, local thirsts. 
We need only cope with a dozen 
or so. Most of these have the new 
PGN device on the label—the 
government's “standard of puri- 
fication” award. José Cuervo is 
the oldest (dating from about 
1800), the largest, and the path- 
finder. Now there is Sauza, Pepe 
Lopez, El Toro, Galavan, Arandos, 
and the new Mariachi. 

While the Margarita is still 
the drink, new tequila concoctions 
are breaking out all over. The 
most significant is probably the 
Sangrita. In Mexico City you will 
be mystified when you first see 
the waiter waltz by with a tray 
sporting four small glasses. That's 
a Sangrita! One contains tequila: 
one. lime slices; one, salt: and 
one, Sangrita. a sort of sweet. 
spicy tomato juice. (Here's how 
to make Sangrita: juice of six 
oranges and three limes. one 12- 
oz. can of tomato juice. one tsp. 
sugar, four drops Tabasco, dash 
pepper. dash salt. That’s enough 
for quite a few drinks—and it 
keeps. ) You bite the lime. down 
the tequila. lick the salt, and 
douse the fire with Sangrita. If 
this strikes you as a lot of ritual. 
you can drink the Sangrita by 
pouring 114 oz. tequila and 11% 
oz. Sangrita into a wine glass, 
with ice. That’s all. 

Tequila’s biggest boost came 
during last summer’s Olympics. 
Americans poured into Mexico. 
eager to try all the specialties of 
this exotic clime. including the 
national drink. Many brought 
back tequila and a taste for more.

House Beautiful: Anything more? 
Maguire: Yes. I feel that perhaps 
there’s going to be a change ir 
the location of lights.

Still another satisfying room 
may have been bought outright. 
from wallpaper to wastebasket. 
from a designer with whose style 
the buyer feels a sense of iden- 
tity: “This is precisely to my 
taste, just what I choose to have 
around me.” He (or she) buys it 
much as he might a painting by 
an artist whose work he loves, and 
in preference to any 
trived décor. As he inhabits this

He makes it 
his own, and visitors to it will see 
that it is himself. 

Then there is the contagion to 
be caught from rooms. sheerly 
through their owner’s delight in 
them, and regardless of how they 
got put together. James Merrill 
writes:

His private cove. How proud 
and happy it made him! Two 
whitewashed rooms paved with 
hexagonal terra cotta.  inter- 
spersed with square black tiles.

watercolours of fond association: 
the air was sweet with the fresh 
scent of flowers and musty pot- 
pourri; her library in soft leather 
covers, well-read works of poetry 
and piety, filled a small rosewood 
bookcase: the chimney piece was 
covered with small personal trea- 
sures—an ivory Madonna, a plas- 
ter St. Joseph, posthumous minia- 
tures of her three soldier bréth- 


ers.”* 


Truman Capote describes the 
attractive space achieved by a 
hermit amidst the devastation of 
an abandoned hotel: 


ore stairs soft with mildewed 
carpet curved upward from 
the hotel’s lobby: on the 
room clerk’s splintery desk stood 
dehydrated specimens of potted 
palm. ... [In the ballroom] a 
fallen chandelier jeweled the 
dust, and weather-ripped draper- 
ies lay bunched on the waltz- 
waved floor like curtsying ladies. 
Beyond. . .were two simply fur- 
nished, spacious rooms, both 
beautifully clean, and the evident 
pride he took in these quarters 
increased the charm of their sur- 
prise, and he the 
door nonexistent the 
ruin surrounding them. Firelicht 
polished sherry-red wood, gilded 


when closed 


he made 


the wings of a carved angel... .”4 
And the Prioress in an Isak 
Dinesen story transforms one 


corner of an austere convent into 


a personal oasis: 


r[ ‘he supper table was laid. . 
in [her] private dining room. 
which she had just lately redeco- 
rated. Before. it had been white. 
with ornaments of stucco perhaps 
a hundred years old. Now it was 
prettily covered with a wallpaper 
Whose pattern. upon a buff back- 
ground, presented various scenes 
of Oriental life. A girl danced 
under a palm tree, beating a tam- 
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bourine, while old men in red and 
blue turbans and long beards 
looked on. A sultan held his 
court of justice under a golden 
canopy. and a hunting party on 
horseback, preceded by its grey- 
hounds and Negro dog-boys, 
passed a ruin. The Prioress had 
also done away with the old-fash- 
ioned candlesticks, and had the 
table lighted by tall, brightly 
modern, Carcel lamps of blue

Other atmospheres to which we 
may find ourselves unexpectedly 
committed, can, without being 
non-emphathetic, cause us un- 
easiness merely by being unfami- 
liar. Proust, recalling bedrooms 
in which he slept, comes to:

Some lively comments on plants, gardens, and gardeners 


Fuchsias, once thought to be pos- 
sible only for West Coast gar- 
dens, will be big everywhere this 
year, first because of an increas- 
ing number of heat-resistant va- 
rieties, and second because of 
better cultural techniques. Fuch- 
sias bloom on new wood, so the 
important thing is to keep vigor- 
ous growth coming all through 
spring and summer. 

Every fuchsia specialist has a 
favorite growing mix. At White 
Flower Farms, Litchfield, Con- 
necticut, the magic combination 
is 70 percent loam, 15 percent 
leaf mold or compost, and 15 
percent coarse builder’s sand. At 
Merry Gardens, Camden, Maine, 
a mixture of equal parts organic 
matter (leaf mold, peat moss, or 
compost), well-rotted manure, 
and sandy loam is used. Manhat- 
tan Garden Supply, 305 North 
Sepulveda Blvd., Manhattan 
Beach, California, recommends 
two parts sandy topsoil to one 
part each of redwood compost 
and peat moss. 

Fuchsias need a soil that is 
kept moist at all times. Mist the 
foliage at least twice daily in hot 
weather. Protect from strong 
winds. Feed biweekly with a liq- 
uid houseplant food. Morning 
sun is ideal, as on the east or 
north side of a building, or sim- 
ply very bright reflected light, as 
in the protection of a roof over- 
hang. 

Catalogs of fuchsia growers 
list ‘varieties recommended for 
bush, pot, basket, tree, and es- 
palier culture. My favorites for 
summer color outdoors (and I am 
definitely not in ideal fuchsia 
country) include: Swingtime 
(white and red double: basket), 
Brigadoon (purple and red dou- 


ble; basket), Pink Galore (dou- 
ble; always in bloom), White- 
most (white with sepals of palest 
pink; basket or upright), Display 
(pink; upright), and VooDoo 
(crimson and purple double; 
basket or upright). 

Small upright fuchsias are 
ideal for limited space; as house 
plants include Buttons and Bows, 
Mme. Dacheau, Mrs. Marshall, 
and Little Beauty. The honey- 
suckle fuchsia, Gartenmeister 
Bohnstedt, with orange blooms 
and dark foliage, is a vigorous 
upright easily cultivated indoors 
or out. If you like plants with 
variegated foliage. try fuchsias 
Sunray (leaves green, cream, sil- 
ver, and white), and Golden Ma- 
rinka (red stems, gold-edged 
green leaves). 

To winter over fuchsias, keep 
them in a cool place (40-50 de- 
grees), and water just enough to 
keep old wood from drying out. 
Bring to sun or put in a fluores- 
cent-lighted garden in February. 
Cut back after leaf buds show. 


Great new roses 


A steady succession of abundant 
bloom and unusual vigor are the 
hallmarks of this year’s new 
roses. The bare-root bushes are 
available now for early planting, 
or later in the season you can put 
in container-grown plants avail- 
able at local garden centers. 
Jackson and Perkins, Newark, 
New York, has four new roses for 
this spring: Proud Land, the 
Rose of the Year (clear red hy- 
brid tea, to 54% inches across), 
Gene Boerner (medium pink 
floribunda, 1969 All-America Se- 
lections winner), Royal Canadian 
(very fragrant red hybrid tea), 
and Vin Rose (pink hybrid tea). 
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Star Roses, West Grove, Penn- 
sylvania, has five new roses for 
969: Colorama (hybrid tea, five- 
nch blooms of canary yellow and 
armine red), Comanche (bril- 
jant orange-red, 1969 AARS win- 
ner), Rhonda  (everblooming 
limber, four-inch  coral-pink 
owers), Angel Face (floribunda 
with nearly overpowering fra- 
srance, color ranging from dark 
-eddish purple to soft mauve; un- 
usually long-lasting, either cut or 
on the plant; 1969 AARS win- 
yer), and Golden Prince (non- 
‘ading dark, glowing yellow hy- 
grid tea, to five inches across). 
Armstrong Nurseries, Ontario, 
california, has four new roses 
this year: Pascali (white hybrid 
ea, 1969 AARS winner), San 
Diego (hybrid tea with double, 
louble flowers of pale creamy 
yellow), Marie Antoinette (dark 
vosy pink grandiflora), and Del- 
yard’s Orange Climber (blooms 
nainly in spring, sporadically 
yalance of season). 


ilacs in new dimension 


Lilacs tend to be rangy shrubs, 
yut Syringa palibiniana, the tree 
lac, forms a stylized standard 
bout four feet tall, with a clean 
runk topped by a symmetrical 
ead of small leaves. ft is liter- 
‘lly a tailored tree, ultimately 
ited to any formal planting, 
arge or small. and available now 
trom Wayside Gardens, Mentor, 
Dhio. Masses of dark lilac flowers 
‘ppear in early summer, even in 
e year of planting, which is 
ost unusual for a lilac. 


?lant primroses now 


’rimroses are the most colorful 
/ all spring-flowering perennials, 
nd you'll find them blooming 
‘ow in containers at local nur- 
sries. With ample soil about the 
dots, and water, they transplant 
eadily. even in full bloom. Early 
ull is also a good time to trans- 
lant primroses. 

| Primroses thrive in moist soil, 
nriched with peat moss and leaf 
old. The plants will live longer 
| shaded in summer. Those that 
vend spring in containers will 
eed to be transplanted to the 
pen ground in a shaded, moist 
lace to recuperate through the 
immer for next spring. 
Primula denticilata varieties 
oom early, bringing a moire of 
vender, pink, rose, and white 
jpout six inches above the 
round. Naturalize under high 
‘hade trees, or use in formal 
antings with spring bulbs. 

Next come the Primula poly- 
ithus hybrids, in flowers of un- 
tatched brilliance—blue, brown, 
irgundy, crimson, garnet, pink, 
*llow, and white. P. acaulis 
‘ings other exciting colors, in- 
uding apricot. bronze, claret, 
nk, and turquoise. 

Beuehtly later, P.  auricula 
, 


opens flowers of such unusual 
colors as blue and green. P. ja- 
ponica blooms in late spring and 
early summer, thrusting strong 
scapes eight to 24 inches tall, in 
white, rose, lilac, maroon-red, 
striped white, white with crimson 
eye, and salmon. 


Traps for beetles 


One of the more unusual visitors 
to Nantucket Island the last few 
summers has been D. W. Hamil- 
ton, an entomologist with the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture. 
With Nantucket officials and resi- 
dents cooperating, Hamilton went 
about placing 2,000 insect traps 
in strategic spots around the Is- 
land, which lies off the coast of 
southeastern Massachusetts. 
Hamilton’s target was the Japa- 
nese beetle, and his traps were 
baited with new experimental 
lures that proved far more attrac- 
tive to the beetles than the roses, 
dahlias, and other garden de- 
lights they ordinarily feed on. 
Department entomologists are 
cautious in predicting how soon 
such traps will be in widespread 
use, but they tell me that the 
technique shows real promise as 
a control method covering large 
areas. The gardener fighting in- 
vasions of Japanese beetles from 
all over the neighborhood should 
find this welcome news indeed. 


Greenhouses to blow up 


Today, inflatable furniture. To- 
morrow, inflatable home green- 
houses. Experimental work has 
already produced a _ double- 
walled polyethylene cover that 
goes over a suitable greenhouse 
framework. Now under develop- 
ment is a polyethylene bubble 
that can be blown up on a mo- 
ment’s notice to produce a con- 
trolled environment for plants. 
We can forget about glass and 
stones, but what about rose thorns 
and punctures? 


Shasta-daisy ground cover 


Miniature rose breeder Ralph 
Moore has ventured into another 
field and produced a Shasta daisy 
so dwarf and compact it looks 
like a ground cover until flowers 
appear. The 
flowers rise thickly on stems 7 to 
10 inches tall. Use as an edging, 
in clumps at the front of the 
border, for patio planting pock- 
ets, or in pots and boxes. 
Meanwhile, back with the roses. 
Mr. Moore is already building up 
stock of an acid green, fully dou-

Here we wandered, accompanied 
by the proprietary peacocks, 
across ancient, perfect lawns 
to Alice-in-Wonderland boxwood 
gardens cut in the shape of play- 
ing cards.

Who 
could ever forget her? Or Mrs. 
Lane-Fox of Bramham Park, who 
has pledged herself, as her fa- 
ther did before her, to restore 
the old house, ghost and all, to 
its earliest glory. In 1962, the 
task nearly completed, a wind- 
storm destroyed 400 trees, which 
she has gamely replanted so that 
in another 50 years the avenues 
will be perfect again.

as England’s priceless heritage— 
is typical among the owners of 
these great old houses. At Much 
Wenlock Priory, home of the de- 
scendants of William Penn (we 
picnicked here on Scottish eggs 
and cider, surrounded by oak- 
shaded lawns and the trimmest 
of topiary), the owners are vitally 
concerned with the restoration of 
the crumbling medieval priory 
that gives the place its name. 

Patrick, Earl of Litchfield, bare- 
ly in his 30’s, with a seriousness 
that belies his youth and his fre- 
quent mention in the social col- 
umns, has devoted himself sinve 
he came of age to the restoration 
of Shugborough. his handsome 
neoclassic family seat. He man- 
ages the land and has established 
himself as a hard-working pro- 
fessional photographer, all to the 
purpose that this heritage house 
should be as it was intended to 
be—an excellent example of the 
18th-century country house. It is 
surrounded by broad lawns and 
romantic gardens of pyramidal 
topiary in golden yew; there is a 
charming little temple of love, 
a Chinese teahouse, a_ bosky 
stream spanned by a Chinese 
bridge, all typical of the “con- 
ceits” and “follies” the 18th Cen- 
tury loved. 

We saw our country houses un- 
der special auspices, intimately, 
almost casually. The list included, 
besides those already mentioned, 
Chatsworth Palace; Benthali, 
with its ha-ha, its dovecote, and 
needlepoint kneeling cushions in 
the chapel: Mawley Hall: Swan 
Hill Court; Sledmere House, 
where Sir Richard Sykes raises 
blooded horses: Powis Castle in 
Wales, where Clyde of India was 
born; Burton Agnes, housing a 
treasure of Coromandel screens 
and modern French art; Haddon 
Hall of Dorothy Vernon fame; 
Newby Hall, where even the 
garden furniture 
bears the stamp of Adam; Nostell 
Priory, where Robert Adam vies 
with Chinese Chippendale, and 
one of the bathrooms combines 
them both: Castle Howard, the 
work of Sir John Vanbrugh, its 
fountained gardens punctuated by 
the charming Temple of the Four 
Winds; Harewood House, seat of 
the Earl of Harewood, the Queen’s 
cousin, where the library dome is 
especially fine Adam, and black 
sheep munch on the green lawns: 
Fountains Abbey, built in the 
late 16th Century from the stones 
of a 12th-century abbey; Madres- 
field Court, moated, with walk-in — 
Tudor fireplaces, and incompara- © 
ble gardens. 
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You have probably heard that 
some of England’s great houses 
are open to the public for a fee, 
and many are. But lest that be 


misunderstood, this is their own- 
ers’ way of defraying the tre- 
mendous cost of their mainte- 


nance and coping with the de- 
vastating English taxes. This is 
by no means a device that en- 
riches the owners, but a conser- 
vation measure that enriches the 
country. Ultimately. many will 
probably belong to the state, un- 
der the administration of the 
National Trust, which is charged 
with the preservation of historic 
houses. 

As we visited the 30 houses on 
our schedule, I was struck by the 
seemingly endless profusion of 
excellence that has been cher- 
ished, through thick and thin and 
over the centuries, under these 
Tudor gables and _ Palladian 
domes. And England is full of 
many more such houses, similarly 
endowed with important collec- 
tions of porcelains, silver. furni- 
ture, tapestries, and art. It is a 
surprise to learn, for example, 
that there is more signed 18th- 
century French furniture in En- 
gland than in France because so 
many English aristocrats bought 
it at the Versailles sales during 


the French Revolution. We vis- 
ited one house which, among 
its many rare collections, has 


more Limoges enamels than the 
Louvre. 

Chatsworth Palace. home of the 
Duke and Duchess of Devonshire 
and acknowledged as one of the 
greatest of the English great 


houses, has its own curator-li- 
brarian. the courteous Mr. Tom 
Wragg, who keeps-track of the 


rare art. manuscripts, sculptures. 
porcelains, and furnishings that 
the Dukes of Devonshire have 
been collecting since 1557. Ra- 
phael, Rembrandt, Rubens, Gains- 
borough, Sutherland. Reynolds— 
they're all there, and many more. 
Eighteen unframed drawings by 
Rembrandt 


and Raphael were 
brought out for us to examine. 
The Mortlake tapestries were 


made after the Raphael drawings 
in the ducal art archives. In the 
Sculpture Hall, 28 chairs of as- 
sorted periods and styles were 
lined up so that we might study 
them, even turn them over to 
see the detail of their construc- 
tion. One long gallery houses an 
almost interminable collection of 
blue and white Chinese export 
porcelains. And it was here that 
I held in my own hands two price- 
less, intricately made Augustus 
Rex Meissen figurines. 

Capability Brown designed the 
vast gardens; Paxton, architect 
of the Crystal Palace, designed 
the conservatory. In the 18th-cen- 
tury romantic way, there is a cas- 
cade, and great 
fountains from 
Surely a place of treasure.

But just as impressive to me, 
as it was in most houses we vis- 
ited, was the humanity and sim- 
plicity with which the owners en- 
joyed living with their inheri- 
tances. In the private apartments 
at Chatsworth it was wonderful 
to see the Cavendish family por- 
traits, done by the greats of their 
times, looking down on piles of 
books left by a comfortable chair, 
on records stacked near the rec- 


ord player, on the blanket thrown 


over a chair for the dog who is 
very much a part of the family. 


The Duchess takes great, nostal- 
gically evergreen delight in the 


view from her bedroom windows 
—a garden of yellow yew hedges, 
laid to scale like an architects’ 
blueprint of Chiswick. another 
famous Cavendish family house 
which started the Palladian style 
in England. She frequently dines 
alone because of the Duke’s busi- 
ness commitments in London, but 
says she’s never lonely when she 
can look from the table to the 
Neptune fountain and the great 
canal with its Emperor jet soar- 


ing 290 feet into the air—the 
second highest jet fountain in

flowers we found everywhere in 
England. Flowers were in great 
abundance last summer and, 
whether or not by happenstance, 
certain flowers always seem to be 
used with certain types of archi- 
tecture. | was always seeing blue 
and white delphinium in front of 
the gray stone of Tudor fire- 
places, and in 18th-century houses 
masses of tuberous begonia—a 
most stylish flower for indoor use. 

It is curious that certain style 
trends seem to have predominated 
in so many of these great houses, 


although it becomes apparent 
that the 18th-century affluent 


were trying to outdo each other, 
much as our 19th-century mer- 
chant princes did. The 18th Cen- 
tury vied with better basic taste. 
Those miles of Angelica Kauff- 
mann ceilings, the tables of Wil- 
liam Kent, and the exquisite plas- 
terwork of imported Italian art- 
ists must have hurried many an 
owner to bankruptcy. There are 
enough Coromandel screen pan- 
els in Britain to cover a ball field 
—and it did go out of style. When 
the Duke of Devonshire discov- 
ered his completely paneled Cor- 
omandel room was démodé, he 
turned the panels into chests, but 
at Burton Agnes the Coromandel 
room still remains, a vestige of 
18th-century one-upmanship. 

These owners were unquestion- 
ably the patrons of the great 18th- 
century furniture makers, who in- 
credibly enough seem to have 
found the time to design garden 
shelters and furniture. Harewood 
has a charming covered garden 
shelter in the Chippendale style 
with Chinese lattice; and Newby 
Hall has white painted garden 
furniture that surely must have 
been designed by Adam. 


Like wealthy American collec-. 


tors today, the 18th-century En- 
elish were collector-travelers who 
made eclectic decoration their 
own thing, studding their houses 
with Chinese screens, French por- 
celains, signed French furniture. 
Brussels tapestries, Italian paint- 
ings, and Greek marble. All col- 
lected on their grand tours, just 
as the serious American collector 
on his travels now picks up Japa- 
nese screens, Indian temple carv- 
ings, Cambodian silver, or English 
horn stirrup cups. One wonders 
if, 50 years from now, the new 
repositories of the decorative arts 
may not be in Houston, Palm 
Beach, or San Francisco. 

All the houses we saw were by 
no means pure and perfect. The 
bad was often mixed with the 
vood and design might be off-key, 
but all had the endearing, and 
patina of years—an 
overlayering of collections added 


awesome, 


to collections, the sum of succeed- 
ing generations’ alterations, ac- 
quisitions, idiosyncrasies, person- 
al tastes. The whole seems to 
blend harmoniously because it is 
honest—it is the way people lived 
in the past with fine art and the 
way people live today with the 
fine things they have inherited. 
and it’s a way you'll never under- 
stand from the pure period rooms 
in the museums. 

The enchantment of the Atting- 
ham course and the houses it took 
us to was the lively, living reality 
of it all. The course, incidentally, 
is open to anyone, but I’d venture 
that dilettantes and the merely 
curious would not find it quite 
their dish. Among our group were 
designers, museum curators, pro- 
fessors, students, librarians, and 
me, Merchandise Promotion Di- 
rector of B. Altman & Co., the 
department store, all of us shar- 
ing a more than passing interest 
in our subject. 

Activities were under the in- 
spiring direction of Sir George 
Trevelyan, Warden of the Shrop- 
shire Adult College, and Helen 
Lowenthal, Education Advisor to 
the National Trust, two schola¥ly 
enthusiasts with the facility of 
cloaking the bare bones of fact 
with wit and anecdote. We were 
lectured by a rare faculty of pun- 
dits. all specialists, such as Sir 
John Summerson, C.B.E., Cura- 
tor of Sir John Soane’s Museum 
and an authority on English archi- 
tecture; Mr. Clifford Musgrave, 
O.B.E., Director of the Royal Pa- 
vilion at Brighton; Mr. John 
Cushion, Senior Research Assis- 
tant in the Department of Ceram- 
ics of the Victoria and Albert 
Museum; and Desmond Fitzger- 
ald. Assistant Keeper of the De- 
partment of Furniture at the Vic- 
toria and Albert, who, besides 
holding one of the oldest titles 
in Europe. the Knight of Glyn, is 
also an authority on Palladian 
architecture. We were escorted 
and plied with information by the 
delightful Helena and John Hay- 
ward, husband and wife. John is 
with Parke-Bernet in London and 
a great authority on English Re- 
gency silver, among other things; 
and Helena. who is editor of 
World Furniture, opened our eyes 
to the fine points of furniture 
styles and periods. Altogether a 
fascinating, most rewarding ex- 
perience in the noble realm where 
the peacocks still cry.

Why houses cost more 


When did you begin to earn $226 
a week, or more? (That’s $11.,- 
752 a year.) Not, I suspect, dur- 
ing your first year out of college. 

Well, if you joined the union 
in Detroit tomorrow, and started 
work in the building trades as a 
common laborer, that’s what you 
could make. A package of pay- 
ments amounting to $5.65 an 
hour was the settlement for la- 
borers, following the 85-day 
strike last year in that city. Now. 
granted, some days you wouldn't 
work—that’s the nature of the 
construction trades. And you'd 
have to pay union dues. But it 
would be fair to put the average 
wage and benefits at $10,000 a 
year, before taxes. In the same 
contract, carpenters won $7.86 an 
hour; bricklayers, $8.25, and 
plumbers gained the most, $8.51. 
(That last wage offers a poten- 
tial package of $17,700.80.) 

Nationally, the average hourly 
wage is $5.17 for the seven basic 
trades in the building business. 
All figures from the U.S. Dept. of 
Commerce.

From the kitchen of our food editor 
come helpful answers to some of the common 


but often puzzling questions in cookery 


What do you do when a cork breaks in a wine bottle? 


Stick a long skewer or sturdy needle (a knitting needle 
would work fine) through the cork to release the immediate 
pressure behind it. Then you can use an ordinary corkscrew 
(not a cork extractor) to get the cork out in the usual way. 


What is a sirloin tip? 


Let’s look at the sirloin, which is the end of the loin section 
of the animal (see House BEauTIFUL, April issue). as a 
whole. It is from this section that we get sirloin roasts and 
steaks, The steaks from this section are: pin-bone sirloin, 
flat-bone sirloin, wedge-bone sirloin, and boneless sirloin. 
The amount of bone varies greatly. To get the best. choose a 
steak with a good “marbling.” and a moderate amount of 
surrounding fat. It is well to note here that the names of these 
steaks may vary from region to region, but if you keep in 
mind the section from which these steaks come you should 
be able to identify them to your butcher wherever you live. 
The sirloin steak is very large. making it a most desirable 
cut for a big-steak family or a party. Best to broil. The sirloin 
roast, the classic English roast of beef, is in the op‘nion of 
the British better than a rib roast. Now we come to the 
sirloin tip. A boneless cut with very little waste, it is avail- 
able as both a roast and a steak. Although not quite as tender 
as a true sirloin, prime or choice can be oven-roasted ( other 
grades should be braised as a pot-roast), and steaks broiled, 
pan-broiled, or braised. 


What does noisette mean in cookery? 


Noisette, the diminutive of noix, meaning nut. is the French 
for hazelnut. which we in the U.S. call filbert: it also means 
hazel-colored or brown. Le beurre de noisettes is a mixture 
of butter and browned hazelnuts (filberts) ‘that have been 
pulverized. Used in soups and sauces: la sauce noisette is 
sauce Hollandaise made with beurre noisette (brown butter ) 
or beurre de noisettes: les pommes de terre noisette are po- 
tatoes shaped to look like hazelnuts (filberts), then browned 
slightly in butter. Used as a garnish in the professional 
kitchen. Also, noisette can mean small pieces of lamb, mut- 
ton, veal, beef, and, sometimes. fish. 


Do you pare, peel, or scrape carrots? 


In the 1896 edition of The Boston Cooking-School Book 
(now known as “Fannie Farmer”), it reads, “wash and 
scrape.” The latest edition (1959) of this famous book says, 
“Wash or scrub young carrots with a stiff brush. Scrape old 
carrots with a wire brush, metal sponge, or with a vegetable 
peeler.” Actually, since scrape means to “remove the outer 
surface.” scrape and peel are the same thing. It is worth 
noting that pare and peel are also synonymous. Carrots 
used to season—a broth, for example—need only a good 


washing.

What types of salt are available? 


lodized, for one. which provides iodine for those who live 
in areas where there is little of the trace mineral iodine in 
food naturally; free-flowing table salt, which has been treated 
to retard moisture absorption and, thus, caking; special 
forms of salt for pickling, labeled “pickling salt” (kosher, 
the purest of all salts, can be used for pickling most satisfac- 
torily but it should be used in a somewhat larger quantity 
than pickling salt). Note: Table salt tends to cloud the brine 
in pickling: both granulated and flake salt, available only in 
certain parts of the country, have the same strength but do 
not measure the same. If flake is used, the measure should 
be increased by about one-third; kosher, because of its large, 
sparkling crystals, absorbs moisture very slowly, if at all, 
so is ideal in high-humidity weather. Chefs and good cooks 
find it an excellent substitute for gros sel, used extensively in 
France. 


Do you test baked custards for doneness in the center? 


It depends. If the custard is to be served cold, you should 
insert the blade of a knife an inch or two off center. If the 
knife blade comes out clean, that is, without any of the mix- 
ture clinging to it, the custard is cooked sufficiently—the 
center will still “shiver”—since it goes on cooking after it 
comes from the oven—but will be firm when cold. If. on the 
other hand, it is a type of custard that is served hot (a 
Quiche Lorraine, for example. or a Cheese-and-Onion Pie), 
insert the knife blade in the center. Again, the blade should 
be free of any of the mixture. 


Does “gravy and beef” mean the same as “beef and 
gravy” on a can? 


No. In Today’s Food Market (Kansas State University) they 
say that if the label on frozen or canned meat products reads 
“gravy and beef” it means you are buying more gravy than 
meat: but if, on the other hand, beef is first, and the label 
reads “beef and gravy” there will be more meat. A nice 
little tip that should teach us all to read labels starting at 
the left. 


What is fondue? 


Fondue, from fondre, means melted. Gastronomically, fon- 
due de fromage is a famous Swiss dish composed of grated 
natural Swiss cheese (either Gruyére or Emmenthal or a 
combination of both). melted, with a whisper of garlic, pep- 
per, dry white wine, and kirsch. Fondue aw fromage, a Bril- 
lat-Savarin recipe, is the name for a dish of scrambled eggs 
made with cheese. The American version of the classic 
Swiss dish is an uninspired casserole consisting of milk, 
bread crumbs, grated cheese, whole eggs, and seasonings, 
baked in the oven. Then we have beef fondue. sometimes 
called fondue bourguignonne, which has only one thing in 
common with the Swiss, in that you eat it as you do fondue. 
Thus, spear cubes of raw beef on long forks and cook it at 
the table in bubbling oil. There is also chocolate fondue, a 
hot chocolate mixture into which pieces of cake or cookies 
are dipped before eating. Finally, fondue is also used to 
describe vegetables cooked in butter or a mixture of butter 
and oil for a very long time until reduced to a pulp, i.e., 
they become fondues. Fondue de tomates, for example.

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What are the various types of bacon? 


The best known, undoubtedly, are the regular cured, smoked 
bacon slices, available in 1-, one-, and two-pound packages. 
As a matter of interest, bacon must be fat to be good— 
“the leaner, the better” is a fallacy. It can be too lean. Over and 
above the standard sliced, we have: wafer-thin or thin-sliced, 
more slices to the pound, packaged in eight, twelve, or six- 
teen ounces; thick sliced, fewer slices to the pound, available 
in 144- and two-pound packages; pre-fried or pre-cooked, 
requires heating only for two or three minutes, available in 
five- to six-ounce packages (18 to 20 slices) ; canned, about 
seven ounces, the equivalent of one pound of uncooked 
bacon. All packaged bacon must be refrigerated; slab bacon, 
sold by the pound, rind on, for home slicing: bacon crum- 
bles and bits, completely cooked, ready to use in casseroles, 
sandwiches, etc. 


What is Canadian bacon? 


Canadian (if imported from Canada) or “Canadian-style” 
(if American) is the loin of the pork with all the bone and 
most of the fat removed. Fully cooked, it can be used as is. 
or heated. Available canned, in chunks, or sliced vacuum- 
packed. 


What is beef bacon? 


Since Government regulations forbid its being called “ba- 
con,” it is packaged as “breakfast beef.” Available in 1%- 
pound packages (12 to 14 slices). 


Can you thaw and refreeze meat? 


According to the Research Department of the USDA, you 
can. In a recent report they say: “Contrary to popular opin- 
ion, meat which has been frozen and thawed is no more per- 
ishable than meat which has never been frozen. In fact, our 
research has shown that some of the bacteria which are re- 
sponsible for meat spoilage do not grow quite as well 
thawed meat as they do in unfrozen meat. Further, experi- 
ments have shown that beef roasts which have been thawed 
and refrozen five times were considered just as good by an 
expert taste panel as roasts which had not been frozen at 
all.” Remember this, however: Either fresh or frozen meat 
should always be kept as cold as possible.

lar color theme—yellow—I find 
that other colors in carefully bal- 
anced proportions are needed as 
a foil.

Strictly from the view- 
point of a gardener, the violet 
and purple flowers I like—sweet 
rocket, violets, and honesty—hap- 
grow like weeds in a 
garden and seed themselves ev- 
erywhere. Gardening is an individ- 
ual pursuit, and every gardener 
can decide on a color theme that 
produces flowers in the colors 
that will do the most for his en- 
vironment. 

Garden color schemes are some- 
times difficult to control. The col- 
ors are not always as described 


pen to 


in the catalogs; sometimes the 
flowers are one color when in 
bud, another when fully opened. 
and they may bleach or fade to 
still another shade. Soil condi- 
tions, location in sun or shade, 
and weather are also factors that 
control color. But even if your 
plan doesn’t come to life exactly 
as you thought it would, it will 
be colorful. Outright color clashes 
tend to pass quickly as different 
flowers come in and out of bloom. 
A list of selected yellow plants, 
arranged by months, follows. In 
some instances the plants bloom 
for several months. In addition 
to the perennial list, there are 
many yellow annuals: calendulas, 
annual chrysanthemums, cosmos. 
pansies, feverfew, marigolds, pop- 
pies, nasturtiums, snapdragons, 
portulaca, and zinnias.

Our friends on the wing, found in all sorts

No apologia for bird-watching, this—but a reminder that these are times that could 
use much more of the sit-still, watch-and-listen technique that bird-watching requires, 
a practice that is, after all, the essence of honest-to-goodness, therapeutic holiday, 





can be observed in the most unexpected perching 
places. Consider for a moment a northside room in New York’s Plaza Hotel—a 
luxurious bough from which to watch some of the city’s more feathery guests—a tiny 
island sanctuary in a tiny lake in Central Park, a few hundred feet from the hubbub 
of 59th Street. Off well-traveled North Street in Greenwich, Connecticut, there is a 
wooded sanctuary frequented by birds the like of which you have probably rarely 
seen. You may pay them a quiet visit during the week, except for Mondays, when, it 
has been suggested, the community does its laundry, preening red breasts and blue 
wings in anticipation of next week’s company. In mountainside stillness, near Towaco, 
New Jersey—yet within view of Manhattan’s skyscrapers across the Hudson—birds 
live in a primeval hemlock forest, their only disturbance a purling brook and their 
own chirping neighbors. This is Valhalla Hemlock Glen in Morris County, a preserve 
of the Nature Conservancy and a rejuvenating breath of fresh air about an hour’s drive 
from Manhattan. Suggestion for city visitors—take a half-day out from the madding 
crowd and sit-watch-listen, and of course do a little hiking. It’s like a month in the

Point Pelee National Park, near Kingsville, where of an early morning you can glide 
noiselessly through the rushes in a canoe and observe the marsh birds.

Nature is a daring and sensitive exterior decorator, massing the most 
unlikely greens together, weaving complexities into singular effects, 
mingling wild colors recklessly. Consider a bed of zinnias. List their 
tones, and shudder ; look at them, and thrill. More subtle, the colors 
worn by America’s best-loved native birds. At first glance they seem 
uncomplicated. Not so. The bluebird isn’t all blue; its throat is 
chestnut. The meadowlark’s dust-soft tones include a dozen nuances. 
So rooms borrowing from the natural plumage palette (pages 108- 
127) come up with unexpected color plans. Summarized from them, 
this handful of easy rules, not rigid but flexible as feathers, meant 
to be bent, if not broken, and allowing for your own flights of fancy.

As in a Cardinal room with a natural feathering of flame, fuchsia, vivid 
pinks. These take the tension out of level red without losing its excitement, keep

Enliven the Meadowlark’s half-notes with gingery tones, with intense whites. 
Give dim dove-grays a deeper shadowing of gunmetal and clear it with white 
slashes.

How to preserve | 
THE GLOW OF WOOD

Fresh cut, and sanded to satin smoothness, wood is a beautiful thing. 
The arches and swirls of grain against the lighter shades of flake 
vary with every tree, every board—in patterns that never seem to 


lose their fascination. Little wonder so many people want to see the 


grain after the wood is finished. You'll find all the stains and fin- 


ishes discussed on the next two pages transparent, or semitrans- 
parent. They do not hide the natural appearance of wood. Also 
included: a guide to selecting the right finish for the job, and pro- 


fessionals’ suggestions on the proper way to stain and finish wood.

Preparing 





the wood 


Although not very glamorous, readying 
the wood surface is the first and quite 
possibly the most important step. lf 
you've ever painted anything, you know 
that paint tends to hide small mistakes 
—a hammer dent or a slightly rough 
spot. But every blemish, every speck of 
sawdust covered with a transparent stain 
or finish broadcasts its presence. Or 
worse—gums up the performance of 
the coating. What’s needed is a clean, 
dry, and very smooth surface. 

On new wood, begin by 
dirt and finger marks put there during 
handling. Use a cloth dampened with 
mineral spirits or turpentine. For stub- 
born smudges, rub with medium-grade 
sandpaper, and as a last resort. apply a 
bleach to the area—but carefully, so 
that you don’t discolor the surrounding 
wood. Shallow dents and blemishes will 
disappear under strokes of medium- 
grade sandpaper. A more serious dent 
may require special action. Dampen a 
small section of an old Turkish towel; 
lay it over the dent, and press down on 
the towel with a hot iron. The crushed 
fibers back 


place. Follow up with a sanding to level 


removing 


wood should swell into 


the raised grain again. 


Now you’re ready for the final sand- 
ing. For best results, go over the sur- 
face first with fine sandpaper; clean 
the wood; then repeat with very fine 
paper. Always sand with the grain. With 
a soft brush, sweep up the grit and saw- 
dust. Next, vacuum the wood surface. 
And finally, wipe it with a tack rag. 
(A tack rag is a varnish-impregnated 
cloth, slightly sticky, which should re- 
move that last speck of dust. Today, 
many paint stores have prepackaged 
tack rags. Or you can make your own 


by soaking a cloth in varnish. squeez- 


ing it washing your hands, and 
squeezing it out again. Since the rag is 
now susceptible to spontaneous com- 
bustion, get rid of it after you’re fin- 
ished, or store it in a clean, closed 
mason jar.) 

Over new floors, you- ontrac- 
tor—will follow essentia] the same 
steps. Simply substitute pov sanding 
for hand sanding. An upright drum 
sander will handle 95 percent of the 


work, and a hand-held disc sander. or

edger, is the right tool for sanding the 
areas near the baseboard where the big 
machine can’t reach. Again, sand with 
the grain; never across. The first run 
over the floor is generally done with 
a fine grade of closed-coat paper (so- 
called open-coat paper is too gritty). 
And the second and final run is made 
with very fine (also called extra-fine) 
sandpaper attached to the drum. 

Since wood flooring is delivered to- 
day with a reasonably smooth surface, 
no further sanding is needed. In the 
event you happen on a rough lot of 
boards, a first run with medium or 
medium-coarse sandpaper may be re- 
quired. When the last sanding is fin- 
ished, clean up as described above, and 
apply the coating you've selected. Do it 
as soon after you sand as possible. If 
you leave a freshly sanded floor un- 
touched for much longer than 24 hours, 
the boards may begin to absorb mois- 
ture from the air. Then the moisture, 
trapped in the wood by the top coating, 
will tend to force its way out, ruining 
the finish as it does so. To a somewhat 
lesser extent, this is true for all wood 
surfaces, new or old. 

On previously finished wood, the tech- 
nique varies. If you wish only to re- 
juvenate a dull or worn finish, your 
work is simplified. Provided, that is, 
you know what the old coating is. Why? 
Because you'll get better results spread- 
ing shellac over shellac or varnish over 
varnish. In fact, if you put a lacquer 
over existing varnish, you run the risk 
of wrinkling the old finish. 

Shellac or lacquer coatings are usual- 
ly the easiest to renew. Both materials 
dissolve in themselves. For example, 
fresh shellac would blend with a three- 
year-old shellac finish, producing a sur- 
face that looked all new (provided the 
old shellac had not darkened, in which 
case the wisest course would be to re- 
move the old finish). The steps: wash 
the worn or dull area with a solvent 
(alcohol, mineral spirits, or turpentine) 
to remove accumulated dirt, wax, and 
grease. Get the surface dry completely. 
Lightly sand the wood, using a fine 
grade of paper. Clean up, and wipe 
with a tack rag; apply the new coat. 

While varnish does not redissolve in 
itself, you could touch up a worn area 
on previously varnished wood in the 
same way if the old finish hasn’t begun 
to change color. Any finish that has be- 
gun to peel or craze almost surely sig- 


nals the need for complete refinishing. 
The same would be true if you wanted 
to change the color of the wood. Your 
aim in this case is to take off all existing 
finishes until you reach bare wood. Use 
anything that will do the job: coarse 
sandpaper, scrapers, steel wool, paint 
and varnish remover, bleach, a stiff-bris- 
tled brush. If you’re tackling an old 
chest of drawers covered with seven 
coats of paint, it’s reason enough to buy 
or rent either a belt or an orbital sand- 
er. And, incidentally, any time you use 
bleach or paint and varnish remover, 
follow the manufacturer’s instructions 
closely. These are strong agents. 

Now. two problems that may come 
up. First, wood that has been previously 
coated with, say, a dark-mahogany, pen- 
etrating stain, and which you want to 
restain with a light maple shade is going 
to present some difficulties. The old 
stain will have seeped into the pores of 
the wood. In order to remove it com- 
pletely, you may have to sand off as 
much as 14” of the surface. The alter- 
natives are: leave the stain alone and 
recoat it with a clear finish; restain with 
a tone the same as or darker than the 
original; clean up surface and paint. 


Second, suppose you own an heirloom 
highboy with a beautiful rosewood ve- 
neer. Here’s how you proceed. Clean 
the surface first with a solvent. Let the 
wood dry. Then mix a slurry of linseed 
oil, pumice, and a little mineral spirits. 
To produce an even milder abrasive, 
substitute rottenstone for pumice. Using 
a clean, soft rag, rub down the finish 
with your slurry. Do it first in an area 
that won’t show prominently. You want 
to determine whether the slurry mix is 
properly proportioned and how much 
hand pressure you ought to apply. The 
right mix and right pressure will re- 
move the finish, but won’t scratch the 
veneer. Clean again with solvent. Let 
it dry, and apply a new clear finish. 

Back to normal refinishing. Once 
you've reached bare wood, clean up. 
and wash down the surface again with 
solvent. Let the solvent evaporate; then 
give the wood one more sanding with 
a very fine grade of paper. Sweep up; 
vacuum; wipe down with tack rag, and 
apply the new coatings you planned. 

Finishing an old wood floor calls for 
the same steps as finishing a new floor, 
with one addition. To remove the old 
finish, attach coarse, open-coated (grit- 
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ty) sandpaper to the power-sanding 
drum for the first, and possibly the sec- 
ond run. Then proceed with fine and 
extra-fine paper, and so on. 

In the succession of steps from bare 
to finished wood, stain—if you intend to 
use it—is applied next. There are ex- 
ceptions; they will be discussed below. 

Note: This is a good spot to stop and 
remind you that stains and finishes, for 
the most part, are highly flammable 
and contain potentially toxic volatile 
solvents. Don’t smoke when you use 
them, and be sure there is no open 
flame in the room—including pilot 
lights. Also, open a window for ventila- 
tion. Outside air will quickly eliminate 
the danger of volatiles. If you spray on 
the finish, do not depend on an air- 
moving heating or cooling system to 
remove the volatile overspray. Spray 
will gunk up the system. 


Penetrating stains— 
transparent and bright 





Essentially, this is a dye. It comes in 
liquid form, and is sometimes called 
simply a penetrating stain; sometimes 
a penetrating oil stain. (Note: do not 
confuse this with a penetrating sealer, 
or a sealer stain. Both are different, and 
will be covered later.) In some stores, 
these dyes (called aniline dyes) are 
sold as a powder, which you mix in 
boiling water to make a water stain, 
and in alcohol or acetone to produce 
a spirit stain. Furniture manufacturers 
use dye stains in slightly different form. 
They do so because this stain is trans- 
parent (and thus shows the grain beauti- 
fully) ; is exceptionally brilliant (when 
mixed properly); retains its color well, 
even when exposed to sunlight, and can 
be sprayed on quickly. While you can’t 
buy the industry stains, you can ap- 
proach their performance with a pene- 
trating oil stain, or a water stain. You 
apply the oil stain with a brush, the 
water stain with brush or spray gun. 
Since water raises the wood grain, you 
must resand the surface before apply- 
ing the next coat. Despite what you may 
hear to the contrary, once these stains 
are dried and sealed, they rarely bleed 
into the top coat—not true of spirit 
stains, which are also less permanent. 

All penetrating stains are suited best 
for the open-grained woods—oak, wal- 


nut, mahogany, and chestnut, for ex- 
ample. As mentioned earlier, they do 
sink into the wood, which makes chang- 
ing your mind or future refinishing 
rather difficult. But generally they are 
easier to apply. You stroke or spray on 
the stain, and only occasionally need to 
wipe away the excess. In fact, some are 
packaged in aerosol cans to make your 
job even simpler. 


Pigmented stains— 
popular and plentiful 





Sometimes called wiping stains or, very 
loosely, oil stains, these are what you 
find ordinarily on dealer shelves. In- 
soluble pigments impart color to the 
stains, although some also include a 
small portion of dye. In fact, these 
stains are really thinned paints. You 
could achieve about the same results by 
thinning oil paint with turpentine, and 
a number of painters do just that. What 
this means, of course, is that you have 
the freedom to select one of the wood 
tones or choose from among any colors 
in the rainbow. And colored stain for 
wallpaneling and floors is growing 
more popular each year. 

Since the pigments are insoluble, 
there is virtually no chance for the 
stain to bleed into the top coat (a con- 
dition that unevenly spreads the shad- 
ing, and looks messy). Painters lib- 
erally spread this stain with a brush or 
rag; wait a few minutes, and then wipe 
off the excess to produce an even color- 
ing. Pigmented stains can be applied 
with a spray gun, as well; then wiped. 
Always spread them with the grain. 
shade _ the 


bare wood on contact. Many—especially 


Penetrating dye stains 
spray stains—require no wiping. Oth- 
ers do require some wiping to gain ex- 
actly the shade you want. Generally, 
though, you would thin a penetrating 
stain slightly to lighten the tone, and 
apply a second, or even a third coat to 
darken the wood. 

Not so with pigmented stains. They 
do require wiping. It is by wiping that 
you control the tone. After you apply 
a pigmented stain liberally, allow it to 
dry for at least a minute. The sooner 
you wipe away the excess, the lighter 
will be the shade; the longer you wait, 
the darker the wood will turn. When 
you wipe, move the first strokes of the 


cloth across the wood grain. Finish up 
by rubbing with the grain. 

Experienced refinishers will tell yon 
to use pigmented stains for the close- 
grained woods, such as pine, maple, 
birch, cherry, and basswood. Today, 
both penetrating and pigmented stains 
have been improved to the point that 
either kind is used without difficulty on 
all kinds of wood. Pigmented stains 
tend to hide the grain slightly, while 
penetrating stains are more transpar- 
ent. Two criteria for your guidance: 
penetrating stains will underline the 
ragged and not very attractive graining 
in softwoods, such as fir (and particu- 
larly fir plywood). A liquid filler or 
sealer coat prior to the stain applica- 
tion could cure that. And second, a pig- 
mented stain is inclined to blur the 
graining on oak or walnut. Yet a pig- 
mented stain, because it stays on top of 
the wood surface, is easy to remove, 
should you want to refinish later. And, 
as mentioned above, a penetrating stain 
sinks into the wood. One more differ- 
ence: Penetrating stains usually dry in 
about six hours; sometimes less. Pig- 
mented should 


stains normally dry 


overnight before a sealer or finish coat 
is applied. Obviously, neither is perfect 
for all situations. Simply choose the 
one that mounts up the most plusses 
for the wood-finishing project you have 
in mind,

Newest of the staining products, sealer 
stains, also called varnish stains, are, 
as their name implies, a combination of 
stain (with pigments, dyes, or a com- 
bination) and a clear finish, such as 
varnish or lacquer. They earn a place 
in wood finishing, but not on the same 
level with penetrating or pigmented 
stains. Why? Consider the arm of a 
wooden chair. Given normal wear, the 
finish on the arm is going to wear 
through eventually. If the finish is a 
sealer stain, once it’s gone, bare wood 
shows. When you rub through standard, 
laboriously applied finish, you remove 
only the clear finish coat, down to

More often than I like to admit, every 
flat surface in my house has books on it} 
except, of course, the ceilings, and I suse 
pect it is just a matter of time beforel 
volumes will hang aloft. No bureau is 
immune, no table or mantel, no counter 
or desk, and in my study not even the 
chairs escape all of the time, and if T 
want to nap, I have to take the books off 
the daybed and put them on the floor. 

Some houses have libraries in them; 
others are libraries with living quarters, 
Mine is one of the latter, and though I 
sometimes think I should be a great deal 
more sensible about the accumulation of 
books, a library with living quarters— 
or, to put it another way, a house full of 
books—is an exceedingly pleasant place 
to live. 

It presents problems—some of them 
problems of character, some of them 
problems of sentiment and nostalgia, 
some of them (in my case) professional 
problems, some of them esthetic prob- 
lems, and some of them just down-to- 
earth practical problems of how, where, 
how many, and which ones. 





I suppose that the problems of charac- 
ter and those of sentiment and nostalgia 
are one and the same. I find that I am 
rather like a high-school senior class—if | 
a ceremony has taken place one year, by 
next year it has become a tradition. A_ 
book that finds its way onto my shelves | 
by however devious means becomes, by | 
the very fact of its being there, part of 
my “library,” which means that it has 
become part of my past, and so may very | 
well have an effect on my future. 





To get rid of the most traditional of my 
books (those I had as a child and read to 
my own children some years ago—the 
“Oz” books, Alice, of course, Huckleberry 
Finn, The Wind in the Willows and such) 
would be like putting one’s daughter out 
of the house on the night of a blizzard.

Useless, you may say, but they are part 
of the bedrock of a library. Any structure 
(and a library is a structure built brick 
by brick) has to rest its foundations on 
something permanently immobile. And 
furthermore, there is always the question 
in the back of the mind of the owner of 
a library: “Who knows when someday it 
may be just what I need?”—to settle an 
argument, to recapture a quotation. to 
reveal a date, to bring back laughter. 


Libraries are, of course, intensely per- 
sonal affairs, and there is nothing so re- 
vealing of character. taste, and intelli- 
gence that one frankly exposes to one’s 
friends and casual acquaintances as the 
titles of the books on one’s sheives. [ 
address myself to the addict, even the 
slightly hooked addict whose spirits rise 
at the infusion of a book into his domain. 
the man or woman who cannot take books 
or leave them alone. but must have them 
even if in very small doses. 

I approach his problem from a some- 
what special although by no means a 
unique point of view. I play both sides 
of the book street; in a sense I am both 
a literary account payable and an account 
receivable. I write books most of which 
I would be unable to contrive without 
being in debt to other people’s books, 
and my library, therefore. is more than 
just my friend, as yours may be to you; 
it is a large part of my sustenance. 

However, anyone who finds himself the 
creature of books, the kind of individual 
who is a magnet for books and to whom 
they stick like steel filings, has almost ex- 
actly the same problems as the one whose 
work depends on them. Book people have 
a way of collecting “basic reference.” It 
is astonishing how this can expand from 
one dictionary to five, one atlas to half a 
shelf. a one-volume encyclopedia to sev- 
eral editions of those in twenty-odd vol- 
umes. 

It is surprising how books of quotations 
attract other books of quotations. books 
on wine still other books on wine, anthol- 
ogies of verse more specialized anthol- 
ogies. (A few years ago I was working on 
a book on how Americans lived in the 
Nineteenth Century, with the result that 
among other things | now have to house 
a hundred or more 19th-century books of 
etiquette and almost as many on how to 
run a household.) For the book-minded 
there is a kind of richness not measured 
in number of volumes or their prices that 
accrues to him as books gather about 
him. The very fact of their being and of 


their closeness lends warmth to his life. 

But let it not be overlooked that they 
can be a bloody nuisance, an irritation. 
and what sometimes seems an intolerable 
burden. 

Some years ago Mrs. M. E. W. Sher- 
wood, the grandmother of the playwright 
Robert Sherwood and a lady who wrote 
on the subject of taste and manners, said 
in an article: “The soothing influence of 
an Eastlake bookcase on an irritated hus- 
band has never been sufficiently caleu- 
lated. . . .” “Eastlake” was a fashion of 
decoration that was all the rage in the 
1870’s and *80’s and is just now coming 
back into fashion as “late Victorian,” but 
that matters less than that Mrs. Sherwood 
chose a bookcase as a counterirritant to 
soothe an irate husband. 


There are today all sorts of ingenious 
methods of devising bookshelves—they 
hang from brackets: they are freestand- 
ing. supported on ropes or rods: even the 
revolving bookcase | remember in my 
father’s library is being revived, and in 
some respects it takes a maximum burden 
in a minimum of space.

Bookcases hate empty shelves as nature 
abhors a vacuum; they seem to be self- 
filling. They can also be cussed. Once you 
have the distance between shelves ad- 
justed to what you think is the correct 
height for your books, somebody gives 
you a volume on paintings in the Louvre 
that seems to be nine feet high, though 
it almost surely is not more than eighteen 
inches. and you have no place to stand it 
upright. The sensible book collector al- 
lows many more feet of shelves to accom- 
modate outsize books than he thinks he 
will ever acquire. There is nothing more 
tiresome than having to respace shelves 
to make room for tall books. 

It is sensible, moreover, to try to space 
shelves so that they will take books in 
given categories (I’m strictly a category 
and not an alphabetical book-shelver) 
bearing in mind that reference books, for 
example, like tall shelves (atlases often 
run twice the height of dictionaries: so 
do cartoon books, books of photographs. 
and that miscellaneous 
called “‘coffee-table” books 
meant to be looked at. not read, and

whose value is more to impress one’s 
neighbors than to make any appreciable 
dent on one’s mind). Still, they can’t stay 
on a table forever, they are usually too 
rich to discard, and they have to live 
somewhere. Since they are likely to le 
fallow. they do not mind lying on their 


sides; many a coffee-table book ends up 


suitably prone. They provide an excellent 
way to use those shelves that, because you 
had to have more tall ones, you have had 
to compress into long, rather low slits. 
Horizontal books, as a matter of fact. 
make a pleasant variation from the usual 
mass of verticals. 


It is my belief that books, properly 
shelved. can be at home in any room in 
a house, including the dining room, but 
there is one absolutely essential element 
in any library—places to hide the mis- 
cellany that family libraries attract and 
which do not belong on shelves. Let there 
always be cupboards for magazines, 
pamphlets, special copies of newspapers 
one wants to save, for prints not impor- 
tant enough to frame, for photographs, 
for what is called by bibliophiles “ephem- 
era,” and what is memorabilia of only 
family interest. If in a sense a library is 
the intellectual biography of the family 
with which it lives, it should also be a 
record of the social history of the family 
as well—scrapbooks and yearbooks and 
albums—and in this day and age it is 
also likely to be a history of the family’s 
musical taste. Recordings live happily 
with books, and they are blessedly uni- 
form in their primary dimensions. 

“It is a staggering problem even for 
the unerudite.” a good friend with whom 
I recently discussed this matter said to 
me “Our house sighs and sways with the 
weight.” 

When the bursting point comes. there 
are pleasant ways of letting friendly 
books find other congenial homes. Your 
local library may jump at the chance to 
have some of them. (Give the librarian a 
list to choose from.) Church sales will 
often be delighted to get the residue: I’ve 
often found treasures in rummage sales. If 
you have standard works of reference 
(which may have been superceded in your 
library by newer ones). or histories. biog- 
raphies, art books, and such that you can 
part with, you might try the library of the 
new community college in your area. Com- 
munity colleges (also called Junior Col- 
leges) are being established at an aston- 
ishing rate, and they are all trying to build 
good working libraries, usually with very 
limited funds. If in desperation you call a 
secondhand book dealer, do not weep at 
the pennies and nickels he offers you for 
your treasures. 


There is only one infallible way I know 
to get rid of a book. Lend it to a friend, 
but only if he assures you. “Where books 
are concerned, | am absolutely reliable.” 
The chances of your ever seeing it again 


are absolutely nonexistent. ®

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Lilies—once considered terribly difficult. at best ethereal tran- 
sients in the garden—have become the most dependable of 
hardy bulbs. Only a dozen species are represented in the mag- 
nificent hybrids growing in gardens today, and another eight 
are in the parentage of new varieties just coming on the mar- 
ket. The future offers an even greater potential, considering 
there are some sixty other species yet to be mixed into the 
new breed of lilies. 

Enchantment, the most vigorous and prolific of all hybrid 
lilies, was the first to gain widespread popularity. Each sturdy 
stem, to three feet or more in height, is crowned by sixteen 
or more flowers of vibrant nasturtium-red, each measuring 
six inches in diameter. In the twenty-five years since Enchant- 
ment made its first flamboyant splash in American gardens, 
there have been at least twelve important new strains of hardy 
lilies introduced, with flowers in virtually all colors except 
blue, and with bloomtime ranging from May to September. 

The new lilies are offered today either as strains or as 
clones. Strains are propagated from seeds, but they have an 
amazing degree of uniformity. Clones are propagated only 
from scales of a selected bulb, and the new bulbs thus obtained 
produce flowers identical to those of the original. Bulbs of 
the newest-named varieties, laboriously propagated from scales, 
which may also be scarce, are more expensive than bulbs 
raised from seeds, but considering the flower crop, any well- 


grown hybrid lily bulb is a bargain.

Among the hybrids, the Golden Chalices are earliest, bring- 
ing to May gardens bouquets of upright-facing flowers ranging 
from clear lemon-yellow through rich warm shades of gold 
and apricot-orange. This lily is drought-resistant, and excellent 
for planting in a spot that tends to be warm and dry. It is a 
plant that flowers freely with a minimum of care, varying in 
height from eighteen inches to three feet, and forming clumps 
of increasing size and showiness from year to year. 

There are also excellent species lilies eminently worth cul- 
tivating for May flowers. L. concolor blooms late in the month, 
and continues into early June. Its starry flowers of brilliant, 
waxy scarlet are borne in umbels on wiry stems to two feet 
tall. Plant it in full sun. L. pumilum, formerly known as 
L. tenuifolium or Coral Lily, and its varieties Golden Gleam 
and Yellow Bunting, unfurl graceful, small May flowers of 
scarlet, orange, or yellow on plants one to two feet tall. It is 
among the easiest of all lilies to grow. either from bulbs, or from 
seeds which will yield flowering-size plants in eighteen to 
twenty-four months. 

June brings an avalanche of lilies—enough to fill a garden 
with flowers the whole month. The Mid-Century hybrids form 
the most important grouping. They are available in a mixture 
of more than sixty different varieties, or in selected clones. 
Most grow from two to three feet tall, and bear sixteen or 
more flowers to each stem. All are beautiful, but here are

How to peel, seed, slice “cukes” for 
cooking: Chop off both ends.

Line up strips and cut in half or in 
thirds, across. To use uncooked: Peel, 
seed, then slice seeded halves very 
thin; or slice off ends and a sliver off 
one side. Place cut side down on 


board; slice across the entire length. 


How to halve, seed, and slice avoca- 
dos: Cut in half lengthwise and twist 
to separate. Whack a heavy, sharp 
knife directly into seed and twist to 
lift out. With cut side down in palm 
of hand, strip or peel off skin. Place 
peeled halves, cut side down, on chop- 
ping board. Slice lengthwise or cross- 
wise. Slices can then be diced or 
cubed to size needed. Since avocado 
darkens once exposed to air, cut sur- 
faces should be coated with lemon or 


lime juice to prevent discoloration. 


How to core, seed, julienne, slice, and 
dice sweet green peppers: Cut off 
both ends, then cut in half length- 
wise. Next cut out the core, brush 
away seeds, and cut into wide strips, 
lengthwise. Cut away the ribs. To 
julienne: Pile two or three strips on 
top of each other, then cut into long 
thin strips. To dice: Make a bundle 
of julienne strips and cut across full 
length to the size wanted. To make 
rings: Slice across the length of the 


pepper to width wanted; cut out ribs. 


How to slice, julienne, and dice car- 
rots: Peel, then cut a thin strip off 
one side so carrot will lie flat. Trip 
off the little “scar” at the top and the 
tap root. To slice: Cut straight down 
to thickness called for in recipe at 
right angles to board, pushing the 
pieces away as you work. To juli- 
enne: Cut lengthwise in 1/8-inch 
slices. Place two or three slices, one 
on top of the other, slice into strips. To 


dice: Cut crosswise into size needed.

ROYAL RIESLING 


Greatest of grapes for warm-weather wines 





by ROY ANDRIES DE GROOT 


Author of “Feasts for All Seasons” 


It all started with the Emperor Char- 
lemagne at the end of the Eighth 
Century—the breeding of fine Ger- 
man white wines. He was “Master of 
Europe.” From Spain to what is now 
Poland, from Saxony in the north to 
Lombardy in the south, he ruled from 
his Palace of Ingelheim on a hill 
overlooking the valley of the Rhine. 

One spring day, standing on the 
watchtower, the emperor looked out 
at the incomparable view of the great 
river and the towering slopes of the 
far side. On one of them, he noticed 
that the snow was melting in a curi- 
ous way: softening at the top, while 
still hard at the base. Charlemagne 
said to one of his nobles: “The sun 
strikes that slope from a high angle. 
It would be a good place to plant 
vines. See that it’s done.” 

The hill was found to be covered 
with wild black currants, (called 
Johannisbeeren in German), so they 
named it Johannisberg. In 1100 it 
was given to the Benedictine monks, 
who worked patiently for 700 years 
to improve the grapes and make bet- 
ter wines. By selecting and grafting, 
they gradually developed a special 
strain of vine with tight little bunches 
of small yellow-green grapes that rip- 
en to deep golden. At maturity, they 
have an incomparable aroma, an en- 
trancing taste, which seems to be com- 
pounded of the essences of all other 
fruits: of black currants. peaches, of 
pineapples, blackberries. and walnuts. 

The monks called their vine the 
Riesling—a name which today can 


claim to be the greatest among the 
world’s white wine grapes. Greatest. 
not only because of its supreme posi- 
tion in Germany, but also because it 
has successfully traveled to all the 
other major wine areas of the world. 
Everywhere it has adapted itself to 
different climates and soils. produc- 
ing different winés, yet all with a

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certain regal richness of character. 

But on the Johannisberg it. still 
grows best. In 1801, all church prop- 
erties were seized by the state, and 
ownership of Johannisberg passed to 
the Emperor of Austria, who gave it 
to his favorite minister, Prince von 
Metternich. He built his schloss 
(chateau) on the summit. The family 
still lives there and still makes the 
world’s most famous Riesling wine, 
now called Schloss Johannisberg. It 
is closely challenged by two other 
nearby vineyards, the 1,000-year-old 
monastery of Steinberg (stone moun- 
tain), now state-owned. and_ the 
moated, fairy-story castle of Schloss 
Vollrads. 

Fortunately for all of us, enough of 
these greatest of Riesling wines are 
made each year for them to be dis- 
tributed virtually everywhere. At any 
well-stocked wineshop, you should 
find the tall “steeple” bottles with the 
colorful labels. Schloss Johannisberg 
has the coat of arms of the Metter- 
nich family or a picture of the castle 
on the mountain. Steinberg has the 
heraldic black eagle. Schloss Vollrads 
has the gold-and-red crest of its own- 
ers, the family with the unpronounce- 
able name. Matuschka-Greiffenklau. 
But before buying these and all other 
German wines, it is important to 
learn a few basic, reasonably simple 
rules. 

Along the valleys of the Rhine, 
the Moselle, and their tributaries, the 
weather varies enormously and un- 
predictably from year to year. So the 
wine growers do not harvest the 
grapes all at once (as is usual in 
France or California), but, beginning 
near the end of September, they send 
skilled pickers with long scissors 
through the rows of vines to cut only 
those grapes that are ripe. These are 
pressed at once into a wine that

Always remember that on a 
German wine label the word in 
the largest type is usually the 
name of the village where the 
grapes were grown. The second 
biggest word is usually the name 
of the particular vineyard. Some 
of them are quite fantastic, often| 
reflecting incidents in the local 
history of the region, One famous) 
wine, for example. is called (free- 
ly translated from a_ perfectly) 
straight-faced label) “The Bish- 
op’s School for Priestly Convicts.” 
The story goes that the rich own- 
er of the vineyard willed it, upon 
his death. to the local church. 
The income from the sale of the 
wine was used to support the 
bishop’s favorite charity, a semi- 
nary where ex-convicts who really 
wanted to turn over a new leaf 
could be trained as priests! 

After the village and the vine- 
yard, if there is no other descrip- 
tive word, you can assume that 
the wine is dry and light. But if 
you see one of the “wine words” 
mentioned above, you will know 
what to expect. 

There are basic differences be- 
tween the Riesling wines of the 
Rhine and those of the Moselle. 
(Incidentally. if the wine is from 
the Rhine, the bottle is of brown- 
red glass: when it is from the 
Moselle, blue-green.) Perhaps one 
can say that the Moselle Valley 
being narrower and steeper, gets 
a little

he Riesling in France 


/hen the Riesling started its 
‘orld travels, perhaps it was to 
e expected that it would first 
amp across its native Rhine and 
stablish itself as the “King of 
sace.” along the French side of 
ne great river. Here, as every- 
vhere else, the Riesling has 
proved that it makes the best 
yines when it grows in cool cor- 
ers on steep, stony slopes, where 


ne grape is small and under- 
ourished, rather than fat and 
ich. 


The finest wines come from the 
ills above the lovely old villages 

Riquewihr, Hunawihr, Ribeau- 
ille, and Bergheim—and these 
re the names to watch for on la- 
els. The rules for buying the 
\lsatian bottles are different 
rom those of the German. You 
hould look first for the Riesling 
ame on the label. Then, since al- 
nost all the wines are blended, 
he name of the responsible and 
killed blending and bottling firm 
; more important than that of the 
ineyard. After many years of 
rinking and loving Alsatian 
tieslings, I have come to know 
nd trust certain firms whose 
yines seem to maintain a high 
tandard year after year (see 
hart). 


| change in personality 


s the little yellow-green grape 
egan to flourish in other and 
iore distant places, it became 
enerally known as the “Johan- 
isberg Riesling,” in honor of its 
lustrious birthplace. This name 
;, of course, misleading. for the 
tiesling naturally produces a 
ohannisberg wine only in Johan- 
isberg. The grape takes on a 
ew personality wherever it grows 
1 different soils and under differ- 
nt weather. What can be said for 
lis marvelous grape is that, 
hatever the variations in various 
ountries, the wines are always 
ne—and often great. 

Cuttings from Johannisberg 
ere planted in Switzerland, 
long the upper valley of the 
iver Rhone, east of Lake Geneva 
1 the Canton of the Vallée. To- 
ay. although the output is small 
nd not much is exported, I have 
yund these Swiss “Johannis- 


bergs” in local inns. and they 
are the best of the district. One 
can play the same tasting game in 
the northern mountain valleys of 
Italy, where two separate strains 
of Riesling often grow side by 
side: the Riesling Renano (mean- 
ing of the Rhine) and the locally 
grafted Riesling Italico. 

The Riesling went eastward 
into Austria and then on to Hun- 
gary, where I have seen many 
acres of the Balatoni Riesling 
growing along the shores of Lake 
Balaton. Drinking it there in vil- 
lage cafés one notes that the wine 
has taken on a golden ambience 
from the rich Hungarian soil and 
sunshine. In Yugoslavia, it is 
called the Riesling Renski (of 
the Rhine) and makes the best 
white wines of the famous Lu- 
tomer district of Slovenia and 
also in the Serbian wine areas 
near Belgrade. In Rumania, there 
is a fine Riesling at Tirnave and 
another at Perla. I have also 
heard of, but not tasted, Riesling 
wines in Australia—and you 
could hardly get further from the 
Rhine than that. Very few of 
these Rieslings are imported here, 
but you can try them on their na- 
tive soils. 


In the Americas 


The Riesling reached the New 
World first by crossing the South 
Atlantic and establishing itself in 
Chile, where it produced that 
country’s finest white wine—the 
most widely accepted Latin-Amer- 
ican wine to be imported (in its 
fat flagon bottle) into the United 
States. 

Finally, in 1853, the Riesling 
grape arrived in Northern Cali- 
fornia and settled down in the 
cool, foggy valleys around San 
Francisco Bay. Here it seems to 
have felt more happily at home 
than in any other place on earth, 
except on the banks of the Rhine. 
The California White Riesling or 
Johannisberg Riesling (here, 
these two names mean the same 
thing), can be as fine and fresh 
a wine as any Riesling—except 
the very best of Germany and 
France. 

It ought to be easy to buy 
California Riesling, since all the 
better producers name the grape 
on the label. But unfortunately 
there are some confusing compli- 
cations. 

Problem one: The true “White” 
or “Johannisberg” Riesling will 
grow satisfactorily only in cer- 
tain cooler areas in the Napa and 
Sonoma valleys. However, other 
vineyards in warmer parts of the 
state also want to be able to 
make wines with the magic Ries- 
ling name. So several other varie- 
tal strains “clones,” as they 
are technically called) of the 
Riesling grape have been culti- 
vated in California.

Some of the strains are newly 
grafted by the research botanists. 
Others are grown from imported 
roots. A few older 
types have been renamed to in-~ 
clude the word “Riesling.” Most 
of them. when properly harvested 
and vinified, make very fair wines, 
but they do represent a compro- 
mise and they lack the glorious 
freshness and gay personality of 
the true Johannisberg Riesling. 
There is a “Grey Riesling,” an 
“Emerald Riesling,” and a “Syl- 
vaner Riesling” (also sometimes 
called a “Franken Riesling”). 
Even an American native wild 
erape called “Elvira” has been 
renamed the “Missouri Riesling.” 
Any of these may be labeled

The tasting game 


It is one of the most fascinat- 
ing of wine-tasting games to 
trace the multitude of Riesling 
wines. Start by tasting a German 
Riesling against a California 
estate-bottled Johannisberg. The 
German has an_ extraordinary 
and subtle sweet-sour balance. 
The Californian is less complex, 
less delicate, but has its own in- 
teresting qualities of masculinity 
and power. 

Few people appreciate this 
fine California wine more than 
Dr. Harold Berg, head of the 
Department of Oenological and

Fall is the ideal planting time 
for lily bulbs, but spring is ac- 
ceptable. More important is to 
keep the bulbs cool and moist 
while they are out of the ground. 
Unlike a tulip or daffodil bulb, 
which survives nicely in a paper 
bag through months of dormancy. 
a lily bulb is never completely 
dormant. It needs to be replanted 
as quickly as possible after hav- 
ing been dug. 

The other requisite for success 
with lilies. no matter how sturdy 
today’s hybrids, is a moist, humus- 
rich that drains perfectly. 
Plant on slopes or in raised beds. 
\void any depressed area where 
water stands. Prepare the soil to 
a depth of 12 to 18 inches. in- 
corporating humus at the rate of 
one part to one or two parts soil. 
Humus can be in the form of well- 
rotted compost, peat moss, or 
decomposed manure (provided it 
does not come in direct contact 
with the lily bulb). Excepting 
Lilium candidum, the madonna 
lily. which thrives in a neutral to 
slightly alkaline soil. lilies need 
that is on the acid side. 
Plant L. candidum one inch deep 
(and only in the fall). Other 
lilies need to be covered with

Basically, lilies need a sunny 
site. However, this varies accord- 
ing to variety and climate.

Heat all of the remaining oil 
with all the butter in a small 
heavy skillet. Add the garlic and 
cook. over moderate heat, for 
about 5 minutes, giving the gar- 
lic an occasional stir. Do not al- 
low it to burn; it will turn bitter. 

Bring 7 quarts of water with 
2 tablespoons salt to a rolling 
boil. Add the pasta. Bring to a 
boil a second time and cook until 
somewhat less than al dente (firm 
to the tooth). Drain thoroughly. 
Mix in the garlic mixture. Start- 
ing with pasta, make a layer in 
the bottom of the prepared dish, 
then a layer of broccoli. next a 
sprinkling of cheese. Repeat until 
both pasta and broccoli have been 
used. Finish with a heavy sprink- 
ling of cheese on top. Place in a 
preheated 375° oven for 10 min- 
utes. Just long enough to heat 
through and melt the cheese on 
top. Serves 6.

Baked Cucumbers 


6 cucumbers 

2 tablespoons wine vinegar

Big pinch freshly grated white 
pepper 

Handful parsley sprigs, minced 


Peel the cucumbers (page 157), 
then cut in half lengthwise. Scoop 
out the seeds. Slice each half, 
lengthwise, into 3 even strips, 
then cut across into 2-inch pieces. 
Combine the cucumber pieces 
with the vinegar, salt. and sugar 
in a polyethylene bag. Place in 
a pan in case of leakage. Marinate 
at least 30 minutes or. better, 
several hours, turning whenever 
you think of it. Drain and pat 
dry with paper towels. 

Pour the butter into a shallow 
(about 144 inch) baking dish 
about 12 inches wide. Add the 
cucumbers, basil, onions, and 
pepper. Toss the cucumbers until 
well coated with the mixture. 

Place in a preheated 375° oven 
for about 35-45 minutes or until 
the cucumbers are tender but still 
crisp. Can be prepared to this 
point and reheated. If so, do not 
cover. Sprinkle with the minced 
parsley just before serving. Serve 
with poached or sautéed fish to 
4, perhaps 6.

How to preserve 


the warm glow of wood

Reapplying a clear finish, as de- 
scribed above, will bring the 
wood back to its former beauty. 

Sealer stains are excellent on 
less important work, such as chil- 
dren’s furniture, pieces headed 
for your weekend hideaway. or 
wood that’s going to get light 
wear—trim, for example. And 
there’s no quarreling about the 
fact that these stains are easier 
to apply. You spread them evenly 
with a brush or rag. A little wip- 
ing may be needed; another coat, 
if you want to darken the wood, 
and that’s all. No need for a 
clear finish coat. Drying time is 
usually from eight hours to over- 
night. 

(Note: No matter what type 
of stain you select, it’s always 
wise practice to test the coating 
on an inconspicuous portion of 
your project. Unfortunately, col- 
ors vary from product to product. 
What one maker calls deep wal- 
nut may look quite a bit unlike 
another brand labeled the same 
way. In addition, the same stain 
will look very different on differ- 
ent species of wood.) 


Filler: 
for opened- 
grained wood 


Normally, fillers come in paste 
form; are mixed with a_ sol- 
vent, and applied after stain, but 
before the seal coat. At one time, 
it was common practice to fill the 
open pores of oak floors (as it 
was to fill other open-grain 
woods). It is still used by a num- 
ber of professionals, and dedi- 
cated amateur refinishers. “Pro- 
fillers” say it makes a smooth, 
even finish possible on open- 
grained wood. “Anti-fillers” claim 
it destroys the natural beauty of 
the wood. As you might expect, 
the truth lies somewhere in be- 
tween. Fillers do tend to mask the 
natural grain of, say, mahogany, 
but do also set up a surface for 
a smooth, marvelously even finish. 

Once mixed, fillers should be 
brushed on a small area at a time, 
allowed to dry partially, and 
rubbed with a dry cloth in a 
circular motion. Finish up with 
a clean cloth, rubbing this time 
with the grain. Let it dry 24 
hours, and then apply a thin seal- 
er coat and your finish coats— 
varnish or shellac. Lacquer may 
“lift” the filler (i.e. the filler 
could bleed into the lacquer). 


Obviously. to match the wood 


tone, you'd choose or tint the 
filler to blend with the stain, or 
with the natural wood finish, if 
you intended to use no stain. For 
special effects, and rather dra- 
matic ones sometimes. you might 
purposely select a filler darker 
(or lighter) than the wood tone. 


Bleach: 
a tone lightener 
for all woods 





“Blonde” oak and mahogany fur- 
niture seems to be recurrently 
popular. And wood bleaches are 
the means to turn the wood 
blonde. Bleaches are also used, 
as mentioned earlier, to clean 
stubborn spots on wood. 

An ordinary household bleach 
will prove too mild a solution. 
What you need for this purpose 
is a wood bleach (sold in nearly 
all paint stores). They are pack- 
aged as a powder, ready to mix 
in water, or in two bottles, the 
contents of which you mix before 
application. Caution: These are 
strong—often mixtures of caustic 
soda and hydrogen peroxide. Pos- 
itively wear rubber gloves and 
some kind of protective apron. 
And watch for spills; throw drop- 
clothes over whatever surrounds 
your project. 

You generally brush on bleach, 
then rinse the surface. Allow the 
wood to dry thoroughly. Next, 
with a very fine grade of paper, 
sand down the water-raised 
grain; clean up, and apply a clear 
finish. 

Stains, fillers, and bleaches— 
these are the basic ingredients to 
alter the natural tone of wood 
without hiding the grain. Over 
this (or over untreated wood) go 
clear finishes. Between stain and 
finish coat, you should apply a 
sealer, also called a penetrating 
sealer. This will lock in the stain 
color and provide a smooth sur- 
face and better adhesion for the 
finish coat. With very fine paper, 
sand the sealer coat before 
putting down finish. Penetrating 
sealers contribute to a better top 
coat over natural wood surfaces, 
as well. Easiest way to choose a 
sealer: buy a shellac sealer for a 
shellac finish; varnish sealer for 
varnish, and a lacquer sealer for 
a lacquer top coat. 

Here now is a quick summary 
of clear finishes: 








Varnish: 
oldest and most 
popular 


Pick any interior wood surface. 
There’s a varnish designed for it. 
The trick is to buy the right var- 
nish for your project, and that 
isn’t too difficult. Floor varnishes 
are generally labeled so, as are 
furniture and trim varnishes. If 
you want to coat the wood on a 
home bar, look for a bar varnish. 
If better than average resistance 
to alcohol and abrasion is needed, 
pick an epoxy varnish. For a very 
tough, durable finish, choose a 
urethane varnish. 

Some application hints: Use a 
clean brush; work in a dust-free 
condition at about 70° F.; brush 
out the varnish smoothly with 
one, no more than two, strokes 
(to avoid raising bubbles). Two 
coats are standard. Apply three 
or four for a fine finish; sand be- 
tween each coat. If you’re looking 
for a pluperfect finish, rub the 
final coat with a pumice or rot- 
tenstone slurry. 


Shellac: used 
before Caesar's 
| tume 





A good, fast-drying finish for 
floors or trim, shellac stands up 
well under moderate wear, and is 
easy to repair. But it has low re- 
sistance to heat. alcohol, and wa- 
ter, and needs periodic wax ap- 
plications to resist these elements 
effectively. 

Your best course is to brush on 
at least two; possibly three thin 
coats, sanding lightly between 
coats, as always. Use white shel- 
lac on any wood; orange shellac 
on the darker woods (since it will 
darken a light wood).

Many people prefer the mellow 
luster of an oil finish. Ii you 
choose oil, expect to work. A 
good finish will take a consider- 
able amount of rubbing. And un- 
derstand before you start that it 
has a low resistance to water and 
alcohol and that it is really not 
too much protection for the 
wood. 

To do it, spread a generous 
coat of oil over the wood surface; 
let it soak in; then begin rubbing. 
Allow this coat to dry overnight 
and repeat the same steps. The 
more you rub, the better its ap- 
pearance. To get a deeper, richer 
appearance on the wood surface, 
repeat the process a third time.

is well equipped with quiet boats 
to give you a close look at the 
birds, especially in the hushed 
and misty silent times of dawn 
and sunset, the hours world-round 
which the birds make their own. 

The world’s assorted great bird- 
lands are so varied and so far 
flung that they are virtually im- 
possible to list in one place. 
Some are particularly surprising. 
Everyone knows by now of the 
swallows and their eerily punc- 
tual annual return to Capistrano, 
but a similar phenomenon occurs 
each spring in New Milford, 
Pennsylvania, a state which with 
good reason cherishes a four-star 
bird preserve in Presque Island 
State Park, north of Erie—a 
meeting ground for 288 different 
sorts of our fine feathered friends. 

Our growing awareness of the 
need for conserving whatever yet 
remains of our wild life has ele- 
vated the birds to a new status. 
It now turns out that it takes a 
healthy, happy, bird population 
to keep the balance of nature on 
an even keel, and every enlight- 
ened state in the union is putting 
forth efforts to preserve wilder- 
ness sanctuaries. 

Here the wild birds foregather, 
sitting ducks for hunts- 
men, but to lead their normal 
lives, coming and going or, as the 
case may be, staying with the sea- 
choice of

Of 
course, you are not always in- 
vited to pitch camp in a bird sanc- 
tuary, but there is usually nearby 
provision within hiking or canoe- 
ing distance for bird-seekers. 

The state of Wisconsin puts 
you right back into Indian coun- 
try as the first explorers must 
have found it with the Van Loon 
Wildlife area in La Crosse County 
—4,000 acres along five miles of 
the Black River, approached via 
U.S. Highway 53. Among the 
sedge and wild rice in the same 
state—a waterfowl preserve in the 
Pershing Wild Life Area near 
Hannibal and the Chequamegon 
National Forest. 

Hilton Head Island in South 
Carolina, a piney world where 
the woods seem to run into the 
ocean, may be better known as a 
secluded paradise for golfers and 
beach buffs, but it is also a lively 
enclave for Audubonites. It’s sur- 
rounded by estuaries, and so has: 
a fair amount of marshland and 
meadow as well as woods, a nice 
diversity to invite the birds. Bird- 
watchers who took part in the 
annual Audubon Christmas Count 
last year saw 144 different spe- 
cies and something like 18,593 
birds, including what the initiates 
consider a rare bonanza—the 
broad-winged hawk, Wilson’s plo- 
ver, the Eastern wood peewee, 
and the white-crowned sparrow. 
Over the country, 840 localities 
totaled up their birds in the 
Christmas Count—the national 
winner San Diego, with a tally of 
209 species, all duly verified by 
officers of the Audubon Society. 


Wax: the 
final coat 















A good wax will enhance and pro 
tect a varnish, shellac, or lacque 
finish. Paste waxes—especiall 
those with Carnauba wax in the

tice. It attracts dirt, and doesttt 
provide any real protection.

Try flowering tobacco 


Flowering tobacco or nicotiana is 
an old-fashioned flower with a 
great many uses for today’s gar- 
dens. Even the species, \. affinis, 
with its rangy growth to three 
feet high has an unmistakable 
charm when the pure-white flow- 
ers open in the evening and re- 
lease their heavy tuberose frag- 
rance. 


Other nicotianas offered by 
seedsmen today have been con- 
siderably improved. Daylight 


grows two feet tall and every 
plant becomes a bouquet of white. 
The blooms stay open all day, 
even in full sun. Dwarf White 
Bedder is a more compact ver- 
sion that grows only 12 inches 
tall. It is useful anywhere in 
the garden, but especially in pots, 
tubs, window boxes, and_ patio 
planting pockets. Crimson Bedder 
is the same, but it has wine-red 
flowers. Of equal interest is Lime 
Sherbet which opens its lime- 
green flowers on compact, 18-inch 
plants. Two mixtures are also 
available: Sensation and Grandi- 
flora Hybrids, both in various 
shades of rose. red, and crimson, 
some even creamy white. 

Sow nicotiana seeds on the sur- 
face of well-prepared soil where 
they are to grow after danger of 
frost is past.

On a gentle rise in the rich farmland of Bucks County, 
Pennsylvania, this new home of Douglas fir, glass, and na- 
tive fieldstone makes a strong architectural statement with- 
out becoming alienated from the surrounding landscape. The 
fir is allowed to be itself{—coated only with a clear pre- 
servative. The stone is earthy. Horizontal emphasis of the 
tongue-and-groove siding accentuates the length of each wing 
of the house, and, to the eye, lowers its silhouette, making 
the house seem more a part of the land. 

The three-way thrust of the plan simplifies the nermal 
division of activities within and controls the views to the 
east and south. Basic framing for the house stands, for the 
most part, outside the exterior walls—a structural technique 
that liberates the design of space within, A raised roof over 
the living and dining areas allows clerestory windows above 
the solid walls—windows that face the rising and setting sun, 
permitting light but not radiant heat to flow into this space. 
In fact, the open, day-bright milieu of the living area is an 
effective contrast to the sleeping-wing privacy. The glass 
walls here are completely justified, since there is a magnifi- 
cent view to enjoy. 

Designed by Architect Richard Owen Abbott, of Boston, 
the house is modest in size, containing about 2,000 square 
feet. Although natural materials were used generously, the 
house is very much a product of our times. For example, the 
architect selected unitized fiber-glass tub and showers for 
the baths, acrylic skylights for the sleeping-wing hall, and 
central heating and air conditioning throughout.

How to make 
remodeling easier 


Six suggestions for eliminating the minor irritations 


that often arise during remodeling, and, incidentally, 


avoiding tangles that could lead to a lawsuit 


A husband and wife in Virginia 
have stopped speaking to the 
contractor who added a bedroom 
and bath to their house. Nothing 
remains between them but bad 
feelings and two hotly disputed 
bills. Problems other than money 
helped abrade the initial good 
working relationship: little things 
that mounted up, like carpenters 
who used crude language; ma- 
sons who disappeared for two- 
hour lunch breaks, and bathroom 
tile delivered in the wrong color. 

At the opposite end of the 
scale, a banking executive in 
Chicago recently bought and re- 
modeled a 65-year-old house lo- 
cated north of the city. He and 
his wife and three children 
moved in a month ago, and are 
exuberant. They can’t recommend 
the contractor highly enough. 

Now, what can you do to steer 
toward situation “B” and avoid 
situation “A”, if you’re planning 
changes in your house? Is it real- 
ly possible to pass through a 
lengthy renovation without stir- 
ring up friction between you and 
the professionals responsible for 
the job? 

Of course, the answer is yes. 
Hundreds of thousands of home- 
owners have maneuvered their 
way through major remodelings 
smoothly. But the fact that some 
jobs do work out badly—one or 
two you may know about, in fact 
—is reason enough to spend 
some time finding out what makes 
a good job good. 

Locating responsible 
men is an essential ingredient— 
not an earth-shaking revelation, 
but below you'll discover how 
best to find them. Just as impor- 
tant—and keep this in mind as 


crafts- 


you read through the advice here 
—is your own attitude. If you’ve 
been stung once by bad _ work- 
manship or know close friends 
who had a bitter experience re- 
modeling their home, it’s natural 


| enough for you to be wary. But 


try not to let your caution turn to 
distrust. Like a teacher constant- 
ly hovering over a pupil during 
an examination, an owner who is 
forever badgering everyone on 
the job with challenging ques- 
tions can soon cause enough irri- 
tation to start a brouhaha with 
the contractor. The secret is: 
Find the right man; then give 
him enough of a free hand to do 
the job the way he knows how. 

There are six ingredients, ‘six 
parcels of advice that should get 
you into and out of a remodeling 
project with the least frustration; 
the most satisfaction. 


1. Hire an architect 


While no one expects you to com- 
mission an architect to plan a re- 
roofing or advise you on having a 
sump pump installed in the base- 
ment, it is very much to your 
benefit to employ an architect’s 
professional skills before you al- 
ter your house. That includes 
changes from a simple redesign 
of a bath to the addition of a 
large wing to your house. 

Why? For three practical rea- 
sons, : 

First, he can save you money. 
That may seem surprising. Many 
people who have never dealt with 
an architect regard his commis- 
sion as icing on the cake—an 
extra they can’t afford. The truth 
is, this professional could easily 
design a bath/bedroom/dress- 
ing-room addition for a_ price, 
including his commission, of 
$1,000 less than the contractor’s 
quotation for doing the work 
without the architect. How can 
this be? Because the contractor, 
by the nature of his business, is 
more concerned with the physi- 
cal aspects of putting together 
materials. He’s hard pressed to 
do the job in a similar or the 
same way he’s always done it. 
Using this approach, he knows 
his costs, and can control the job

better. But as a result, you may 
not be getting the most efficient. 
least costly addition. 

Design is the architect’s first 
line of attack. For one set of 
needs described to him, he may 
have a dozen solutions. If keep- 
ing the cost low is your aim, he 
will select a spatial arrangement 
that provides you with maximum 
fulfillment at minimum expendi- 
ture. One dramatic case history 
to illustrate the point: A well-to- 
do family bought a 50-year-old 
house on Long Island. The strue- 
ture was badly in need of repair, 
and the contractor called in to 
give them an estimate recom- 
mended gutting the interior and 
starting over. He told them the 
cost would probably be around 
$70,000. Able to pay, but dis- 
satisfied with the idea, the family 


engaged an architect to try his. 
hand. He saw a great deal of® 


charm in the old house: sug- 
gested a few basic changes and 
some necessary updating. They 
liked his plan, went ahead, and 
finished the renovation for under 
$14,000. 

The second practical reason 
for hiring an architect is implicit 
in the first. You are more likely 
to get a finished alteration that 
comes closer to what you really 
want, in terms of esthetics and 
space that functions well for you. 

Third, you gain professional 
supervision over the job. The ar- 
chitect will be on hand to make 
sure reinforcing goes into the 
concrete if it’s specified. and see 
that you get the amount of insu- 
lation you paid for—in the right 
place, and so.on. He'll also act 
as your agent. If a disagreement 
with the contractor arises—and 
some. are inevitable—the archi- 
tect negotiates with the contrac- 
tor for you. 

In addition, an experienced 
residential architect will know 
where to locate the best contrac- 
tors. This relieves you of the un- 
certainty of finding and hiring a 
contractor on your own. 

Architects willing to take on 
residential remodeling are gen- 
erally those who already special- 
ize- in. residential work. Often 
youll find them = practicing on 
their own, or with one, possibly 
two, partners. Ask your friends 
for the name of someone who has 
designed a home for them, or call 
for recommendations at the local 
chapter of the American Insti- 


tute of Architects. If you find 
there isn’t a chapter nearby. 
write the national office for the 
address of the one closest to you. 
(American Institute of Archi- 
tects, 1735 New York Ave. N.W., 
Washington, D.C. 20006. ) 

On the average, today an ar- 
chitect’s fee for remodeling is 15 
percent of the construction cost. 
However, we found several archi- 
tects who were charging as little 
as 12 percent, and one or two 
who commanded a _  20-percent 
commission. The size of the con- 
tract bears on the percentage to 
some degree. A man who ordi- 
narily charges 15 percent mighé 
lower his fee if the cost of the re- 
modeling were between $25,000 
and $30,000. At the other ex- 
treme, an architect who takes on 
a small pantry alternation that is 
going to cost, say, $1.500 may 
charge for his services by the 
hour. Hourly rates fall in the 
area of $15 to $20, as a rule. 

Many of these architects also 
are willing to offer consultation, 
nearly always on the basis of an 
hourly fee. What consultation? 
Well, suppose you plan to buy an 
older house and want to know how 
it can be remodeled. Or you might 
seek only suggestions (instead of 
working drawings and _ supervi- 
sion) for an alteration in your 
present house. An architect can 
help you. 


2. Hire the best (not the 
cheapest) contractor 


Make it known to your architect 
that you want good workmanship 
and as little méss as possible. 
Generally, he'll assume that you 
do, but telling him won't hurt. 
Certainly, if you insist on man- 
aging a major remodeling with- 
out architectural help, the advice 
above is vital. A second-rate re- 
modeler may give you worse than 
second-rate craftsmanship. 

In fact, finding a,competent re- 
modeler tends to eliminate many 
of the thorny problems likely to 
turn up during a remodeling— 
for example, inexcusable delays. 
or work done not according to 
specifications. 

How do you find him? By not 
rushing. Once you’ve decided you 
need a new dining room. it’s hu- 
man to want it built as soon as 
possible. But contain yourself 
long enough to investigate the 
credentials of each remodeler.

4. Avoid mid-job changes 


As in selling, or baking a cake, 
or building a hi-fi cabinet, good 
planning is one of the most im- 
portant keys to good remodeling. 
If you study the plans, and make 
certain you understand exactly 
what is going to be done, and 
spend enough time selecting the 
kind, pattern, and color of ma- 
terials you want, you won’t need 
to make sudden changes after 
the work begins. For example, 
you won’t have to alter the plan 
because you failed to ask the 
architect or contractor to explain 
a portion of the blueprint you 
couldn’t fathom. Always ask. 
Some people peer at a closet on 
the drawings, and appreciate the 
new storage space it will provide. 
But once in place, they suddenly 
exclaim, “Oh, I didn’t want the 
door to open that way!” or “Can’t 
you make it just a foot wider. T’ll 
never get my winter storage bags 
in there as it is.” These are needs 
that should have been satisfied in 
the planning stage. 

This advice is given to save 
you money. Changes cost money. 
In fact, they cost considerably 
more, as a rule, then the same 
jog in the wall, extra space in 
closets, whatever, when planned 
and built without changes. 

That isn’t to say you should 
never change your mind. Some 
post-construction alterations are 
perfectly reasonable. After a wall 
has been painted, you may de- 
cide the tone is a shade too light. 


A new coat is justifiable, even - 


though it will cost you more in 
labor and material. 

Whenever you order a change, 
for whatever reason, always go 
to the architect, or to the con- 
tractor-supervisor if you haven't 
engaged an architect. Discuss 
the change sufficiently to make 
sure you both understand what’s 
to be done. Get an estimate for 
this new work. Then have the 
facts and price put in writing—a 
slip simply called a change order 
—and both you and the architect 
or supervisor sign it. Once done, 
there’s little chance for misun- 
derstanding. Changes settled ver- 
bally with assurances like “it 
won’t cost much more” probably 
lead to more ill will than any 
other single quirk in the business 
of remodeling. 

And a final note. You would, 
and should, be furious if the con- 
tractor. once the job has begun. 


tries to pad his profits by sub- 
stituting inferior materials, or 
skipping an important but be- 
hind-the-wall and  out-of-sight 
construction step. On the other 
side of the coin, the contractor is 
rightly angry when an owner 
asks workmen on the job to 
make changes, or “While you’re 
here, you wouldn’t mind fixing 
the railing in the basement, 
would you?” Always deal with 
the man in charge. 


5. Expect to camp out a little 


Almost every major remodeling 
stirs up chaos during construc- 
tion. When you’re living in the 
middle of it. your life is bound to 
be upset. But like spring clean- 
ing, the mess during is more than 
offset by the pleasure following. 
The magic word is: Relax. One 
Kansas family whose kitchen was 
torn up for a week bought a bu- 
tane-fed camper stove and ate a 
hot meal every night. They were 
so charmed by the portable stove 
they’ve used it since on three 
camping trips—a vacation style 
no one in the family had tried 
before, and now all enjoy. 

Some families solve the prob- 
lem with a trip to Europe during 
construction. On a smaller scale, 
dinners out, or a weekend away’ 
from the house help relieve the 
effects of scrambled living. 

If work is scheduled in a room 
where treasured furniture stands, 
naturally you'll want to protect 
it from accidental damage. Some 
families simply move their best 
pieces to another room, out of 
the way. Others feel strongly 
enough to put the furniture in 
temporary storage. 


6. Be flexible about some delays

“°Tis a puzzlement,” said the 
king in The King and I. That's 
what it seems when you try to re- 
place a beautiful, old. but terribly 
worn wood plank floor in a vin- 
tage house.

Try to 
find something to match the an- 
tique beauty of the old floors, 
and you run up against a stone 
wall—auntil now. 

Within the last few months. 
I. L. Bruce has begun marketing 
what I regard as one of the most 
attractive replicas of genuine, 
random-width plank flooring [ve 
seen. The planks are prefinished 
in a dark tone, somewhere be- 
tween a deep American walnut 
and ebony. Before staining and 
finishing, the wood is wire- 
brushed to accentuate the dis- 
tinctive oak graining. There are 
even wrought-head, cut nails (the 
old-fashioned rectangular-head 
nails) packed with the planks. 
The nails easily slip into pre- 
drilled holes, so there’s no chance 
to mar the finish. You can buy 
combinations of 3”-, 5”-, and 7”- 
wide planks, or 4”-, 6”-, and 8”- 
wide members.

Planning and transforming an outmoded, poorly 
equipped kitchen into a dream workroom can be an 
exciting and rewarding experience. It is also a slow, 
laborious job. But you can save yourself endless frus- 
trations, as well as money, by doing your homework 
well before you begin. A kitchen can’t be ordered from 
a catalog or bought from a store like a refrigerator. 
A good kitchen represents a concept of living. 

Where do you begin? By immersing yourself in all 
the information you can find on kitchens and equip- 
ment. Read the articles in magazines and newspapers 
having to do with kitchens. Clip pictures of kitchens 
you like. Study equipment ads and write manufactur- 
ers for literature. Browse through appliance depart- 
ments and stores. Check your local utility company 
for any information they have on kitchen remodeling. 
Only by digesting a solid background of information 
can you evaluate your wants and needs and do the 
proper choosing and discarding that is part of the fun 
of remodeling. 

Take the time for a self-analysis of how you and 


your family live. A checklist on page 177 can furnish 


some of the guidelines. You will need to develop an 
awareness of how you work in the kitchen. Think about 
the present arrangement of work areas and how they 
might be placed more conveniently. 

By the time you are ‘eady to consult the architect, 
kitchen designer, or contractor about building your 
new kitchen, your ideas should be well organized. Pro- 
f ls can’t possibly know as intimately as you 
Ca t your particular kitchen needs are. If you

IS THERE ADEQUATE SPACE? 


The type of kitchen you select will be governed to 
some extent by available space and location. [Hf your 
present room seems small, there may be an adjoining 
room and one partition that could be removed to get 
extra space. Doors can often be eliminated. No kitchen 
should have more than three doors. Since labor is 
today’s most costly commodity, you will want struc- 
tural changes held down to a minimum. However, 
windows can be moved and plumbing lines shifted. 

Your interest may be a country kitchen with an at- 
tractive sitting area and perhaps a fireplace, or a con- 
temporary multipurpose room allowing for hobbies as 
well as cooking. An indoor-outdoor kitchen has great 
appeal for those who enjoy the casual way of life. 
Toddlers suggest a play area inside and out, within 
view of anyone working in the kitchen. Where cooking 
is enjoyed as a creative art, the workroom should pro- 
vide for all its pleasures. 

For the woman who considers meal preparation a 
chore to be handled with little more than speed and 
dispatch, a compact kitchen with every laborsaving 
device and convenience is the answer. Study as many 
different kitchens and kinds of kitchens as you can, 
and you will develop definite ideas about your own 
wants and needs.

THE COMPONENTS OF YOUR KITCHEN 


Cabinets are a major consideration in planning a new 
kitchen. They contribute so much to its appearance, 
convenience, and function. You can find them for al- 
most any price, and in most cases you get what you 
pay for. Beware of an extremely low price, which can 
mean basic raw materials are not of good quality, 
wood is not well seasoned, or hardware (or its finish) 
will not stand up under use. Unless you are expert 
in this field, you must rely on the reputation of your 
contractor, in the case of cabinets built on the job, 
or select stock or custom cabinets of a nationally 
known manufacturer. 

Here again, prices will depend on what you choose. 
You can have all-steel cabinets, or those with vinyl- 
covered or wood doors. Different woods are available 
in natural or color-stained finishes. You also have the 
smooth and textured plastic laminates in many pat- 
terns and colors. 

How well-detailed the cabinets are will also affect 
the price; the number of shelves, whether fixed or ad- 
justable, such features as sliding trays, vertical files 
for platters and trays, pull-out chopping boards, ete. 
\ well-organized kitchen will have compartments pro- 
portioned for different utensils and tools, for all these 
things contribute to the efficiency of a kitchen, and of 
course, its cost. Make lists of items to be stored at each 
work center. Mistakes are costly when a room must 
be torn apart; better to pay for good cabinets and in- 


stallation and get the job done properly. 


SHOPPING FOR EQUIPMENT 
Whether yours will be a gas or an electric kitchen is 
a matter of preference, and may depend on the cost 
of fuel in your area. Technological developments in 
the last ten years have produced improvements in ap- 
pliances, yet prices have not soared; you get more 
lor your money than ever before. Warranties cover 
a longer time period. This varies from manufacturer 
to manufacturer and appliance to appliance, but it is

something to check when considering a purchase. 


From a decorative standpoint, you should know 


that appliances can now be installed so they practi- 


cally disappear into the cabinetry. Framine kits are 


available for many refrigerators. freezers. and dish-

HOW WILL YOU COOK? 


In choosing cooking equipment, your first choice 
lies between built-ins and freestanding appliances. The 
most revolutionary development in built-ins is the elec- 
tric smooth-surface glass ceramic cooktop that literally 
wipes clean. There are more conventional gas and elec- 
tric built-ins, as well as ranges, that include a grill 
or broiler, with standard surface units. Double built- 
ins come for vertical or horizontal installations. 

There is a multiplicity of features to consider in 
freestanding ranges. One electric model has infra-red 
lamps to hold foods at serving temperature, and a 
built-in exhaust to filter out fumes, cooking odors, and 
erease. Gas and electric ranges come with a gallery, 
shelf, or cabinet for heating plates, thawing foods, or 
keeping them warm. Faster, more efficient infra-red 
broilers are found in many ranges. One speed broiler 
cooks both sides of a steak or chops at the same time. 
The newest convenience added to an electric range is 
a hot-water tap offering 185” F. water. 

However you regard the importance of these con- 
veniences, along with cook-and-hold and otherwise 
timed controls, you will want a self-cleaning oven— 
freestanding or built-in, either gas or electric. 

Two self-cleaning systems are being used. The py- 
rolytic method uses high temperatures to eliminate 
soil—you will find this on all electric and most gas 
ranges. The catalytic system uses a chemical catalyst 
incorporated in the oven liner, which acts on soil when 
oven temperatures reach 350° F. or higher. This sys- 


tem is available on a limited number of gas ranges. 


COOKING WITH MICROWAVES 


The electronic oven was not designed to take the 
place of a conventional oven, but it should be consid- 
ered in planning the ultimate kitchen. Because it re- 
duces cooking time to a minimum and is unique in 
its ability to retain fresh-cooked flavor in reheating 
foods, it can add much to the pleasures of the kitchen. 
It is something that all members of the family will 
appreciate and use when they want lunch or a snack 
in a hurry. Two manufacturers are now marketing two- 
oven eye-level ranges that incorporate an electronic 
oven along with conventional cooking equipment.

The Gene Boerner rose, a 1969 All-America 
Selection, named after the late rose breeder 
who developed the first important floribunda. 
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perpetual blooming, in their informality, 
and in other characteristics that have 
made them eminently suitable for the 
conditions that prevail in modern small 
gardens. It seems incredible that all this 
goodness should come from this one rose, 
Fashion. It is a simple task to compile 





a list of 20 or more roses currently found 
in our gardens that can boast of having 
Fashion in their pedigree.

It was an American Indian who first 
crushed wild strawberries (‘“The won- 
der of all fruits growing naturally in 
these parts,” wrote Roger Williams, 
founder of Rhode Island.) to make 
Strawberry Bread, thus inspiring pi- 
oneer women to make Strawberry 
Shortcake. The pie, per se, is not 
American, not even the apple, but it 
was an imaginative American house- 
wife who first piled meringue on top 
of her lemon pie, who first used ma- 
ple syrup, which is American, to 
make a mousse, and who turned 
squash (nativity unknown) into pun- 
kin’ pie. Southern cooks contributed 
sweet lime pie, pecan pie, and pos- 
sibly Angel Cake. Pecans, natives of 
America, came north only after the 
Civil War. The Yankee cooks created 
Indian Pudding and “cooked” the 
beautiful blueberry in so many beau- 
tiftul ways. Now, enjoy and _ take 
pride, as we do, in this limited edi- 
tion of American desserts. 





Rich Strawberry Shortcake 


Way back in 1896 when the first “Fannie 
Farmer” turned up in the bookstores, 
shortcake was a gorgeously rich “bis- 
cuit” dessert—a far cry from the sponge- 
cake version one meets nowadays. 


14 cup (1 stick) butter 

2 cups sifted all-purpose flour 

', cup sugar 

4 teaspoons baking powder 

14 teaspoon salt 

Few grains freshly grated nutmeg 
2 egg yolks, lightly beaten 

1, cup milk 

2 pints or 4 cups ripe strawberries 
1 cup heavy cream 


Butter an 8-inch round cake pan and 
set aside. 

Combine all the dry ingredients in a 
generous bowl and mix together well. Add 
the remaining butter. cut into chunks, 
and work into the flour with a pastry 
blender until the mixture looks mealy, 


Stir in the yolks and milk with a fork 
until well mixed. Don’t attempt to beat 
the batter smooth. Spoon into the pre- 
pared pan and smooth the top with a 
metal spatula. 

Bake in a preheated 450° oven for 12 
minutes or until a toothpick inserted in 
the center comes out dry. That is, with- 
out any batter clinging to it. Cool on a 
cake rack. 

Since the strawberry filling is inclined 
to soak into the cake, it is best to fill the 
cake and finish it shortly before serving. 
While the cake cools, wash the strawber- 
ries, then drain and dry thoroughly. Hold 
out half a dozen or so of the handsomest, 
then hull and slice or crush the remainder. 
Sweeten with superfine sugar to taste. Cut 
the shortcake in half, crosswise. Spread 
the strawberries over the bottom layer. 
Whip the cream until it holds firm peaks; 
spoon it over the top of the shortcake 
and garnish with whole strawberries. 
Whisk it to the table at once. 


Strawberry Pastry Cake 


In the old days, many a good cook made 
up a recipe of her very best pastry, baked 
it in large round “leaves,” layered the 
leaves with fresh strawberries, lightly 
sweetened, and finished it with whipped 
cream. A very elegant interpretation of 
our great American dessert. 


1 recipe good rich pastry 
Fresh strawberries 
1 cup heavy cream 


Roll out the pastry about 1% inch thick 
in circles approximately 8 inches in di- 
ameter. Roll up on the rolling pin, center 
over the bottom of an 8-inch cake pan, 
then unroll. With a sharp knife, cut off 
any surplus dough that hangs over ithe 
edge. Make as many layers as you like, 
but no less than three. Bake in a pre- 
heated 350° oven for 10 to 15 minutes 
or until lightly browned. Slide onto a 
cake rack, taking great care not to break 
them, and allow to cool. 

Prepare the strawberries (see Rich 
Strawberry Shortcake. above) and_ set 
aside. The quantity of strawberries de- 
pends on the number of layers of pastry. 
Figure on about 2 cups for 3 layers. Im- 
mediately before serving, layer the pastry 
with the strawberries, finish the top 
with whipped cream, and garnish with 
the reserved berries,

Pastry for a 9-inch, l-crust pie 

3 eggs 

VY eup light brown sugar 

1 cup, less 2 tablespoons, light 
Karo syrup 

4 tablespoons (14 stick) butter, 
melted 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

Two 3-ounce bags whole pecans, 
about 


Once the pastry is rolled. fitted 
into the piepan, and crimped, 
refrigerate. 

Combine all remaining ingredi- 
ents except the pecans in a gen- 
erous bowl and beat vigorously 
with a rotary beater until well 
mixed. Set aside while you place 
the pecans in concentric circles, 
fairly close together, in the bot- 
tom of the pie shell. Spoon the 
filling over the pecans carefully, 
disturbing them as little as possi- 
ble. They float to the top, by the 
way, but look prettier if they are 
somewhat symmetrical. 

Place the filled pie in a pre- 
heated 250° oven for about 25 
minutes, or until the mixture 
shows bubbles on the surface. In- 
crease the heat to 300° and con- 
tinue baking another 20 minutes. 
A total of 45 minutes. Place the 
pie pan on a wire rack to cool. 
Do not refrigerate. 


Angel Cake with Lemon Glaze 


1 cup sifted cake fiour 

1144 cups egg whites (about 12) 
1, teaspoon salt 

] teaspoon cream of tartar 

11% cups sugar 

Grated rind 1 lemon 

1 tablespoon lemon juice 


Sift the flour three more times, 
then set aside. 


Place the egg whites in the 


SE 
bowl of the electric mixer or a 3 
to 4-quart bowl. Add the salt. and 
beat with the mixer or an electric 
beater until foamy. Sprinkle the 
cream of tartar over the surface 
of the whites and continue 

ing until they form firm. shiny 
peaks when the beater is held 
straight up. Add the sugar, no 


more than 4 tablespoons at a 
time, and fold it in gently but 
thoroughly with a rubber spatula. 
When the last of the sugar has 
been added. fold in the lemon 
rind and juice. 

Sift about 14 of the flour over 
the entire surface of the mixture 
and fold in with a rubber spatula. 
Continue adding the flour and 
folding until all is used. One point 
to remember in making Angel 
Cake is that you must not over- 
mix; still you must make certain 
no patches of flour remain. 

Pour into a 10-inch tube pan 
(preferably one with “legs”) and 
bake in a preheated 375° oven 
for 35 to 40 minutes, or until the 
cake springs back when pressed 
gently with your finger. Remove 
from the oven, invert over a wire 
rack, and allow the cake to 
“hang” until completely cold. If 
the pan does not have legs, place 
tube over the neck of a funnel or 
bottle so that the pan is sus- 
pended. When cold, loosen edges 
with a spatula and give the pan a 
good bang on the counter to help 
cake to drop out. 

To glaze: Beat 1 egg yolk well. 
Stir in 2 tablespoons butter. 
melted. the juice of 1 lemon, and 
1% cup sifted confectioners sugar. 
Stir until smooth. Spread a thin 
layer over the top of the Angel 
Cake with a knife and allow some 
of the glaze to dribble down the 
sides. Allow to stand at room 
temperature until cold. 

To serve, Angel Cake must be 
“cut” by pulling the pieces apart 
with two silver forks. Best eaten 
the day it is baked. 


Indian Pudding 


In a very early edition of The 
White House Cook Book, the au- 
thor gives no fewer than six ver- 
sions of this old New England 
dish: with and without eggs: two 
“boiled” versions; a variation 
called “puffs”; and one desig- 
nated as “delicate.” The sauce 
suggestions include hard sauce, 
butter and 
syrup, butter, wine and nutmeg, 


wine sauce, maple 
and lemon sauce. Today it is gen- 
erally served with heavy cream or 
vanilla ice cream, 


5 eups milk 
14 cup corn meal 

2 tablespoons butter 

14 cup molasses 

14 cup brown sugar, packed 
14 teaspoon salt 

4 teaspoon cinnamon 


teaspoon ground ginger 


Pour the milk into the top of a 
double boiler and heat over hot 
water. When hot. stir in the corn 
meal. Cook over simmering wa- 
ter, stirring frequently, for 10 
minutes. Stir in all remaining in- 
gredients. Cook another 10 min- 
utes. Pour into a 1]-quart oven- 
proof casserole that can go to the 
table, and bake in a preheated 
275° oven for 2 hours. Serve 
warm. 


Lemon Meringue Pie 


It seems likely that the Lemon 
Meringue Pie is an American in- 
novation, but there is little ques- 
tion that the English made lemon 
or perhaps lime pies very early in 
their history. 


One 9-inch baked pie shell 
14% cups sugar 

5 tablespoons flour 

Salt 

4 eggs, separated 

Grated rind | lemon 
Juice 2 lemons 


Combine | cup of the sugar, the 
flour, and a good pinch of salt to- 
gether in the top of a double 
boiler. Stir in 1 cup boiling water 
and cook over direct heat, stir- 
ring constantly, until thick. Beat 
the egg yolks slightly and add 
the hot sugar mixture to the 
yolks, very slowly, beating con- 
stantly and hard. Pour back into 
the top of the double boiler and 
cook over simmering water until 
very thick and heavy as mayon- 
naise. Take off the heat, stir in 
the lemon juice and rind. Set 
aside to cool. When cold, pour 
into the baked pie shell. 

Add a big pinch of salt to the 
whites, then beat with a rotary or 
electric beater until they hold a 
shape. Add the remaining sugar 
gradually, beating constantly. un- 
til the meringue holds firm, shiny 
points when you lift up the 
beater. Spoon the meringue over 
the top of the filling. spreading it 
to the very edge of the pastry. 

Bake in a preheated 350° oven 
for 12 to 15 minutes or until the 
meringue is flecked with gold. 
Cool but do not refrigerate before 
serving. 


Blueberry Schaum Torte 


Blueberries. one of our most de- 
licious and beautiful fruits. have 
a long tradition in American

Grease a 10-inch spring form pan 
thoroughly. Set aside. ; 

Place the whites in a very 
large bowl or the bowl of the 
electric mixer and beat until the 
whites hold soft points. Add 1 
cup of the sugar, a few table- 
spoons at a time, beating con- 
stantly. Then add the vanilla and 
vinegar. Now begin to add the re- 
mainder of the sugar. in larger 
quantities, and continue beating 
until the meringue holds firm. 
shiny peaks when the beater is 
held straight up. 

Pour into the prepared pan and 
bake in a preheated 250° oven 
for 1 hour. Cool on a cake rack. 
When cold, run a metal spatula 
around the inside of the pan. 
Then, with the greatest care, re- 
lease the spring. Place torte, still 
on the bottom, on a serving plate. 


Sauce 


4 cups fresh blueberries 
1 cup sugar 
Juice 1 orange 


Combine all ingredients and cook 
over low heat, stirring constantly. 
for 5 minutes. Take off the heat 
and cool. Garnish the entire top 
of the torte with the sauce. Serve 
the remainder on the side. 


Lady Baltimore Cake 


Lady Baltimore, a novel by Owen 
Wister, laid in Charleston, was 
published in 1906. By a series of 
circumlocutions that would stag- 
ger a modern writer, Wister was 
able to make a cake one of the 
principal characters. The con- 
fection became enormously popu- 
lar overnight and immortalized 
Charleston’s Lady Baltimore Tea 
Room. where it was served. The 
following recipe was adapted 
from one published in Charleston 
Receipts, a book of recipes col- 
lected by the Junior League of 
Charleston. Available through 
Charleston Receipts, $3.75 post- 
paid.

A coolness of punches 


Ten ways to fill the bowl with pleasure 


When the heat is so intense your 
sunglasses seem to be wilting, 
with humidity so high it would 
wring tears from stone statues— 
and guests are expected—it’s time 
for a punch. Not the boxing va- 
riety (though a knock-out might 
give some relief from the heat) 
but a nice. icy concoction to be 
consumed in some quantity un- 
der the sun, or as it passes over 
the yardarm. 

Punch is easy on guests, who 
don’t have to wait while the host 
mixes a variety of complicated 
concoctions. And it is easy on the 
host. who has already done the 
necessary relatively abbreviated 
mixing. 

A punch can land gently on 
the stomach or it can have the 
impact of a lethal body blow. It 
can cool the body or dull the 
mind. It all depends on the 
amount of alcohol it contains. 

But since a hot-weather punch 
is something to be consumed by 
thirsty people, and since only 
the mixer knows its strength, it 
is often kinder to guests not to be 
as generous as instinct suggests. 
Moderation. as usual, is the by- 
word, and flavor is the guide. 
Proportions in any recipe can, of 
course, be varied slightly to suit 
the temperature and the mood. 

Mixing a punch may seem like 
an opportunity to work out artis- 
tic frustrations by taking the ab- 
stract approach and splashing in 
a little of this and a little of 
that. It may also seem like a good 
chance to use up some of those 
odds and ends in the liquor cabi- 
net. But the outcome in either 
case can be so many flavors that 
there is no flavor at all. 

Garnishes offer an even greater 
outlet for artistry, and sometimes 
it. 1S to remind our- 
selves that punches are for drink- 


necessary 


ing, not eating. A limit of two 
strong but flavors 
plus some less bold mixers, and 
two garnishes, seems a good 
rule—for occasional breaking. 


harmonious 


Keeping punch cold but not 
washed out is best achieved by 
refrigerating ingredients until the 
Jast minute, then using a_ big 
block of ice instead of cubes in 
the punch bowl. Carbonated bev- 
erages, such as champagne or 
soda, should not be added until 
the last minute, so that as few 
bubbles as possible vanish into 
thin air. 


The recipes that follow vary in 
aleoholic content. The lighter 
ones are ideal for serving with 
brunch, or in mid-afternoon when 
the heat is still intense. The 
stronger ones are better for eve- 
nings. when a cool breeze lends 
a little life to the atmosphere. 

Since sweetness begets more 
thirst, most of the punches are 
relatively on the dry side. If this 
doesn’t suit your taste, add a lit- 
tle more of either liqueur or su- 
gar syrup (made by boiling to- 
gether one cup sugar and one 
cup water) to taste. 

The number of servings listed 
is based on the assumption that 
each person will consume eight 
ounces. If your guests are extra- 
thirsty types or the punch is 
served after a hard tennis match, 
it might be a good idea to adjust 
quantities accordingly. The siim- 
plest garnishes are suggested. 


Tipsy Tutti-Frutti 


A not-too-punchy concoction that 
might be called nectar if the gods 
believed in alcohol. It is like con- 
suming a deliciously perfumed 
liquid fruit compote. 


3 cups unsweetened apple juice 

3 cups orange juice (frozen, re-

with the beginning of the era, 
following the Second World War, 
during which economics and oth- 
er factors have made small gar- 
dens fashionable. It could be that 
nature anticipated this change by 
providing at this point in time the 
floribunda-hybrid-tea-type — roses 
that possessed qualities suitable 
for small gardens. These changed 
conditions have, in fact, made it 
necessary to reconsider how roses 
should be used. 

Perhaps one of the greatest 
changes that has taken place is 
the disappearance to a large ex- 
tent of those lovely formal rose 
gardens of former days. If roses 
are still to be enjoyed in small 
gardens, it is necessary to em- 
ploy them in less space-consum- 
ing ways by planting them, for 
example, in shrub borders where 
the more informal appearance of 
the floribunda compared with hy- 
brid teas makes them admirable 
for the purpose. 


All-season color 

Another important character- 
istic required in plants for re- 
stricted areas is an everbloom- 
ing habit. In any well-designed

Boston Cream Pie 


Whether the true Boston Cream 
Pie is made with a filling of 
sweetened whipped cream or a 
custard is debatable. In the 1896 
version of “Fannie Farmer,” pub- 
lished in Boston, there is a Cream 
Pie finished with a custard filling, 
but not designated as “Boston.” 
But there is, as there is in an 
early edition of The White House 
Cook Book, a Washington Pie that 
is the same basic pie finished, 
however, with raspberry jam or 
jelly between the layers and a 
sprinkling of confectioners sugar 
on top. Here is a recipe for the 
pie, which is actually a cake 
(sometimes called Boston Cream 
Cake), and a recipe for a cus- 
tard.

—the songs that are part of our mass memory 


and a look at what is happening now 


Unlike the single-minded taste of 
earlier, simpler American times, 
today’s popular musical scene is a 
candy store of taste influenced in 
turn by technology, personality, 
and the heritage of the past. But 
the people who are writing the 
songs that will become a part of 
America’s mass musical memory 
do have one thing in common with 
the the past—they 
have all written out of their own 
times and the spirit beneath them. 

Stephen Foster wrote for a 
gentle pre-Civil War America. 
John Philip Sousa captured the 
nation’s marching spirit of ex- 
pansion. Victor Herbert voiced 
the oversentimental operetta-like 
life at the turn of. the century. 
George M. Cohan caught the 
brash boastfulness on the eve of 
World War I. Irving Berlin the 
carefree, ragtime, lovetime of the 
twenties. Cole Porter matched his 
sophistication against the then 
new morality of the thirties, while 
Richard Rodgers and Lorenz Hart 
reflected the between-the-wars 
jaunty optimism. 

In the mid-twenties, Jerome 
Kern and Oscar Hammerstein 
focused on the problems simmer- 
ing in the South with the brilliant 
Showboat. George and Ira Gersh- 
win turned south to create that 
certain classic Porgy and Bess 
and then satirized silly politics 
with the Pulitzer Prize-winning 
Of Thee I Sing. Rodgers and 
Hammerstein joined talents dur- 
World War IL to write 
Oklahoma!—the first musical to 
have its recorded 
with the original cast. Their South 
Pacific reflected the more serious 
mood of the United States as the 
world’s new leading power.

Cohan and today’s popular songs,” 
says Joel Grey, who is imperson- 
ating the composer-lyricist-song- 
and-dance man in the musical 
George M. “The producers were 
surprised that the teen-agers dug 
the Cohan music. They shouldn’t 
have been. Although Cohan wasn’t 
an accomplished musician, he 
wrote clean, simple. immediate 
melodies, and his lyrics say exact- 
ly what he wanted them to say. You 
just get out there and sing them.” 


Melody is the message 


“The melody is the message 
when [ sing American songs to 
the Japanese.” says Bob McGrath, 
who has sung and recorded more 
Stephen Foster classics for the 
Japanese than the average Ameri- 
can hears in a lifetime. “They 
translate the melody into their 
own feelings. ‘Home on the Range’ 
becomes a longing for home and 
mother rather than for the wide- 
open spaces of which they have 
no understanding. And on tele- 
vision they have me sing ‘Old Dog 
Tray’ to a pretty girl as a love 
song.” ° 

“Emotions don’t change.” says 
Mabel Mercer, who has the un- 
canny ability to recognize the 
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potential classic song and rescue 
it from a too-swift demise. We 
can credit her with saving Rodgers 
and Hart’s “Little Girl Blue” and 
Kern and Hammerstein’s “All in 
Fun,” among others. “I’m singing 
of the same emotions to young- 
sters today that I sang about to 
their parents and grandparents. 
The emotion is the same today 
when a love affair begins or ends 
as it was a hundred years ago. 
That’s all I’ve been singing about 
for generations, and people listen. 
It touches them. They know it’s 
true. It’s the element of truth, | 


suppose, that makes a song a 


| classic.” 


And what is the secret of a 
home-grown classic musical, The 
Fantasticks, a simple Romeo-and- 
Juliet-type story of two Texas 
families. written by then 
University of Texas students? It 
has been playing off-Broadway and 
around the world for more than 
nine years. Harvey Schmidt. who 
wrote it with Tom Jones, explains, 
“We not only wrote it. We were 
totally involved in it. The painting 
of the inside of the theatre and 
designing the logo that hangs 
over the stage—we literally did 
that ourselves.” 

Simple lyrics, a melody that 
can speak in foreign tongue, the 
element of truth, personal in- 
volvement, and native roots—these 
are the elements that create the 
popular classic. These, and _ per- 
sonal taste. There is as much dis- 
agreement about which songs of 
the past are classics as there is 
about which of today’s songs will 
become classics. Some would even 
question if “The Star Spangled 
Banner” deserves classic rating.

went west. There were, too, mu- 
sical movie-biographies of com- 
posers from Foster to Porter, and 
Victor Herbert’s operettas were 
revived for Jeanette MacDonald 
and Nelson Eddy. Recently Holly- 
wood imported Simon and Gar- 
funkel to score The Graduate and 
Burt Bacharach for Whats New, 
Pussycat? and Casino Royale. 
Any one of these, or a thousand 
other movies or musicals, could 
have launched a song that would 
become a classic. 

Along with all this musicmaking 
came the rising tide of jazz with 
its strutting beat. its blues. its 
new freedom, its improvisation. 
Up from New Orleans it swept. 
with W. C. Handy’s “St. Louis 
Blues.” Fats Waller's “Honey- 
suckle Rose,” Duke Ellington’s 
“Sentimental Mood” and “Sophis- 
ticated Lady.” 

From “Yankee Doodle Dandy” 
to “Your Cheatin’ Heart, ’America 
has sung its folk, its work, its 
country songs—“Comin’ Round 
the Mountain,” “Loveless Love,” 
“Someone’s in the Kitchen with 
Dinah,” “The Last Round-up,” 
or “Tumblin? Tumble Weed.” 
All classics, all a permanent part 
of Americana. 

Following World War II a new 
excitement burst into American 
music—call it beat, rhythm-and- 
blues. or rock-and-roll.

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rach and Harvey Schmidt have 
taken up arranging. “The song 
that sounds great at the piano 
may bomb in the recording 
session.” Bacharach warns. “Be- 
tween piano and the session there 
are positively five elements that 
can blow a song for you. There’s 
the A-and-R (artists and reper- 
toire) man at the recording 
company, the arranger, the singer, 
the musicians, the engineer. If I 
can go into a session with the 
song, the singer, and every note 
of the arrangement accounted for, 
I’ve got a fair chance of survival. 
Maximum contro] is what you 
need today.” 

Although most of this sleight- 
of-ear trickery is admired by to- 
day’s youngsters, it has a curious 
side effect on them, according to 
Ron Delsener, who stages the 
rock-and-roll concerts in New 
York’s Central Park. “The kids 
today know about the recording 
studio. The echo chamber. The 
feedback. The electronic tricks. 
They hear a record by a new 
group with a new sound. They 
come out to see the group in 
person, to find out if the sound 
they heard on the record is true. 
If the group can't duplicate in 
person the sound they put on the 
record, they bomb.” 

About popular music, Burt 
Bacharach explains, “We’re in a 
period where anything can go. 
There’s always room for a posi- 
tively good song like ‘Strangers 
in the Night.” All the old rules 
have been broken. The taste- 
makers who held music down have 
been destroyed.” 

Bacharach tells how some of 
the rules were broken. “Seven 
years ago, when I first started 
writing “That Kind of Woman,’ 
it had a three-bar phrase in it. 
The A-and-R man at the record 
company suggested that I make it 
a standard four-bar phrase. I did. 
and it was recorded that way, and 
it never sounded right. It was 
never meant to be a_ four-bar 
phrase. When you're new, you 
tend to trust higher-ups. You com- 
promise, and it comes out terrible. 
It used to be that you positively 
never wrote a waltz. ‘What’s New, 
Pussycat?’ is a waltz. We don’t 
even call it that. We say it’s in 
‘three. . . . It used to be disc 
jockeys positively wouldn’t play a 
record that ran longer than three 
minutes. The underground stations 
fixed that. The Doors’ ‘Light My 


Fire’ must run eight minutes, 
and ‘MacArthur Park’ a good 
seven-forty-eight. They both get 
played with no cuts. It used to be 
that the first thing you _ posi- 
tively had to worry about in a 
song was: ‘Can they dance it?’ 
That’s all over. ‘Promises, Prom- 
ises changes tempo and time 
signatures and nobody worries 
about it. They'll find a way to 
dance to it if they want to.” 


Variety of styles : 


“The big difference in dance 
bands today and in my father’s 
time,” says Peter Duchin, the cur- 
rent king of society dance bands, 
“is that we have to be able to 
play in a variety of styles—rock, 
swing, the Beatles, jazz—as well 
as that sookey square dance music. 
We've had to learn to play each of 
the styles authentically because 
kids know what they’re hearing.” 

What they are hearing. on the 
surface at least, is a melding of 
many styles of music. “We're 
starting to borrow on tradition,” 
according to Bacharach. “There’s 
a recognition of going back to 
music. Casino Royale isn’t a full- 
out replica of the twenties but it 
is built on them. Things are 
starting to get fizzed together. 
You have some great jazz musi- 
cians like Neal Hefti and Charlie 
Lloyd out here on the Coast 
writing for the movies. Jazz and 
rock are getting together.” 

Duchin is more cautious of the 
jazz-rock fusion. “The jazz musi- 
cian has very little public 
recognition today,” he says re- 
gretfully. “Some jazz men take 
up rock just to work. That’s if 
they have a feeling for it and if 
they’re willing to play it. But jazz 
has changed, too. A jam session 
used to start with the whole 
group playing a given number— 
a song—and then each man would 
improvise on it. Today they get 
up there and each man _ plays 
whatever he feels. When and if 
they all come together—that’s 
great!” 

As the jazz and swing musicians 
of the thirties did, today’s young 
musicians are starting to move 
from group to group in a game 
of pop-musical chairs. The reason, 
according to Ron Delsener, is, “The 
kids form these groups when 
they're fifteen, sixteen. seventeen. 
When they get a little musical 
maturity they get bored with that 
dumb teeny-bopper beat and

start looking to create new sounds 
with different people. They ex- 
periment with different combina- 
tions of instruments. Blood, 
Sweat and Tears uses horns and 
guitars and the Sweetwater group 
mixes flutes with cello.” 


Vioment of transition 


If anything goes in music today.

campus auction, for $15, a turn- 
of-the-century mahogany _ tele- 
phone booth with elegant stained- 
glass panels set in double swing- 
ing doors. He uses these to cut 
off a corridor’s end and enlarge 
his dormitory cubicle by a good- 
sized anteroom. 

Furnishing an entire house 
from auctions is not unusual. The 
idle cliché, “If I got burned out 
and had to start from scratch, | 
would. . . .” became a living leg- 
end for Mr. and Mrs. Fletcher 
Coates (Mr. Coates is an execu- 
tive of the National Council of 
Churches). When their home and 
all its contents in Greenwich, 
Conn. were devastated by fire 
some years ago, they set about 
refurnishing a home entirely from 
country auctions. From a muse- 
um-worthy Chinese chow table of 
carved teak to a reference library 
of 200 leather-bound books—each 
bought for a pittance at an es- 
tate sale—their furnishings have 
lived up to a dream of fully ex- 
panding their decorating horizon 
by exploring the field of country 
auctions. 


For a two-house family 


It is unusual for a couple to fur- 
nish both a townhouse and a 
country house from auctions, but 


Mr. and Mrs. Robert Taylor who 


did just that are exultant over the 
results. After spending seven 
years furnishing a New York City 
Victorian brownstone, Mr. Tay- 
lor, a young banker, and his wife, 
are continuing the search for the 
right Americana pieces for their 
new New Paltz, N.Y. farmhouse. 
At a sacrifice of their social 
weekends, they haunt Saturday- 
night auctions all along the Mid- 
Hudson Valley for Early Ameri- 
cana furniture, blown-glass rari- 
ties, antique brass, old maps, old 
prints, and handmade quilts. 
Even if you don’t buy at an 
auction, you can enjoy the sport 
that never palls—people watch- 
ing. A Cleveland Heights enthusi- 
ast who has never even bought an 
ashtray, Mrs. Bridges, 
says auctions are too great an ex-

perience to miss. She cites in par- 
ticular the Burton Fair in the lit- 
tle Ohio town, with its wonderful 
summer-carnival spirit. Here, a 
combination of fair, flea market, 
and auction is presented on a 
horse-and-buggy race track. If, in 
browsing around, you find some- 
thing you like at the flea market, 
you can take it to the auction 
and have it put on the block.

Among these 
are Shirley Booth, who comes not 
only to buy antiques but to pick 
up acting ideas, she says, and 
radio-TV star Henry Morgan, 
who bought 100 stained-glass 
church windows in one bid to 
send to his friends for Christmas 
cards. 


The cardinal principle 


From Eldred comes the guide to 
successful buying: Have a plan 
and stick to it. Knowing in ad- 
vance what you want to buy, what 
you can afford to pay, and how 
you are going to use what you 
get will help you to keep a cool 
head. An auction, says Eldred, 
is a dangerous place for the im- 
pulsive buyer. It’s like showing 
Christmas toys to a child. 

The speed at which an item is 
sold, an average 40 seconds with 
which to offer, describe, show, 
and remove from the block, is 
also head-spinning. 

If you’ve never been to an auc- 
tion, go ahead of time to a pre- 
view exhibition. Some galleries 
hold these from two to five days 
before the auction, others in the 
morning, a couple of hours in ad- 
vance of the afternoon sale. If 
you find something you want, ask 
the auctioneer or one of his staff 
for information, in particular the 
price he expects the piece to 
bring. 

If there is a catalog with list- 
ings and descriptions, buy it. 
Bone up all you can in advance 
on antiques and other decorative 
art. The more knowledge you 
have, the better your luck will 
be. 

Old hands at checking authen- 
ticity poke a bobby pin into a 
wormhole to see if it has been 
bored by an awl; feel; pull out 
drawers; inspect hardware; look 
on the underside to examine the 
wood. It’s also important to mea- 
sure, to make sure the Queen 
Anne highboy you want will go 
through your doorway. And it’s 
also necessary to come up with 
some handy logistics for getting 


it home after the cry of “Sold” 
makes it yours. 

If you are not known in the 
community, be prepared to pay 
on the spot with cash or per- 
sonal check. Sometimes obliging 
auctioneers will hold purchases 
for you for a couple of weeks, 
but as a rule what you buy must 
be carted off after the sale is 
made. 

Don’t be intimidated by the 
subtleties used by the experts in 
bidding—the white handkerchief 
in a pocket poked down, a tug at 
a necktie, or the dramatic lift of 
a forefinger when ready to bid. 
Watch the sign language of other 
amateur spectators, and do what 
they do. Or buy for 50 cents a 
paddle-board that looks like a 
Ping-pong paddle, and use it for 
signaling. 

But if you persist in waving at 
friends, you may become the butt 
of the auctioneer’s spleen, as did * 
a woman in a recent encounter 
at the Burton Fair. He roared to 
this offender with the waving 
hand, “Do that one more time, 
Ma’am, and [']l nail you!” 

You can narrow your search 
for, say, porcelain bird sculpture 
or crystal paperweights, by 
watching for auctions offering 
these in a specialized category at, 
say, three to four P.M., when you 
can arrange to attend, and skip 
the gun collection, the stamp al- 
bums, the tractors and estate 
equipment which go on sale be- 
fore and after. 


Leaving a bid 


At some auctions yeu can en- 
trust a bid to the auctioneer to 
execute, set your price limit, and 
leave, knowing that it will be 
handled the same as if you were 
present. 

To locate the auctions coming 
up in your locality, watch for ad- 
vance stories and advertisements 
in your local newspaper, or call 
the editor. Look in the Yellow 
Pages for names of antique deal- 
ers who also deal in auctions.

Lighting the kitchen 


Basically a workroom, the kitch- 
en needs good general room il- 
Jumination, which can be achieved 
with conventional fixtures, re- 
cessed ceiling lights, or a fluo- 
rescent-lighted luminous ceiling.

Some lively comments on plants, gardens, and gardeners 


“Cupid’s bower” 


If you want colorful flowers in a 
partially to fully shaded part of 
the garden this summer, now is 
the time to start the scaly rhi- 
zomes of achimenes, a_ plant 
sometimes known as “magic flow- 
er” or “cupid’s bower” (illus- 
trated above). As a member of 
the gesneriad family, the achim- 
enes is related to the African vi- 
olet and gloxinia, but it bears 
little resemblance to either. 

The catkin-like rhizomes from 
which achimenes grow are small 
by comparison to other summer- 
flowering bulbs, yet the results 
are phenomenal. In fact, achim- 
enes planted now in a warm, 
bright, moist place will give first 
blooms in 45 days, and this flower 
show will increase in beauty un- 
til the arrival of cold weather. 

Plant achimenes half an inch 
deep and one to two inches apart 
in a mixture composed of equal 
parts peat moss, vermiculite, and 
garden loam. Keep evenly moist 
at all times, and after growth is 
active, feed biweekly with a liq- 
uid fertilizer such as 23-21-17. 
When the plants are two inches 
tall, nip out the growing tip to 


encourage branching. During 
really hot weather achimenes 


need copious amounts of water; 
hanging baskets will require wa- 
tering at least once a day. 
Before freezing temperatures 
are expected in the fall, bring 
containers of achimenes to a pro- 
tected place indoors and withhold 
water. When the foliage dies 
down, the new crop of rhizomes 
may be sifted out of the dry soil 
and stored with a handful of 
nearly dry peat moss in a plas- 


tic bag in a cool, dark place for 
the following spring. 

Achimenes were tremendously 
popular a hundred years ago, 
long before the African violet 
had been discovered, yet they are 
almost never available except by 
mail from specialists like Kartuz 
Greenhouses at 92 Chestnut 
Street, Wilmington, Massachu- 
setts, where three dozen named 
achimenes are listed. Colors in- 
clude all shades of blue, pink, 
red, purple, and yellow, with a 
pleasing selection of white flow- 
ers often in combination with a 
contrasting color.

Whether you want to fence in 
children and pets, or keep inter- 
lopers out of your pool, consider 
no-maintenance aluminum. The 
Anchor Fence people offer tradi- 
tional white picket, ranch rail for 
boundary fencing, and _ privacy 
fences in their “board-on-board” 
or basketweave designs.

New ways with tomatoes 


The good word about the un- 
matched flavor of home-grown to- 
matoes has spread until the fruit 
that was once thought to be poi- 
sonous has become our most wide- 
ly planted vegetable. While the 
tomatoes grow larger, meatier 
and tastier, the vines are becom- 
ing sturdier, more vigorous, and 
we are learning to take advantage 
of their ornamental possibilities. 

Start tomato seeds indoors in a 
sunny, warm place about eight 
weeks before outdoor planting 
time in your area. The seedlings 
need abundant light and warmth 
—70-75 degrees—and_ biweekly 
feeding with a liquid plant food 
after growth is active. Transplant 
to three-inch pots before they be- 
gin to crowd, using a mixture of 
equal parts garden loam, peat 
moss, and sand. If you do not 
have the space or inclination to 
start tomatoes from seeds, buy 
seedlings at your local garden 
center. 

Move tomato seedlings to the 
garden when all danger of frost 
is past. Tomatoes thrive in rich, 
well-drained garden soil that has 
been deeply spaded in the spring. 
Apply tomato fertilizer several 
times in the season. Avoid allow- 
ing plants to trail over moist soil; 
do not subject them to severely 
dry soil either. Do not smoke 
while working with tomato plants 
and do not try to grow tomatoes 
within 50 feet of a black walnut 
tree. 

The popular way to keep to- 
matoes off the ground is to train 
each plant on a sturdy stake, 
either 2-by-2 redwood or steel, 
reinforcing rod hammered into the 
soil to a depth sufficient to hold 
it firmly. Small-fruited tomatoes, 
and certain new kinds like Atom, 
are excellent for pots and tubs; 
just be sure the soil is always 
moist. Feed container-grown to- 
matoes every other week with a 
liquid fertilizer. Regular toma- 
toes train beautifully as espaliers 
in practically any of the classic 
designs for this garden art form. 

Try tomatoes in new ways this 
year—and grow at least one hy- 
brid variety you have not culti- 
vated previously. It takes only 
six well-grown tomato plants to 


yield a bountiful crop, and 
when they are staked or trained 
as espaliers, very little space is 
required. 


Flowers for shade 


If you have a place in your gar- 
den that receives very little sun- 
light, here are some flowers to 
plant now for color in the shade: 
impatiens (sultana), fancy-leaved 
caladiums, tuberous-rooted begon- 
ias, coral bells (heuchera), hos- 
tas, bergamot (monarda), day- 
lily, achimenes, bells of Ireland, 
browallia, coleus, lobelia, wish- 
bone flower (torenia), periwinkle 
(Vinca rosea and varieties). 


Lower lawn upkeep 


At the beginning of a new lawn 
season, here are two accessories 
to help make the necessary 
chores more enjoyable. 

Lawn-Boy offers a litter bag 
that fastens neatly to the mower 
handle, providing a large pouch 
for debris picked up and out of 
the operator’s path, plus three 
pockets for garden tools, transis- 
tor radio, or other supplies. \ 

To trim with practically no ef- 
fort or noise around flower beds, 
shrubs, walks, drives, trees, and 
patios, consider Toros’ new Key- 
Lectric Trimmer. It looks more 
like a golf club than anything 
else (and mastering its uses will 
doubtless be easier). As a cord- 
less electric appliance it weighs 
in at only two pounds. The power 
source is a nickel-cadmium bat- 
tery pack which comes as part 
of Toro’s Key-Lectric Whirlwind 
Rotary mower. A fully charged 
battery pack provides 45 minutes 
of trimming time. 


Best hardy chrysanthemums 


Now is the time to plant sturdy 
young, rooted cuttings of hardy 
chrysanthemums for bloom this 
coming fall. These will give a 
vastly better display than old 
clumps which have been left to 
multiply on their own from year 
to year in the garden. 

Members of the National Chry- 
santhemum Society recently se- 
lected these cultivars as top-notch 
for all sections of the country: 
Tawny Pillar, Chapel Bells, Mar- 
ble Top, Snowbound, Cream Top, 
Sea Urchin, Lemon Lace, Gianna 
d’Angelo, Martian, Nebraska 
Centennial, Cheerleader, Prom 
Queen, Quarterback, Gusto, Zen- 
ta, Superior, Mahalia Jackson, 
Sparkling Burgundy, Red Desert, 
and Raspberry Ice.
